Gektlewek:  To  enable  mc  the  better  to  comply  with  the  direc- 
tions of  a  resolotion  passed  by  the  Legislature  tm  the  2d  day  of 
April  last,  ''authorising  and  requiring  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, to  employ  some  competent  person  to  make,  construct, 
put  up  and  aQx  to  the  State  Capttol,  as  many  conductors  or  lig|ht- 
ning  rods,  as  would  be  necessary  to  preserve  tne  building  from  being 
injured  or  destroyed  by  lightning,"  I  addressed  a  letter  to'Mr. 
Lukens  of  Philadelphia,  then  in  tliis  place,  and  a  similar  letter  to 
Mr.  Patterson  of  Philadelphia,  both  distinguished  tor  their  skill  in 
the  science  of  electricity,  reauesting  their  opinion  as  to  the  num- 
ber of  conductors  they  would  f^onsider  competent  to  meet  th« 
object  of  the  resolution,  what  would  be  a  proper  thickness  for  con- 
ductors of  such  a  heij^hth,  what  a  necessary  deplli  to  extend  them 
int9  the  ground  below  the  surface,  what  a  proper  matmsl  to  ^ur- 
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round  them  with  at  their  termination  under  the  ground,  and  what  tiie 
most  approved  metal  with  which  to  have  them  pointed.  On  re- 
ceiving from  these  gentle.oen  the  information  thus  applied  for, 
1  contracted  with  Mr.  Bailey  of  this  place  to  constinict  and  put 
up  one  conductor  at  each  end  of  the  tiaj^itoi,  and  that  has  been 
done  agreeabl  V  to  the  directions  received,  each  rod  having  a  point  of 
platina,  that  being  the  metal  which  expeiience  has  proved  best  to 
answer  the  purpose,  and  which  is  now  generally  in  use  wherever 
k  can  be  obtained.  The  whole  expense  of  materials  and  putting 
up  these  two  rods  amounted  to  g66. 

Messrs.  Patterson  and  Lukena  both  gave  it  as  their  opinion,  that 
to  a  building  of  the  dimensions  of  the  Capitol  there  diould  be 
three  conductors,  one  at  each  end  and  one  in  the  centre;  the  one  in 
the  centre  being  in  their  view  rendered  more  important  by  the  ele- 
vation of  the  dome  above  the  rest  of  the  building.  On  this beingsub- 
mitted  to  Mr.  Hills,  the  architect,  he  objected  to  one  being  alSxed 
to  the  dome  on  account  of  the  injurv  wliich  he  felt  assured  would 
Aereby  be  done  to  tlie  roof  and  the  extreme  difficulty,  if  not  im- 
practicably of  having  it  so  affixed,  as  to  afford  any  goodprosp^t 
of  its  standing.    From  his  representations,  and  bo  person  appe%r« 
ing  willing  to  undertake  it  under  such  discoursing  circumstances, 
I  concluded  to  suspend  any  farther  proceedings  until  the  meeting 
ef  the  Legislature  and  submit  the  sumect  to,  their  consideration.

Mr.  Wurts^  from  the  eommittee  to  whom  was  yesterday  refer* 
red  the  petition  of  Jean  Bernard  and  Marie  his  his  wife,  reported 
a  bill,  entitled  *'An  act  releasinj^  to  Jean  Bernard,  and  Marie  his 
wife,  late  Marie  Joseph^  the  right  of  this  Commonwealth  to  a  cer- 
tain escheated  estate.'' 

Which  bUl  was  read  the  first  time. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  being  introduced,  present- 
ed a  message  from  the  Governor,  together  with  the  documents 
therein  referred  toj  which  were  read  as  follows,  to  wit:

Fbllow  Citizshs^ 

BY  the  rerobition  of  another  year,  we  have  arrived  at 
the  constitutional  period  for  the  representatives  of  the  people  to 
assemble  and  deliberate  on  thegreai:  oonoerhs  of  the  state,  and 
I  derive  the  highest  degree  of  satisfaction  from  the  opportunit  v 
it  affords,  of  congratuliding  you»  and  tbrouffh  yoin  our  fellow 
citizens  at  large,  on  the  proi^rous  condition  of  our  beloved 
country,  its  growth  in  wealth,  its  increase  in  copulation,  and  all 
those  numerous  blesaangs  with  which  a  beneficent  Provldfn.e 
continues  to  favor  the  land. 
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AUhovgh  diSersot  partialis  of  the  coiiDtrjr  hare  been  visited 
\viih  sickness  during  the  b^t  season,  and  eur  crops  have  not 
equalled  in  every  part  of  the  state  the  expectations  of  the  ^u»* 
tiandroan,  owing  principally  to  a  long  and  excessive  drought,  ,ye^ 
tfur  Uianks  aro  nevertheless  due,  to  tlie  AJinishty  disposer  of 
eveftts,  i^  whose  hands  are  the  issues  of  life  and  death,  that  nil 
disease  ojf  a  pestilential  character  has  been  permitted  to  aSHct 
this  part  of  the  Union,  and  that  the  harvests,  if  not  abunda^, 
have  generally  proved  so  far  plentiful,  as  to  yield  a  sufficiency 
for  home  consumption,  and  afford  a  sufphia  to  supply  the  wants 
•f  others.  ^     ^  /  . 

While  the  astiect  of  political  aflairf  in  the  old  world  seems  to* 
threaten  the  interruption  of  peace  in  that  quarter,  we  haSe  rea- 
son to  rejoice,  &at  the  amicable  nature  of  our  external  relatione 
mrith  foreign  governments,  promises  to  tlie  people  of  this  country^, 
along  continuance  of  that  choicest  of  blessings,  so  necessary  to 
the  prosperitv  of  nations,  and  tlie  welfare  and  happiness  of  indi- 
viduals, tn  the  east  of  Europe,  we  behold  with  feelings  of  anxie- 
ty and  sympathy,  an  oppressed  people,  unaided  by  ahy  christian 
government,  nobly  contending  for  their  liberdes  and  religion, 
against  the  merciless  tyranny  of  an  infidel  foe,  the  common  ene* 
my  of  Christianity,  literature  and  civilization.  In  tlie  ne\^  world 
the  picture  is^  more  cheering.  Our  brethren  in  Sontli  America, 
more  successful  than  the  unhafipv  Greeks,  after  a  long  and  arduous 
struggle)  have  at  length  secured  tlie  right  of  self  government,  by 
throwing  off  the  colonial  yoke*  and  establishing  their  ihde^n- 
dence.  In  every  instance  where  the  existing  state  of  things  jus- 
tified the  measdre,  it  is  pleasing  to  find,  that  tlieir  independence 
has  been  recognized  by  the  United  States.  'Hiis  act  of  justice 
as  well  ^s  policy,  whtbe  it  expresses  national  cdnfidencc  and  in- 
dividual feeling,  tends  to  facilitate  what  nature  seems  to  have 
ifesigneJ^  an  intimate  intercourse  among  the  inhabitants  of  the 
same  continent,  and  promises  what  we' hope  ts  not  for  distant,an 
important  era  in  the  history  of  nations,  when  the  free  jovertl'- 
ments  established  in  tlie  new  world-,  will  1i^  a  counterpoise  and 
check  tol  the  '« Ug^mate  despotivms^^  of  the  old. 

To  the  blesslni^s  of  peace,  with  Wliich  Providence  continues 
to  favor  our  land,  and  to  all  the  advantages  in  which  we  partici- 
pate in  our  federal  character,  as  a  ipember  of  the  Union,  it  is  a* 
source  of  gratification  to  have  it  in  our  power  to  add  those  also, 
which  spring  from  local  tad  other  causes ;  among  these  we  notice 
with  pleasure,  the  general  prosperity  and  growth  in  population 
and  commerce  of  our 'inetropotist  from*  which  we  derive  so  large 
a  portion  of  our  public  revenue;  the  increase  of  ourmanufacturtng 
establishments,  and  the  mere  general  use  of  home  mibde  fabrics 
in  home  consumption;  the  progressive  industry  and  improve- 
ments in  agriculture ;  the  beneficial  effects  of  economy  in  public 
expenditure,  and  of  frugality  and  prudemce  in  the  management  oT 
private  concerns;  the  diminution  ot  distress  arising  from  embar- 
rassing specul&tloiis;  and  the  gradualTestoratioa  of  conMence 
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and  credit  To  ud  in  perpetuating  the  blessings  witli  which  we 
are  thus  so  highl  j  favoured,  ought  to  be  considered  an  honorable, 
aa  it  is  an  important  dutj,  particularly  incumbent  on  those  Who 
are  placed  in  stations  of  public  trust 

During  the  recess,  I  have  endeavoured  to  discharge  tke  duties 
enjoined  on  the  executive  by  the  constitution*  as  well  as  tliose 
entrusted  to  liim  by  special  acts  of  the  Legislature.  Among  those 
of  the  latter  description,  I  consider  it  proper  to  mentiuni  that 
^eeably  to  the  act  of  tlie  £d  of  April  last,  I  caused  to  be  trans- 
mitted to  Cornplanter,  a  chief  of  tlie  Seneca  nation  of  Indians,  a 
copy  of  the  act  for  his  relief,  and  one  to  each  of  the  commission- 
ors  named  in  the  law. — That  in  compliance  with  the  dii^ection  of 
the  act  supplementary  to  the  act  erecting  p&rt  of  Cumberland 
county  into  a  separate  county  to  be  called  Perry,  a  copy  of  the 
act  was  sent  to  each  of  the  commissioners,  with  a  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  fixed  upon  for  their  meeting.  Copies  of  the  com- 
munication to  Cornplanter,  and  the  reports  of  the  commissioned, 
in  both  cases,  will  be  found  in  the  documents  transmitted  here-  ' 
witli.  I  have  also  considered  it  proper  to  submit  to  the  Le^sla-  • 
tore,  copies  of  a  paper  lod^d  in  the  office  of  the  secretaiy  of 
the  commonwealth,  purporting  to  be  a  remonstrance  by  a  large 
portion  of  tiie  inhabitants  of  Ferry  county,  against  the  proceed- 
itigs  and  report  of  the  commissioners  appointed  in  the  act^  to  se- 
lect a  site  for  the  seat  of  justice  in  that  county. 

In  adverting  to  subjects  which  demand  the  attention  of  the  Le** 
gislatui^e,  none  appears  to  have  a  stronger  claim  on  its  early  at- 
tention than  an  act  of  Congress,  passed  on  the  4tit  of  May,  18^ 
vesting  tl\e  right  of  the  United  States  in  the  state  of  Pennsylva- 
nia, to  all  fines  that  were  aaiMssed  upon  its  delinquent  citizens,  for 


the  non*perforraance  of  miutia  duty«  during  tne  late  war  with 
Great  Britain.  This  act  in  addition  to  the  transfer  of  the  fines, 
directs  that  all  moneys  in  the  hands  of  the  marshals  or  their  de- 
puties, which  may  have  been  collected  from  these  fines,  shall  be 
paid  by  them  respectively  to  the  treasurer  of  the  state,  after  de- 
ducting the  expense  of  assessing  and  collecting  the  same.  It  al  j 
90  vests  the  state  with  the  power  of  recovering  tiie  otit-standin^ 
fines,  under  such  r^^oJations,  previaions  and  restrictions^  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  the  Legislature*  The  fines  assessed,  as  faraa 
can  be  ascertained  by  the  reports  of  the  courts  inartial,  some  of 
Which  were  made  to  tiiis  government  and  others  to  the  comptrol- 
ler of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  amounted  originally  to 
SS51,981  66;  but  from  tiiis  sum  is  to  be  deducted  g  118,040  46, 
wlxich,  by  a  report  made  to  Congress  at  its  last  session,  by  a 
committee  of  that  body,  was  stated  to  Iiave  been  paid  to  tiie  mar- 
shal and  his  deputies,  and  also.  238,822  24,  which  had  then 
been  remitted  by  the  executive  atttiiorit}^  of  the  state,  and  which 
has  been  increased  by  subsequent  remissions  to  the  amount  of 
85,561  93,  leaving  an  actual  balance  of  £  189,537  03,  yet  out- 
standing. Independent  of  the  difficulties  which  may  arise  in  car- 
rying into  efiect  the  act  tii  Congress  relinqui^ng  thf se  fines,  it

Mr.  Robertson  presented  a  petition  from  sundry  stockholders 
of  the  Commercial  Bank  of  Pennsylvania,  praying  for  a  renewal 
of  their  charter  for  a  further  terra  of  j^ ears,  after  the  period  at 
which  tliejr  present  charter  expires. 

And  said  petition  was  read,  and 
Laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Robertson  also  presented  a  memorial  from  John  Bioren,  o£ 
Philadelphia,  proposing  to  print  in  pamphlet  form,  three  thousand 
copies  of  the  laws  of  the  present  and  the  two  succeeding  sessions 
of  the  Legislature,  at  twelve  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  session; 
the  paper,  printing  and  stitching  to  be  included,  and  the  execution 
of  the  work  to  correspond  with  the  pamphlet  laws  of  the  session 
of  1813-14 :  or,  in  the  way  they  have  of  late  been  printed,  but  oa  ^ 
a  good  fair  paper,  at  fifty  dollars  per  sheet.

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Mr.  fthula^  presented  a  petition  from  Andrew  M.  Bell,  praying 
to  be  appointed  door-keeper  to  the  Senate. 

And  said  petition  was  read,  and 
Laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Wurts  presented  a  petition  from  sundry  inhabitants  of  the 
Not  them  Liberties,  and  of' the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia, 
and  counties  adjacent,  praying  for  an  extension  of  the  charter  of 
the  Bank  of  the  Northern  Liberties,  for  sucb  time,  and  on  such 
conditions  as  ma^  appear  expedient 

And  said  petrHOn  was  read,  and 
Laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  \Vui*ts  also  presented  a  petition  from  lohn  Bernard  and 
Maria  his  wife,  praying  that  the  title  of  the  CommoBwealth  to  a 
certain  escheated  estate,  may  be  vested  in  the  said  Maria. 

And  said  petition  was  reai,  and  refeited  to^,  Mr.  Wurts,  Mr. 
R.  Smith  and  Mr.  Shulze. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  Senate  a  letter  from  John  De  Pui* 
praying  to  be  appointed  chief  clerk  to  the  Senate.

The  Speaker  also  laid  before  the  Senate,  a  letter  from  John 
Bioren,  relative  to  the  completion  of  the  seventh  volume  of  the 
laws  of  Pennsylvania,  statinf  that  700  pages  are  already  printed, 
and  that  it  will  probably  extend  to  about  850  pages  when  finished  5 
and  praying  an  advance  of  8600  on  the  contract  for  printing  tlu: 
said  seventh  volume. 

And  said  letter  was  read,  and  referred  to  Mr.  Kobertsoni  Mr. 
bickerson  and  Mr.  R.  Smith. 

Mr.  Markley,  from  the  committee  appointed  yesterday,  to  wait 
upon  the  Governor,  and  inform  him  that  the  General  Assembly  is

Adjourned  until  11  o'clock;  to-morrow  morning. 
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is  now  In  tii«  office  of  ttc  secretary  of  ftc  cominonweatth^  ftfr  tiic 
inspection  of  such  as  see  proper  to  inquire  into  its  coristnictioo, 
and  the  nmnner  in  which  convicts  are  employed  in  its  operation. 

The  records  of  our  criminal  courts  furnish  incontestible  evi- 
dence that  the  number  of  crimes,  within  the  few  past  years,  has 
increased  among  the  people  of  colour,  in  jbl  greater  proportion 
than  the  ordinary  increase  of  their  population,  compared  with 
others,  would  warrant  us  fo  expect  If  this  effect  has  been  pro- 
duced in  any  decree,  by  the  introduction  of  persons  into  this 
state,  who  have  been  guilty  of  crimes  and  offences  in  other 
states,  and  have  either  fled  to  .avoid  the  punishment  of  the  law^ 
or  have  received  a  pardon  on  condition  of  leaving  the  state  in 
which  the  offence  was  committed,  it  behooves  the  Legislature  to 
adopt  such  efficient  measures  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  evil, 
or  at  least  to  correct  it,  as  may  be  authorised  by  the  constitution. 
The  act  of  the^  27th  of  March,  1789,  which  prohibits  the  impor- 
tation of  convicts  into  this  commonwealth,  seems  to  me  to  ex- 
tend only  to  felon  convicts,  brouj;ht  from  places  out  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  and  not  to  embrace  the  case  referred  to. 

While  also  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  to  protect  this  un- 
fortunate class  of  the  human  family  in  the  enioyment  of  their 
rights,  by  prohibiting,  under  severe  penalties,  the  crime  of  kid- 
napping, ever^  lawful  means  should  be  adopted  to  prevent  indi- 
viduals from  giving  any  just  cause  of  offence  to  any  of  our  sister 
slates,  or  the  citizens  theieof,  by  affording  harbor  or  protection 
to  such  as  are  not  entitled  to  their  freedom,  have  fled  from  their 
owners,  and  deserted  that  service  which  the  existing  laws  reco^- 
niee.  If  some  general  regulation  by  law  could  be  adopted,  in 
accordance  with  the  constitution,  by  which  the  names  of  persons 
of  this  description,  now  resident  in  this  state,  or  who  may  here- 
after come  into  it,  should  be  registered  from  time  to  time,  in  some 
public  office  in  the  cities  and  counties  where  they  may  respective- 
ly reside,  with  the  particulars  as  to  age,  employment,  trade  or 
calling,  place  of  nativity,  and  place  from  which  they  last  remov- 
ed* it  might  have  some  effect  in  leading  to  the  detection  of  actual 
fugitives,  and  be  a  means  of  preventing  those  who  are  entitled  to 
their  freedom,  from  being  disturbed  in  the  peaceable  enjoyment 
of  tiieir  rights. 

Agreeably  to  the  report  of  the  auditor  general,  made  to  the  Le- 

fislature  in  January  last,  there  had  been  expended,  during  th& 
nancial  year  ending  the  SOth  November,  18£t,  %577,^b9  29,  in 
public  internal  improvements;  and  from  an  abstract  furnished  by 
that  officer,  and  accompanying  tiiis  communication,  of  the  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  of  the  present  year,  it  appears  that  a  far- 
ther sum  of  SlT'dtSSl  18  hath  been  applied  to  ttie  same  objects, 
exclusive  of  payments  made  to  the  two  new  penitentiaries. 

By  the  enterprise  of  individuals,  the  greatest  part  of  our  internal 
public  improvements  for  which  stock  was  authorised  to  be  sub- 
scribed by  the  state,  has  been  undertaken  ;  and  judging  of  future 
prepress,  A*om  what  has  be^n  already  d(me,  I  am  induced  to  be* 
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Heve,that  bat  a  few  years  more  will  pass  away  before  the  whole 
will  be  finished.  Two  thoasand  four  hundred  and  twenty-six  miles 
of  turnpike*  or  artificial  road,  have  been  authorised  b?  difterent  acta 
of  assembly*  Atrd  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  lorty  miles  are 
now  reported  to  be  completed,  extending,  in  every  direction,  thro' 
the  state;  most  of  them  pointing  either  immediately  to  Philadel- 
phia, or  to  oar  principai  rivers,  the  grand  thorouehfare  througK 
which  our  agricultural  productions  reach  their  market.  Such  an 
«xteatof  road,  of  this  description,  completed  within  a  period  of  a 
few  years»  U  a  proud  monument  of  the  wise  and  liberal  policy  of 
the  state,  in  the  application  of  its  resources  to  aid  in  the  construe- 
tioo  of  improvements,  so  well  calculated  to  promote  the  conveni- 
ence of  the  people,  by  facilitating  mutual  intercourse,  shortening 
distance,  reaucmg  the  expense  of  transportation,  increasing  the 
value  of  lands,  and  enabling  many  who  were  hitherto  destitute  of 
tl>e  opportunity,  now  to  reach  a  market  with  the  productions  of 
their  industry.  In  tins  respect  I  am  led  patticularlv  to  notice  a 
section  of  the  Centre  turnpike,  extending  from  Beliefonte  throu^ 
Fhiliip^burs  to  Franklin,  and  thence  to  Erie.  This  road  is  repre^ 
sentea  by  aU  who  have  travelled  it,  to  be  finished  in  a  superior  style; 
and«  in  addition  to  the  advantages  it  affords  to  individuals,  may 
be  considered  an  otyect  of  much  state  importance^  equally  interest- 
ing to  our  eastern  and  western  citizens^  as  it  opens  a  communica- 
tion between  the  lake  country  and  the  navigable  waters  of  the  St|S- 
quehanna. 

The  experience  Of  all  countries  that  have  turned  their  attention 
to  tlie  subject,  proves  the  superior  advantages  of  communication 
by  water,  wherever  it  can  be  obtained.  On  this  principle  the  Union 
Canal  was  originally  commenced;  amU  although  for  various  causes 
it  was  permitted  to  languish  for  several  years,  it  is  now  progressing 
with  as  much  expedition  as  is  consistent  with  th^  nature  and  mag- 
nitude of  such  an  undertaking.  X  A  report  of  the  mana}2:ers  will  be 
submitted  to  the  legislature,  exhibiting  a  fuU  view  of  the  progress 
already  made  in  its  construction,  and  of  their  prospect  of  its  final 
completion.  The  connection^  of  the  Susquehanna  with  the  Uela> 
ware,  by  a  canal  from  tlie  Chesapeake  Bay  to  the  Delaware  river,  is 
an  object  of  such  great  state,  as  well  as  national  impNOrtance,  aftd  so 
interestine;  to  a  large  portion  of  our  citistens,  as  specially  to  recom- 
mend itself  to  the  attention  of  the  Legislature.  The  Judicious  ex- 
penditure of  the  money  lately  appropriated  for  the  unprovemeut 
of  creeks  and  rivers,  and  the  facility  and  security  thtreby  affortl- 
ed  to  navigation,  iurnish  strong  inducements  for  persevering  in  t!.9. 
system,  until  the  remaining  difficulties  are  removed,  as  far  as  the 
means  of  the  state,  without  recourse  to  new  or  additional  taxes,  will 
warrant  an  application  of  tlie  means  necessary  for  the  purpose.  U 
b  however^  to  be  regretted,  that,  notwithstanding  the  appropriations 
of  public  money  by  the  state  to  effect  a  purpose  so  necessary  for 
the,  safety  of  the  navigation,  various  obstructions  in  our  rivers  are 
«ccasioned^  by  the  erection  of  fish  dams,  in  defiance  of  all  the  pains 
and^^penaltiesof  the  laws  herefeotbre  enacted:  These  artificial  ob- 
structions, from  (heir  inc^reafing  number,  and  the  oxtent  of  impe-

(liments  pmdiiced  hj  them,  particularly  in  the  Susquehanna  and 
Juniata  and  their  bruiches»  create  vexattona  and  dangerous  obsta- 
oles  to  our  enterprisins  watermen,  and  have  become  so  serkniA  « 
grievance,  as  in  m j  judgment,  to  require  legislative  interposition. 

The  stock  owned  bj  uie  state,  arising  from  sobscription  to  dif- 
ferent canaU  bridge,  and  turnpike  road  companies,  authoiised  bjr 
different  acts  of  assemU  j,  since  the  year  1606,  and  now  incorpo- 
rated, amounts  to  S%SS4,\0T.  So  laige  an  investment  of  punlic 
money  in  property  of  this  kind,  calls  tor  a  strict  eacamination  into 
the  accounts  of  those  who  manage  the  concerns  of  tiieir  respective 
companies,  and  requires  the  constant  and  vigilant  attention  of  the 
Legislature  to  pt*otect  the  interest  of  thie  commonwealth.  A  pro- 
vision of  this  kind  is  rendered  more  important  by  tiie  considera- 
tion, that  some  of  these  roads  are  said  to  be  made  by  the  money 
^ap])ropriated  by  the  state,  Mrith  but  little  assistance  from  advances 
of  individual  stockholders.  As  a  further  security  for  the  {stale,  I 
would  respectfully  submit  the  propriety  of  a  provision,  requiring, 
that  all  who  are  appointed  viewers  of  roads  and  bridges  should 
make  their  report  on  oath  or  affirination;  and,  tnat  the  president 
and  managers  of  the  respective  companies  should  annuaUy  lay 
before  the  Legislature,  immediately  after  the  commencement  of  its 
session,  an  arotract  of  their  accounts  verified  in  the  same  manner 
and  that  their  account  of  dividends  ^ould  also  be  exbiUted  yeariy 
for  settlement,  by  the  accountant  officers  of  the  treasury. 

As  vet  but  little  revenue  has  been  derived  from  these  investments; 
but  wnen  the  improvements  are  completed,  and  the  compaoies  have 
discharged  the  debts  contracted  in  making  them,  they  may  be  con- 
sidered as  affording  the  prospect  of  an  impoi  tant  aid  to  the  other 
resoorcea  of  the  state.  The  regalar  increase  of  tells  on  such  as 
have  been  finished,  is  a  practical  evidence  of  their  utility,  and 
warrants  an  expectation  of  their  futnre  productiveness. 

The  revenue  of  the  commonwealth,  is  generally  in  a  prosperous 
i:ondition»  and  the  receipts  into  the  treasury  from  the  land  ofiice 
department,  have  exceeded  the  most  suiguine  cilculations.  From 
the  statement  of  the  auditor  general  already  referred  to»  it  i^pean 
that  the  agg;reeate  receipts  at  the  treasuty  during  the  present 
year,  exceeds  Uie  estimated  amount  S45,865  61,  while  the  ordin* 
ary  and  contingent  expenses  of  the  government  during  tlie  same 
period,  have  been  less  than  the  estimate,  loiving  in  the  treasury 
on  the  first  of  this  month  a  balance  of  8334^038  84. 

To  enable  me  to  judge  whether  the  situation  of  the  treasury 
would  justify  to  any  extent,  the  exercise  of  the  power  vested  in 
the  governor  by  the  5th  section  of  the  act  of  the  J2d  of  April,  1 82  f, 
authorising  him  to  procure  on  loan  a  million  of  dollars,  I  addressee! 
letters  to  tne  officers  of  the  treasury  department,  requiring  such 
information  as  their  means  might  enable  them  to  furnish.  From 
their  representation  of  the  money  on  hand,  and  the  amount  of  re- 
ceipts expected  in  the  course  of  the  year,  and  the  demands  to 
which  the  treaftry  was  subject,  on  account  of  appropriations  re- 
maining unpaid,  1  have  not  considered  myself  authorised  to  exer- 
cise the  power  during  ti^e  recess  of  tiie Legislature.    From  the. 
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correspondence  of  these  officers  it  also  appears,  that  they  have  not 
racceeded  in  obtainisg  the  loan  of  2400»000,  authorised  by  the  act, 
of  18£2,  for  the  purpose  of  dischargine  the  six  percent  loans, 
contracted  under  taws  passed  prior  to  the  session  of  1820-21 ;  not 
being  able  to  procure  the  money  on  the  terms  prescribed  in  the  law. 

From  the  annual  report  of  tl^e  auditor  general,  which  that  offi« 
cer  is  directed  by  law  to  lay  before  the  L^slature,  on  the  fourth 
Monday  of  December,  and  such  other  means  of  information  as 
may  be  in  their  powerythe  Legislature,  whose  peculiar  proYince  it 
10  to  determine,  will  be  able  to  form  a  iudgment,  whether  it  will  be 
'  necessary  or  expedient  to  continue  all  the  existins;  taxes  as  they 
now  stand.  Should  it  be  their  opinion  that  any  of  them  can  be 
dispensed  with,  there  is  pertiaps  none,  the  repeal  of  which  would 
afford  greater  satisfaction  to  a  portion  of  the  citizens  in  different 
sections  of  the  state,  especially  those  who  are  interested  in  the 
uayment  of  the  tax,  than  the  act  laying  a  duty  on  the  retailers  of 
roreign  merchandize.  But  in  case  they  should  not  consider  it 
adviseableorexpedient  to  repeal  this  act,  under  the  present  cir- 
cumstances, I  would  respectiuUy  suggest  the  propriety  of  so  mo* 
difyingor  altering  it,  as  to  make  itn  operation  less  exceptionable, 
particularly  in  the  part  which  directs  a  criminal  proceeding  against 
the  delinquent.  When  any  law,  tHe  object  of  which  is  the  imposition 
of  a  tax  or  duty,  is  obnoxious  to  a  majority  of  our  fellow  citizens  in 
any  portion  or  district  of  country,  or  even  to  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  them,  it  will  often  be  found  difficult  to  carry  it  into  effect^ 
where  its  execution  depends  on  the  act  or  opinion  of  a  grand  jury 
of  the  connty  in  which  the  transgressor  resides.  The  law  will 
thus  be  defeated  by  the  refusal  or  unwiUingness  of  that  body  to  do 
their  Antj;  delinquents  will  but  too  frequently  escape  its  penalties, 
or  evade  its  provisions  altogether;  while  the  revenue  will  remain 
uncollected,  or  at  least  be  materially  affected  in  its  amount 

Amon^  all  the  rights  and  privileges  dear  to  freemeu,  none  is 
held  in  higher  estimation  than  the  elective  franchise,  or  right  of 
voting  for  agents,  who  are  to  represent  their  interest  in  the  man- 
agement of  our  public  afibirs.  Happily  lor  the  people  of  Penn* 
sylvania,  their  constitution  has  been  framed  with  an  especial  view 
of  securing  to  them  this  important  privily,  and  if  a  qualified 
citizen  is  at  any  time  deprived  of  this  ri^ht,  Uie  fault  is  not  in  the 
constitution,  but  arises  from  some  defect  in  the  existing  laws,  or 
some  erroneous  practice  under  them.  The  want  of  uniformity 
in  the  decisions  of  election  officers  respecting  the  admission  of 
votes  in  different  counties,^  in  different  districts  of  the  same  coun- 
ty, and  sometimes  in  the  same  district  at  different  times  when  the. 
inScers  conducting  the  election  happen  to  be  different,  cannot  but 
produce  inconvenience  and  dissatislnction,  and  lead  to  confusion 
and  contests,  which  for  the  peace  and  happiness  of  society,  should 
always  be  guarded  against  with  peculiar  care»  In  some  cases  I 
understanil  the  citizen  has  been  refused  his  yjfiej  because  his 
name  did  not  appear  in  tiiie  alphabetical  list  made  out  by  the 
commissioners  oftiie  county  and  furnished  the  officers  of  the  elec- 
titoi  althoui^  he  had  been  duly  assessed^  and  regularly  paid  his 
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tax.  Other  instaac€»have  occurred  where  the  party  has  been  de- 
tiied  the  right  of  voting  by  reason  of  the  neglect  w  omission  of  the 
officer  tb  assess  him  at  the  Appointed  time;  while,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  election  officers  of  other  districts,  have  received  the 
votesof  persons  who  had  not  been  assessed  at  the  usual  period, 
permitting  them  to  be  assessed  and  to  pay  their  tax  on  the  verj 
day  of  election.  Should  the  legislature  revise  the  present  sys- 
tem, and  deem  it  erpedientto  remedy  existing  defects,  they  trill 
be  careful  to  provide,  that  no  cjualified  citizen  shall  be  deprived  of 
his  right  of  suffrage,  by  tlie  omission  or  neglect  of  any  officer  to 
do  his  duty. 

The  report  of  the  Adjutant  General,  which  that  officer  is  direct* 
ed  bj^  law  to  make  annually,  will  place  the  whole  subject  of  the 
militia  establishment,  fully  within  the  view  of  the  legislature,  by 
which  they  will  be  enabled  to  judge,  whether  it  would  be  expedi- 
ent, at  this  time,  to  make  any  alteration  in  the  present  system.  I 
cannot  however  pass  over  the  subject,  without  expressing  the 
pleasure  and  satisfaction  I  feel,  necessarily  resulting  from  the 
Iiigh  degree  of  confidence  in  the  strength  of  our  government, 
with  which  the  military  ardor  of  our  youtn  cannot  fail  io  inspire 
us.  Three  hundred  and  thirtj  five  compaliies  of  volunteers,  stim- 
ulated by  a  principle  of  patriotism  and  united  by  attachment  to 
the  constitution  and  government  of  their  country,  each  reported 
by  the  competent  authority  to  contain  the  number  of  men  required 
by  law,  and  to  be  properiy"  uniformed  and  equipped,  now  compose 
m,  force,  ade(}ttate  to  meet  an jjr  emergency  in  which  the  state  may 
be  called  upon  to  act,  or  find  it  necessary  to  make  a  display  of  her 
military  strength. 

To  the  subject  of  education  I  consider  it  my  duty  again  to  in- 
vite the  attention  of  tlie  Legislature;  for, although  much  has;bfee« 
done  hj  your  predecessors,  in  compliance  with  the  constitutional 
injunction  of  providing  for  the  gratuitous  instruction  of  the  poor, 
and  for  the  establishment  of  seminaries  in  which  the  arts  ana  sci- 
ences are  taught,  for  the  accommodation  of  those  who  aspire  after 
higher  literary  att^iinments ;  and,  altliough  many  indiriduals,  with 
a  truly  commendable  zeal,  have  liberally  contnbiited  their  aid  in 
furthei:ing  the  views  of  government,  experience  proves  that  much 
is  yet  wanting  to  complete  the  system.  It  is  not  necessary  to  re- 
capitulate to  an  enlightened  Legislature, the  arguments  so  often  ur- 
ged in  favOT-  of  education,  and  the  advantages  of  a  general  diffu- 
riion  of  knowledge  in  a  republican  government.  To  you,  as  guar- 
dians  of  the  public  weal,  I  submit  the  subject,  barely  expressing 
my  earnest  wish,  that  each  succeeding  Legislature,  taking  advan- 
ti^e  of  the  light  gained  by  experience,  may  persevere  in  impro- 
ving the  system,  until  it  shall  be  brought  to  such  a  state  of  perfec- 
tion as  fully  to  answer  tlie  purpose  of  its  wise  and  salutary  design. 

Toyour  ovyn  knowledge,  gentlemen,  of  the  wants  and  wishea 
of  our  constituents,  and  to  communications  formerly  made  to 
the  Legislature,  I  refer  for  many  other  topics  of  public  importance; 
assuring  you  of  a  sincere  disposition  on  my  pait,  to  co-operate  in 
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every  measure  ivhieh  inaj  contnbute  to  the  prosperity  of   thu 
country  and  the  happuiess  of  the  people. 

To  husband  the  means  of  the  eommonweaith;  to  apply  the  pub- 
lic resources  to  the  promoticm  of  dMects  of  public  utility;  to  re- 
trench the  public  expenses*  in  every  branch  and  department  of  the 
government,  within  the  bounds  of  moderation ;  and  to  exact  a 
strict  aceoantabllity  from  all  persons  entrusted  with  the  c<^le€tion» 
the  receipt,  and  expenditure  of  public  mmier,  is  the  duty  of  those 
to  whom  the  people  have  committed  the  administratioa  of  their 
public  affairs.  The  commencement  of  a  system  of  economy  in- 
traduced  into  the  concerns  of  the  commonwealth  has  been  attend* 
ed  already  with  the  most  salutary  consequences ;  and,  should  the 
same  spirit  of  retrenchment,  of  which  some  pleasine  evidences 
'  have  been  furnished  by  the  proceedings  of  our  national  legislature 
at  its  last  session,  be  persevered  in,  it  will  not  fail  in  the  end,  to 
produce  the  same  happy  results  on  a  larger  scale,  and  to  an  extent 
which  cannot  but  be  feii  and  acknowledged  by  the  people  thfougli- 
out  the  Union* 

TThe  business  of  legislation  is  often  attended  with  difficulties 
and  embarrassment,  and  disappointment  will  sometioxesbe  the  fate 
of  a  well  founded  hope  of  accomplishing  measures  of  great  pub- 
lic advantage;  but,  if  the  object  be  virtuous,  and  the nublic good 
the  aim  of  honest  endeavor,  the  consciousness  of  fulfilling  our 
duties  with  fidelity  to  the  constitution  and  our  constituents,  ivill 
always  compensate  our  labor,  even  should  failure  be  the  conse- 
<|uenGe.  One  mean  of  advancing  the  public  interest,  and  conduct- 
ing the  public  business  with  despatch,  will  be  the  cultivation  of 
harmony,  not  only  among  yourselves,  but  ^ith  the  different  branch- 
es of  government,  who  have  an  agency  in  the  legislative  functions. 
But,  however  desirable  harmony  and  despatch  in  the  transaction  of 
the  public  business  nay  be,  and  however  much  it  may  be  the  wish 
and  study  of  us  all  to  promote  economy,  and  produce  a  saving  of 
public  tnoney  by  shortening  the  session,  I  induiee  the  persuasion 
that  you  will  do  all  that  may  be  in  your  power  lo  do,  to  prevent 
such  part  of  the  business  oilegislation,  as  may  require  tlie  partici- 
pation of  ^e  Executive,  from  being  crowded  upon  him  towards  the 
close  of  the  session.  When  this  happens  to  such  an  extent  and  in 
such  manner,  as  not  to  allow  sufficient  time  for  consideration,  he  is 
deprived  of  the  opportunity  of  bestawing  upon  it  that  necessary 
degree  of  deliberation^  which  the  constitution  contemplates,  and  a 
.  regard  to  tlie  public  welfare  imperiously  demands.

DEPAJlTMEirr  OF  STATS, 

On  the  receipt  of  your  letter,  bearing  date  on  the  dSddavof 
February  last,  directed  to  the  Governor,  he  laid  it  befiDre  the  (Gen- 
eral Assembly  then  in  session,  which  alone  possessed  the  pdwerof 
removing  the  grievances  of  vrhich  you  comptained^*— An  aet  was 
passed,  a  copy  of  which  you  will  find  enclosed,  which  tiie  Gov* 
emor  eipects  will  be  satisfactory  to  you,  inasmuch  as  it  providet 
for  the  payment  of  tiie  taxes  that  have  been  already  aNeseed  on 
your  property,  and  exempts  the  landgrantedby  the  Commonwealtii 
to  you  and  your  heirs,  from  the  navment  of  any  kind  of  taxes 
h^eafter,  so  long  as  you  and  they  tMldthe  same  in  your  right,  for 
the  use  of  your  tribe  of  Indians. 

It  also  provides  sticb  security  for  your  timber,  as  it  is  hoped  wiU 
be  sufficient  to  protect  it  from  the  depredations  of  your  unruly 
neighbors,  and  it  has  appointed  Jesse  Moore,  Esquire,  President 
Ju(^  of  that  district,  and  Joseph  Hackney  an  Associate  Judge 
of  Warren  county,  commissioners  to  confer  with  you  on  the  sub- 
jects of  your  complaint,  and  to  explain  the  natnre  and  olgeots  of 
the  act  passed  for  your  relief*  A  copy  of  the  act  has  been  trans* 
mitted  to  each  of  them^  who,  there  is  no  doubt,  will  fidthfolly  at- 
tend to  the  duty  which  it  enjoins  on  them,  and  irfio  if  is  hoped,  will 
prove  acceptable  to  pu,  on  account  of  tiieir  general  reputaiion^  for 
justice,  and  their  friendly  disposition  towards  your  tribew-*The 
Governor,  in  directing  this  communication  to  foe  made  to  you  in 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Assembly,  avails  him- 
self  of  the  oppoAunity  of  aasuring  vou  of  his  anxious  desire,  that 
no  ftiture  cause  of  uneasiness  may  be  excited  by  any  unjustifiable 
interference  with  your  piypefty,  t>y  any  individuals  whatever,  and 
that  you  majr  be  pernutted  to  enjoy  in  peace  and  safety,  the  unin- 
terrupted fruit  of  your  industty,  by  the  improvement  and  cultiva-^ 
tfon  of  your  land,*  granted  you  by  the  commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania, for  your  fidelitv^  attachment  and  good  feeling  to.the  peo« 
pie  and  government  of  the  United  States.

To  CORKPLAKTER* 

Chief  of  the  Seneca  nation  of  Iddians; 
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Wamn,  BepUmber  6, 1822. 

SiR:  AgreeaUy  to  the  directions  of  the  4th  vectioo  of  <'An 
Act  for  the  relief  of  Complftfiter,  a  Chief  of  the  Seneca  natioa 
of  Indiaos,"  passed  the  second  day  of  Anril,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  sod  twen^*two^  we,  the  sabscribers,  on  the  third  dav  of 
June  lasty  in  the  court-house  of  the  county  of  Warren,  had  SB 
interview  with  the  said  Coroplanten  aecoapanied  by  several  of  the 
principal  men  of  his  tribe  or  nation  and  settlement,  and  by  the  aid 
of  two  interpreterabroQffht  with  hiin»  did  then  and  there  eiplatn 
to  him  and  them,  as  well  "the  nature  and  objects  of  the  said  act»" 
as  of  the  fifdi  section  of  the  act,  passed  the  ninth  day  of  April 
1760,  **to  prevent  the  hunting  of  deer,  Sec.  and  against  killing  deer 
oat  of  season," 

We  .endeavored,  too,  to  make  him  and  his  people  understand,  that 
if  any  injury  should  hereafter  be  done  by  the  white  people  to  him 
orto  theother'IndianSfto  tbmr  lands  or  personal  profferty,  they 
oaii^t  not  by  force  or  violence  to  tak^  vengeance  or  seek  redress, 
but  peaceably  to  apply  to  some  magistrate  o»  the  court,  who^  accor- 
ding to  their  respective  jurisdiction  and  authority,  would  grant  to 
him  and  his  people,  the  same  compensation  or  redress  that  would, 
for  a  similar  injury,  be  granted  to  any  white  man. 

Gornplanler  then  requested,  that  we  would,  on  tiie  next  morning, 
meet  him  i^^ainin  the  court-house,  to  hear  his  reply  to  the  expla« 
nations  and  communications  which  we  had  msdetohim.  And  after 
he  had  retired,  and  the  Grand  Jury  had  been  charged  upon  those 
subjects  that  mightprobably  comebifore  them,  the  Court  then  ear* 
nestly  exhorted  the  members  of  that  jury  and  the  crowded  audience 
attending,  to  act  peaceably  and  fairly  to  all  their  Indian  neighbors, 
and  to  use  their  individual  influence  to  induce  all  o^ers  to  act 
towards  them  in  a  simitar  manner;  to  remember  that  this  part  of 
the  country  had  formerly  ail  belonged  to  the  once  powerful  ancea* 
tors  of  this  now  feeble  tribe,  vfho  had  long  since  sold  it  to  the 
state,  and  who  did  not  now  claim  it,  but  only^  wished  the  peacea- 
bleaifd  fiiU  enjoyment  of  the  rights  and  of  the  pittance  of  land  which 
they  had  reserved  to  themselves;  and  to  recollect  that  they  were  now 
no  longer  objects  of  fear  to  us,  but  sufcjects  of  compassion,  to 
whom,  as  citizens  of  the  state,  we  ought  ever  to  be  just,  and  as 
christians,  if  really  actuated  and  governed  by  the  principles  of  the 
religion  which  we  profess,  we  should  be  always  disposed  to  be 
kind,  beneficent  and  merciiul. 

On  the  fonr^  day  of  June  last^  according  to  appointment.  Corn- 

Santer  with  his  companions  before  mentioned,  appeared  before  us 
the  court-house,  m  tiie  town  of  Warren,  when  he  delivered  to 
us  the  following  speech: 

'^Yesterday  was  appointed  for  us  all  to  meet  here.  The  writing 
which  the  Governor  has  sent  -here,  has  pleased  us  very  much.  I 
think  tliat  the  Great  Spirit  is  very  much  pleased  that  the  white 
people  liave  been  induced  to  assist  the  Indians  as  the^  have  done; 
sank  that  he  is  pleased  also  to  see  the.  great  men  of  this  state  anif 
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of  the  Umtad  SMm  m  friendly  to  ueu     We  are  mucli  pleased 
with  what  has  been  done. 

•«The  Great  Spirit  first  made  thfe  worid,  and  next  the  fljing  an- 
imals^  1^  fonnd  all  tbingsgood  ztid  prosperood.  He  is  immortal 
and  eVerfastingii  After  finishing  the  iWtne  animals,  he  came 
down  on  the  earth  ami  stood  Ihere; — and  then  ne  created  the  beasts* 
Then  he  tfnade  different  kindd  of  trees  and  weeds,  and  all  sorts  of 
people  of  every  kind.  He  made  the  spring  and  otiicr  seasons  and 
the  wither  suitable  for  planting.  These  he  dtd  make,  but  stUU 
to  make  whiskep  to  be  giren  to  the  Indians,  he  did  imemake. 
The  Great  Soirit  bids  me  tell  the  white  people  not  to  give  the 
Indians  this  Kind  of  liquor. 

"When  the  Great  Spirit  had  Wde  the  earth  and  its  animals,  he 
went  into  the  great  lakes,  where  he  breathed  as  easily  as  any 
where  else,  and  tnere  he  made  all  the  different  kinds  of  nsh.  The 
Great  Spirit  looked  back  on  al^  that  he  had  made.  The  different  kinds 
he  made  to  be  senarate,  and  not  to  mix  with  and  disturb  each 
odier.  But  the  wnite  people  have  liroken  his  command  by  mixing 
their  color  with  the  Indians.  The  Indiana  have  done  better  by 
not  doing  so. 

''The  Great  Spirit  wishes  that  all  wars  and  fightings  should 
cease.  He  next  told  us«  that  diere  are  three  thin^  for  people  to  at* 
tend  to.  First,  we  ought  to  take  care  of  oar  wives  and  children; 
£,'the  white  people  ou^ht  to  attend  to  their  farms  and  cattlei 
j3,  the  Great  Spirit  has  ^ven  the  bears  ami  deer  to  the  Indians. 
He  is  the  cause  of  all  thmgs  that  exist,  and  it  is  very  wicked  to  <go 
against  his  will. 

'^The  Great  Spirit  wishes  me  to  raform  the  people,  that  they 
should  quit  drinkini;  intoxicating  drink,  as  being  the  cause  <^  dis* 
eases  and  death.  He  told  us  not  to  sell  any  more  of  onr  lands,  for 
he  never  sold  lands  to  any  ooe. 

<'Some  of  us  keep  the  seventh  day,  but  I  wish  to  quit;  for  tha 
Great  Spirit  made  it  for  others  afar  off^-«4>ut  not  for  the  Indiana 
who  ought  every  day  to  attend  to  their  business.  He  has  ordered 
me  to  quit  drinking  any  intoxicating  drink,  and  not  to  lust  after 
any  woman  but  my  own;  and  Inlormed  me  that  by  doing  so  I  should 
live  the  longer.  He  made  known  to  me,  that  it  is  very  wicked  to 
lie.  Let  no  one  suppose,  thAt  this  which  I  have  now  said  is' not 
true.  ♦ 

*'I  have  now  to  thank  the  Governor  for  what  he  has  done,  and 
have  him  what  the  Great  Spirit  has  ordered  me  to  cease  from,  and 
I  wish  the  Governor  to  inform  others  of  what  I  have  communi-^ 
cated.    This  is  all  I  have  at  present  to  say^'*. 

Cornplanter  and  hiscompantonsappeared,  as  his  speech  indicates, 
to  be  folly  satisfied  with  what  has  been  done  for  them.  And  thou^ 
tliey  did  not  expressly  promise  to  apply  to  the  civil  autliority  of  the 
Btatefortheredressofany  injuries  that  may  hereafter  bedfone  to 
them  by  any  of  the  white  people*  yet,  as  their  success  on  the  present 
occasion^  seems  so  much  to  have  exceeded  their  exoectations,  it  is 
"^bable  that  they  will  in  future  bo  more  .disposed  than  they  fpr- 
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itttrly  were,  to  have  recoarse  to  8:iCli  means  for  re^lndning;  or 
for  obtaining  a  compeasation  for  any  iiyury  that  may  be  done  or 
offered  to  them. 

The  mass  of  the  citizena  of  Warren  county,  we  belieYei  a|H 
prove  of  this  act.  And  if  there  are  any  discontented  persona 
mere,  tliey  are  only  a  few,  who,  like  the  Indians,  would  rather  liv^ 
by  huntine  than  by  agriculture,  and  who  may  imittine  that  their 
profits  will  be  lessened,  if  the  Indians  are  permitted  to  enjoy-tho 
rights  to  which  they  are  justly  entitled.  But  from  the  few  peo 
eons  of  this  description,  no  serious  or  injurious  opposition  to  tbe» 
laws  is  at  present  apprehended.

arate  county  to  be  called  Perry,'*  and  in  accordance  with  your 
appointment,  we,  the  undersigned,  commissioners  chosen  by  the 
legislature,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  the  rei|uisitionB  nf  said  law 
into  efect,  met  at  the  town  of  LaodisburSt  in  said  coun^,  viz. 
Moses  Rankin,  David  Fulterton  and  James  Agnew,  on  Tuesday 
the  seventh,  and  James  Hindman,  on  Wednesday  the  ei^th  in- 
stant, and  after  taking  the  requisite  oaths,  proceeded  to  view  the 
several  sites,*  contemplated  by  the  people,  together  with  those 
agreed  upon  and  fixed  by  former  commissioners;  and  from  the 
general  view  which  we  have  had  of  th^  territorial  bounds  of  said 
county,  the  relative  situation  of  its  inhabitants,  convenience  of 
roads  and  waters,  we  are  of  opinion,  that  neither  of  the  sites 
ajpieed  upon  by  th^  fot  mer  commissioners,  are  calculated  to  com- 
bine the  interests  of,  or  render  that  satisfaction  and  accommodation^ 
to  ttie  citizens  of  Peiry  county,  contemplated  by  the  law  under 
which  we  act

Esquire,  described  and  bounded  as  follows,  viz.  beginning  at  a  post,

Anderson,  thence  South  sixty-eiglit  degrees  West,  four  hundred 
aUid  twenty  feet  to  a  p03t;  thence  South  twentv-two  dcgraes  East, 
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two  Imadrtd  tad  tweatj  feet  to  «  post;  thence  North  sixtj^igM 
4egree«»  ^Mt*  Tour  hundred  and  twenty  feet  to  a  poet;  then^  North 
twenty-two  de^eea  West^  two  hundred  and  twenf?  feet,  to  the 
place  of  beginning.  Which  said  lot,  or  parcel  of  mund  as  above 
oescribed,  we  do  nereby  adjudge  and  confirm^  as  far  as  our  power 
eitendi^aslaiddownm  the  Kw  under  which  we  act,  to  be  the  pro- 
par  lito  to  erect  the  conrt  house,  prison  and  county  offices  of  said 
aouQty  of  Perry  upon,  and  as  suth  hereby  make  report,  and  return 
the  same  to  the  uoremor,  as  we  are  by  law  directed  to  do.

The  underaignedi  citixens  of  the  county  of  Perry,  do  protest 
a^nst  the  le^Iityof  the  location  of  the  seat  of  justico^t  Lan"* 
disbui^  for  said  county;  because  all  the  Commissioners  named  in 
tiie  act  of  Assembly  did  not  attend,  and  one  of  those  who  was 
present  at  the  location,  did  not  arrive  until  the  other  three  had 
viewed  the  most  important  sections  of  the  C(»unty,  which  totally 
disqualified  htm  from  estimating  the  relative  advantages  of  the 
several  sites.  Believing  it  to  be  an  established  rule  in  Penn* 
sylvania,  that  the  laws  shall  be  strictly  construed,  we  are  clearly 
of  opinion  that  a  part  of  the  Commissioners  were  not  competent 
to  discharge  a  duty  so  imperatively  enjoined  on  the  whole;  con'* 
sequently  their  decision  f\^as  an  illegal  execution  of  the  law,  and 
the  report  ought  not  to  be  accepted.  We  will  not  advert  to  the 
probable  causes  which  led  to  an  invasion  of  the  rights  of  a  large 
majority  of  the  citizens  of  this  county.  Common  justice  requires 
that  where  a  single  individual  has  been  aggrieved  by  a  misconstrue* 
tion  of  laws,  he  shall  have  redress,  now  much  more  imperative 
are  the  demands  of  justice,  when  a  large  majority  of  tlie  citizens , 
of  Perry  county  have  suffered  a  manifest  injustice  in  open  violation 
of  the  very  law  that  had  cautiously  guarded  their  rights.  Feeling 
confident  that  the  executive  is  disposed  to  infocre  a  due  execution 
of  the  laws  of  ibis  Commonwealth,  we  trust  that  such  measures 
vrill  be  adopted  as  will  be  most  likely  to  secure  a  fair  and  equita* 
ble  accommodation  to  the  people  of  this  county,  in  attending 
courts  of  justice.

as  the  legislature  thereof  shall  direct,  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  in  Congress,  The  President  of  the  Senate, 
and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  shall  in  the 
presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  open  and 
compare  all  the  returns,  and  the  votes  shall  then  be  counted.  The 
person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  President,  shall  be 
rresident;  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  given;  and 
if  no  person  have  majority,  a  President  shall  be  chosen,  agreeably 
to  the  provisions  of  article  12,  of  the  arnendmentsto  the  t'nited 
States  constitution.  The  person  having  tlie  greatest  number  of  votes* 
as  Vice  President,  shall  be  Vice  President,  ^if  such  number  be  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  given;  and  if  no  person  have  such  majority 
the  choice  of  Vice  President  shall  be  made  agreeably  to  the  pro- 
visions of  article  12  of  the  amendments  of  tlie  constitution  of  the 
United  States. 

Laid  on  the  table. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Dunetn  and  Mr.  Markley,  and  Vead 
an  follows,  to  wit:  * 
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Sesolvedj  That  the  clerk- be  directed  to  pttrehase  eopte« 

of  Wbirton'8  Digest,  and  copies  of  Serj^eanrt  Coiiitttutional 
Law,  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  contingent  fund3  which  said  copies 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  Senate  chamberj  for  the  use  of  the  mem- 
bers. 

Laid  on  the  table. 
Agreeably  to  order. 

The  Senate  resolyed  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole*  Mr* 
AUshouse  in  the  chair,  on  the  bill  entitled, 

^An  act  ip  provide  for  tlie  more  general  promulgation  of  the  laws 
and  resolutions  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  commonwealth.'' 

And  after  some  time,  the  committee  rose  and  reported  said  bill,  ^ 
with  amendments. 

Adjourned  until  11  o'clock,  to-morrow  morning.

Mr.  Mahon  presented  a  memorial  from  the  boani  of  trustees  of 
Dickinson  College,  praying  that  the  Legislature  will  make  such 
appropriations  of  money  as  will  ei)able  th^m  to  erect  an  additional 
building  for  the  accommodation  of  the  pupils. 

And  said  memorial  was  read,  and  reierted  to  the  committee  on 
education. 

Mr.  Shulze  presented  a  petition  from  the  heirs  and  executors 
of  Thomas  and  Mary  M'Allen,  prayino;  the  tesislature  to  autiior- 
ise  them  to  sell  certain  real  estate,  in  DaupTiin  and  Lebanoa 
counties. 

And  said  petition  was  read  and  referred  to  Messrs.  Shulze, 
Kelton  and  Eyster.  i^ 

Mr.  M'Meons  presented  a  petition  from  John  Stevens,  stating 
that  he  has  invented  a  mode  fpr  the  construction  of  rail  ways, 
superior  to  tliose  now  in  use;  and  praying  that  the  Legislature 
will  grant  him  and  his  associates,  an  act  of  incorporation,  for  the 
purpose  of  erectino;a  rail  road  from  Harrisburg  to  Pittsburg. 

And  said  petition  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
ro^ds  and  inland  navigation. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  being  introduced,  present* 
ed  a  message  Trom  the  Governor,  which,  with  tlie  documents 
therein  referred  to,  was  read  as  follows,  to  wit: 

To  the  Senate  and  Houw  of  Bepresentatives  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania. 

Gentlemkn:  I  have  directed  to  be  laid  before  you,  agreeably  to 
the  request  of  the  Governor  of  North  Carolina,  copies  of  the  pre- 
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•eecJings  of  the  legtalatareofthat  state,  on  the  subject  of  the  reepoti 
and  resolutioi)  of  tne  Icj^siature  of  Mainland,  relative  lo  an  appro- 
priation Of  pubUc  lands  to  certain  states  for  the  support  of  schools: 
Also  copies  of  a  letter  from  the  Governor  of  South  Carolina,  cov- 
ering a  resolution  of  the  legislature  of  that  state,  disagreeing  to 
the  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  proposed 
by  the  I>egi8lature  of  this  Commonwealth,  in  the  following  words; 
'^Congress  shidl  make  no  law  to  erf-ct  or  incorporate  any  bank,  or 
ether  monied  institution,  except  within  the  district  of  Columbia; 
an4  every  hank,  or  other  monied  institution,  which  shall  be  estab* 
Ibhed  by  the  authority  of  consress,  shall, together  with  its  branches, 
and  offices  of  discount  and  deposit,  be  confined  to  the  District  of 
Columbia.^ 

I  have  directed  to  be  laid  before  you,  at  the  same  time,  copies 
ef  a  letter  from  the  then  acting  Governor  of  the  stat^  of  Ohio,  otter- 
ing to  exchange  the  map  of  that  state,  for  the  map  of  Pennsylvania: 
and  also  copies  of  a  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  '^company  for 
ereeting  a  bridge  over  the  Snsouehanna  river,  in  the  county  of 
Lancaster,  at  or  near  the  town  of  Columbia'^  by  the  agent  ot  the 
Commonwealtb  and  a  committee  on  the  part  of  the  managers.

Report  of  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  reports  and 
resolutions  of  the  legislatures  of  Maryland  and  New  Hampshire, 
and  Uie  proceedings  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  relative 
to  the  appropriations  of  public  lands  for  the  purposes  of  education^ 
made  to  the  legislature  of  North  Carolina,  December,  1821. 

REPORT,  &c. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Governor's 
message  which  relates  to  the  reports  and  resolutions  of  the  legis* 
htiires  ef  MaryUndand  New  Hampshire^  and  the  proceedings  ia 
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iitt  Senate  of  the  United  State»»  relative  to  appropriatioiil  of  pidi^ 
lie  land  for  the  purposes  of  edncatlon,  respectrbliy  report: 

That  ihey  have  given  to  the  subject  aH  the  attention  and  eonsid- 
eration  which  their  time  and  opportnnitios  would  admit.  Your 
committee  are  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  education 
and  the  general  di/rasionof  knoi»  ledge.  In  a  government  which 
depends  on  the  public  will,  where  the  sovereign  poU^rts  vested 
in  the  people,  and  where,  by  the  frequent  recurrence  of  elections* 
our  citizens  are  periodically  and  frequently  called  upon  to  dele- 
gate certain  portions  of  that  sovereignty  which  is  inherent  in 
tiieni,  it  is  almost  as  important  that  they  mould  know  their  rights, 
as  that  they  should  possess  them.  WitKoat  this  knowledge,  tkey 
too  often  become  the  dupes  of  intrigue  and  the  unconscious  instru- 
ments of  faction. 

^Tour  committee  view  with  pride,  the  rapid  progress  whicli 
Xorth  Carolina  has,  of  late,  made  in  knowledge  and  science. 
Within  the  last  twenty  years,  academies  have  been  estabKshed  by 
individual  subscriptions  and  individual  exertions  in  almost  every 
county  in  the  state.  At  these  seminaries,  by  ihe  generous  exer« 
tions  of  their  founders  and  patrons,  thousands  of  youth,  of  both 
sexes,  are  instructed  in  the  subordinate  branches  ox  science^  and 
qualified  for  the  ordinary  business  of  life. 

Our  university,  too,  is  annually  sending  forth  g^aduates»  who 
generally  embark  in  (he  business  of  instruction,  or  m  some  of  the 
learned  professions.  Man  v  of  them  are  now  distinguishing  them- 
-selves  in  their  several  calltngs,  and  some  are  doing  honor  to  the 
lesislative  councils  of  the  fitatt*.  The  effect  of  the  establishment 
of  these  institutions  has  been  to  give  to  the  people  of  the  state  a 
more  expanded  and  liberal  view  of  her  policy. 

The  subject  of  internal  improvement,  once  thought  to  be  im- 
practicable and  visionary,  now  meets  with  a  triend  in  every  man 
of  intelligence*  The  question  now  is,  how  shall  we  best  render 
navigable  our  rivers,  and  open  and  improve  our  roads?  How  shall 
we  lessen  our  dependence  on  the  atljacent  states,  and  best  avail 
ourselves  of  the  advantages  wltich  nature  has  given  us?  Our 
criminal  cud^,  once  sanguinary  and  bloody,  has  ^come  mild  and 
just;  our  citizens  have  become  more  civilized  and  refined,  and 
North  Carolina  begins  to  have  a  just  sense  of  what  is  due  to  her 
own  character  and  standing  as  a  member  of  the  Union. 

Tour  committee  regret,  while  advantagesihave  been  tiius  afforded 
to  men  of  property  and  fortune  of  educating  their  children,  that  the 
state,  on  her  part,  has  not  made  corresponding  efforts  to  establi^ 
primary  schools,  where  the  poor  could  have  an  opportunity  of  edn« 
eating  their  children.  The  number  who  have  (he  means  of  send^ 
injf  their  children  to  an  academy,  or,  to  the  university,  is  conipac- 
mtively  small,  and  your  committee  apprehend,  that  while  the  efforts 
of  the  liberal  and  tne  more  wealthy  to  establish  these  seminariea 
may  have  given  to  their  children  advantages  which  they  did  not 
before  possess,  that  it  may  have  had  the  contrary  effect  upon  the 
poorer  class  of  tiie  community. 
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The  popvliiiieii  of  North  Carolina  is  so  sparse,  that  in  most  parts 
of  the  8cate»  it  requires  the  ivhole  of  a  neighborhood  to  find  em- 
ploymeDt  and  afford  the  means  of  paying  neighborhood  teachers. 
Wnere  the  means  exist*  as  those  who  are  most  engaged  in  the  cause 
of  education,  generally  send  their  children  to  some  academy^  or  to 
the  university^  the  balance,  not  sojustly  appreciating  the  importance 
of  the  sulject,  suffer  it  to  remain  neglected  for  the  want  of  suita- 
ble persona  to  give  an  impulse  to  their  exertions.  Tlie  establish- 
inevt  of  .primary  free  schools,  where  the  poor  as  well  as  the  rick 
ean  have  an  opportunity  of  instructing  tiieir  children  in  the  ru- 
dimenta  of  an  English  education,  is  certainly  *'a  thing  devoutly 
to  be  wished  for"  by  every  friend  of  his  country. 

Tour  committee»  however,  in  the  present  eromirrassed  condition 
of  the  country,  would  despair  of  the  state,  without  any  fund  at 
ita  disposal,  except  what  is  collected  bv  taxes  from  the  people, 
bein^  able  to  do  any  thing  effectual  upon  this  subject,  were  it  not 
for  the  claim  which  Norw  Carolina  has  upon  the  general  govern- 
ment for  an  appropriation  of  public  lands  for  the  purposes  of  edu* 
cation.  This  claim  is  not  a  new  one  on  the  part  of  North  Caroli- 
na. The  subject  was  brought  before  the  legislature  at  a  former 
session,  which*  by  a  joint  resolution  of  t)oth  houses,  instructed  their 
senators,  and  requested  the  representatives  in  congress  from  this 
•tate«  to  urge  the  right  of  North  Carolina,  to  participate  in  the 
approprii^ioBs  of  jpubUc  lands  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  in  just 
prepbrttons  to  what  had  been  granted  to  the  new  states.  This 
claim  the  Senate  of  the  U.  States  thoueht  it  inexpedient  to  grant. 
Your  committee  are,  however,  gratified  that  the  subject  has  of  late 
been  much  canvassed  by  the  old  states;  particularly  by  Maryland 
and  New  Hamphirc,and  that  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  they 
are  disposed,  tnrough  the  medium  of  their  representation  in  con- 
gress, to  assert  their  rights,  to  share  in  the  benefits  of  these  appro- 
priations. 

Your  committee  do  not  consider  it  important  to  enter  minutely 
into  the  discussion  of  the  question  made  in  the  Maryland,  and 
assented  lo  in  the  New  HampflA^ire  report,  whetlier  previous  to 
the  several  cessions  which  have  been  made  to  the  general  govern- 
ment»  the  non-cedioff  states  were  in  iustice  entitled  to  participate 
Jn  the  extensive  back  country  which  then  formed  a  part  of  the 
states,  which  have  sinc^  made  such  large  cessions  to  the  t'nited 
States:  because  they  cannot  see  how  it  can  be  made  to  have  any 
bearing  upon  the  main  ouestion.    If,  however,  they  were  to  ex- 

Jiressan  opiQion»itwould  be  unfavorable  to  the  claim  then  setup 
y  the  minor  states. 

The  war  of  the  revolution  was  a  war  of  defence,  not  of  conquest. 
*t1ie  states  from  a  sense  of  individual  weakness,  associated  togeth- 
er for  thoir  mutual  safetVj  in  the  character  of  states,  having  cer- 
tain chartered  limits,  which  were  recognized  as  their  respective 
% jundaries,  tor  the  purpose  of  |)n>tecting  the  persons  and  property 
of  their  citiiiens  from  the  exactions  of  arbitrary  power,  and  of  de- 
fending the  unalienable  rights  of  man.     It  never  was  understood. 
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or  even  contemplated,  that  the  war  wftsto  be  waged  for  the  acqui- 
sition of  territory.  No  such  motives  ever  actuated  the  citizens  of 
the  United  States. 

It  is  a  novel  idea  to  your  committee,  that  two  or  more  states^ 
engaged  in  a  war  on  the  same  side,  impelled  by  the  same  motives,  ' 
because  they  are  successful,  can  be  said  to  be  entitled  to  an?  por- 
tion of  earhothers  territory  by  right  uf  con^tfesf.  The  victory  which  is 
achieved  is  over  the  common  enemy^  out  the  conquest  it  seems  is 
over  eflcA  other.  Under  the  articles  of  confederstion,  the  states 
Were  sovereign  to  all  intents  and  purposes.  The  confederation  was 
only  a  strict  alKance  for  purposes  ofmutualsafetj^aad  defence. 
When*  therefore.  Great  Britain  acknowledged  our  independence, 
it  was  as  separate,  sovereign  and  independent  states. 

Again«  conquest  implies  the  acquisition  of  territory.  No  one 
state  in  the  Union  acquired  any  territory  by  the  war.  Each  re- 
mained within  its  former  charter«»d  limits.  The  laiger  states, 
however,  have  now  parted  with  any  right  they  formerly  had  in  the 
lands  they  have  ceded,  and  the  other  states,  through  their  repre- 
sentation in  congress,  have  admitted  that  the  right  was  in  the 
ceding  states,  by  accepting  their  cessions  upon  the  conditions 
and  qualifications  contamed  in  the  several  cession  acts. 

In  1789  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  passed  a^  act; 
ceding  all  that  tract  of  Country,  which  now  constitutes  the  state  of 
Tennessee,  to  the  United  States.  As  it  regards  the  claim  of  North 
Carolina  to  the  territory  over  which  she  then,  and  previous  to 
tliat  time,  had  exercised  jurisdiction,  there  can  be  no  q^^ostion. 
Her  boundaries  had  never  been  defined  by  any  charter  subsequent 
to  her  own:  her  claim,  therefore,  rested  upon  as  firm  a  basis  as  the 
claim  of  Maryland,  to  the  territory  over  which  she  now  exercises 
jurisdiction.    The  act  of  cession  has  the  following  preamble: 

*♦  Whereas,  the  United  States,  in  congress  assembled,  havere-r 
peatedl^  and  earnestly  recommended  to  the  respective  states  in 
the  Union,  claiming  or  owning  vacant  western  territory,  to  make 
cessions  of  part  of  the  same  as  a  further  means,  as  well  of  hast- 
ening tiie  extinguishment  of  the  debts  as  of  establisliing  the  har- 
mony of  the  United  States;  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  western 
territory  being  also  desirous  that  such  cession  should  be  made,  in 
order  to  obtain  a  more  ample  protection  than  thej  have  heretofore 
received.  Now  this  state  being  ever  desirous  of  doin^  ample  jus- 
tice to  the  public  cveditorB,  as  well  as  the  establishing  the  harmony 
of  the  United  States,  and  complying  with  the  reasonable  desires 
of  her  citizens:  Be  it,**  &c.  Which  snows  very  clearly,  the  temper 
of  the  people  at  that  tiire.  It  was  soon  after  tne  close  of  the  revo- 
lutionary struggle,  when  the  states,  having  each  their.quota  of  public 
debt  to  pay,  and  having  no  surplus  fund,  that  is  to  ftay,  the  smaller 
states,  when  public  and  private  confidence  were  in  a  great  meas- 
ure shaken,  the  creditor  was  apprehensive  of  the  loss  of  his  debts, 
and  the  people  were  oppressea  by  the  burthen  of  their  taxes  im* 
posed  to  defray  the  or* Unary  expenses  of  government,  and  boroe 
down  under  the  weight  of  debts  already  contracted. 
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These  circu stances  gave  rise  to  mQch  discontent  l^ld  complainfj 
and,  no  doubt,  to  the  pretended  claim  on  the  part  of  the  minor 
states,  to  participate  in  the  western  lands  belonging  to  other  states* 
It  was  certainly  generous,  and  may  have  been  poTiticj  in  those  stateii 
to  maJce  large  cessions  to  the  Union,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the 
f  tJi 


nent  of  the  public  debt,  restoring  bannony  to  the  people  of  the 
<iifieient  states,  and  gratifying  the  wish  s  of  a  part  of  their  res- 
pective citizens,  who  were  anxious  to  set  up  for  themselves.  It  ia 
no  less  certainly  the  duty  of  congress  to  see  that  this  naenani- 
noos  act  of  generosity  be  not  abused,  and  the  fund  which  was 
intended  for  general,  <^PPHed  to  local  purposes.  The  act  also  con- 
tains this  provision:  "Tnatall  the  lands  intended  to  he  ceded  hj 
virtue  of  this  act,'  to  the  Tnited  States  of  America,  and  not  ap- 
propriated as  before  mentioned,  shall  be  considered  a$  n  common, 
juvd  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  United  States  of  Jmerica, 
J^orm  Carolina  inclusive^  according  to  their  respective  and  usuud 
proportion  in  the  general  charge  and  ea^endUwre,  and  shall  be 
faithfully  disposed  of  for  that  purpose^  and  for  no  other  lueor 
purpose  whaiever.*^  Language  could  not  have  expressed  the  io« 
tention  of  the  legislature  more  plainly,  or  placed  the  claim  of 
those  states,  which  have  not  yet  received  appropriation,  upon  m 
firmer  basis.  The  acts  of  cessions  of  other  states  contain  similar 
provisions. 

Your  committee  have  too  exalted  an  opinion  of  the  congress  of 
the  United  States,  to  believe  that  however  much  they  may  doiAt 
*«the  expediency  of  making  appropriation  for  the  benefit  of  the  old, 
corresponding  with  those  already  made  for  the  new  states,"  thej 
can  hesitate  for  a  moment  to  redeem  the  plighted  faith  of  the  na- 
tion, and  perform  the  very  condition  upon  which  the  cessions  were 
made. 

Tour  committee  can  give  no  additional  force  to  the  reasoning 
contained  in  the  reports  to  the  legislatures  of  the  states  before 
mentioned,  to  show  the  justice  pfthe  claimsof  the  non-ceding 
states  to  be  allowed  appropriations  proportionate  to  those  already 
granted  to  the  new  states;  and  tliey  admit  the  claim  of  those 
states,  which  have  made  the  largest  cessions,  are  placed,  by  the 
several  acts  upon  the  subject,  on  the  same  footing,  except,  per- 
haps, that  there  may  be  more  equity  in  the  claim  of  the  ceding 
states,  inasmuch  as  they  have  made  the  contract,  and  paid  the  con- 
sideration upon  which  the  benefit  of  the  stipulations  contained  in 
the  several  cession  actsr  have  been  guaranteed  to  them.  There 
can  be  as  little  doubt  of  the  right  of  all  the  states  to  share  the  ad- 
vantages whichhave  resulted  f  •  om  the  purchase  of  the  Louisiana, 
and  the  Indian  title  to  public  lands,  as  they  were  paid  for  with 
money  drawn  from  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  in  the  propor- 
tion tnat  they  have  contributed  towards  the  same.  As  that  might 
be  a  difficult  matter  to  ascertain,  perhaps  no  better  mode  can  be 
devised  than^  the  one  suggested  by  the  Maryland  committee,  the 
ratio  of  square  miles* 
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Tour  committee  are  satisfied  that  thestatement  and  calcnlaticna 
ttiade  In  the  Maryland  report  are  correct  That  the  amount  of  un- 
appropriated public  lands  is  four  hundred  millions  of  acres:  the 
total  amount  necessarjr  to  do  f  ustice  to  tliose  states,  ivbicb  have  not 
yet  had  any  appropriation  made  in  their  favor,  is  9,370  J60  acres,  or 
something  less  than  2)  per  cent,  upon  the  whole  amount.  That 
the  amount  already  appropriated  for  literary  purposes,  and  which 
will  be  appropriated,  if  tne  system  heretofore  followed  should 
be  adhered  to,  for  the  benefit  of  the  new  states  and  territories,  is 
fourteen  millions  five  hundred  and  seventy -six  thousand  five  hua« 
dred  and  sixty -nine  and  two-third  acres.  *  North  Carolina  is  enti- 
tled to  an  appropriation  of  980,666  acres,  which,  at  two  dollars 
per  acre,  wotud  amount  to  the  sum  of  \  ,961 ,332  dollars.  Two  dollars 
per  acre  being  something  less  than  the  average  price  for  which  gov- 
ernment  lands  have  sola,  it  would  be  fair  to  estimate  the  claim  of 
North  Carolina  at  two  millions  of  doll  .rs;  the  interest  upon  that 
sum  would  be  120,000  dollars  per  annum,  which  divided  equally 
among  all  the  counties  in  the  state,  would  make  the  sum  of  ],93S 
dollars  seventv  cents  per  annum,  to  each  county.  One  hundred 
and  twenty  thousand  riollars  per  annum,  divided  among  all  the 
different  counties  in  the  state,  according  to  their  respective  popu- 
lation and  wants,  judiciously  managed,  would  enable  the  legisla- 
ture to  ^Atablish  free  schools  to  a  considerable  extent,  in  each  coun- 
ty. The  means  of  obtaining  education  ^ould  thus  be  brought 
home  to  the  doors  of  every  individual,  and  the  poor,  as  well  as  the 
rich,  could  avail  themselves  of  tlie  advantages  of  a  fund  so  wisely 
appropriated. 

Your  committee  applaud,  rather  than  condemn,  the  appropria^ 
tions  already  made;  andaU  they  ask.  is,  that  Congress  will  mdce 
tbem  general,  not  partial;  that,  that  which  is  expressly  stipulated 
to  be  a  common  .nind,  for  the  common  benefit  of  all  the  states* 
'  shall  not  be  applied  exclusively  for  the  benefit  of  any  particular 
state  or  section  ot  country. 

Your  committee,  from  every  consideration  which  they  have  been 
able  to  give  the  subject,  conlially  concur  with  the  sentiment  ex- 
pressed in  the  Maryland  rep(M*t,  "that  in  whatever  point  of  view 
Ike  public  lands  are  coosiaered,  whether  acquired  by  purchase, 
conquest  or  cession,  they>  are  emphatically  the  common  property 
ot  the  Union.  They  ought  to  inure,  tnerefore,  to  the  common 
use  and  benefit  of  all  tlie  states  in  just  proportions^  and  cannot  be 
appropriated  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  any  particular  state,  to  the 
«xclu8toaof  the  others^  without  an  infringement  of  the  principles 
upon  which  cessions  from  states  were  expressly  made,  and  a  viola- 
tion of  tli^  spirit  of  our  national  compact,  as  well  as  the  principles 
of  justice  and  sound  policy*"  They  also  agree  perfectly  in  opin- 
ion with  the  sentiment  expressed  by  Uie  legis^at'ire  of  New  Hamp- 
shire* "That  those  states  for  whose  benefit  such  appropriations 
have  not  yet  been  made,  will  not  be  true  to  themselves,  ii  they  do 
not  make  known  to  ccmgress.  who  alone  posses  the  power  to  vnake* 
tW^  th'^  request  fpr  such  appiopriation^j  net  as  a  matter  of  fs; 
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▼or,butof  ridit.**    They  therefore,  respectfiiUy  recommend  the 
adoption  of  Sie  following  redolntions: 

Resolved  by  the  Gemiti  Assembly  of  J^Porth  Carolina^  That 
earh  of  the  United  States  has  an  equal  right  to  participate  in  the 
benefit  of  the  pnblic  lands  as  the  common  property  of  the  Union; 
and  that  the  states  in  whose  fa>'or  Congress  has  not  made  appro- 
priations of  land  for  the  purposes  of  education,  are  entitled  to 
such  appropriations  as  will  be  in  just  proportion  with  those  already 
made  in  favor  of  other  states,  and  in  accordance  with  the  principle 
upon  which  cessions  have  been  made  by  states  to  the  United  States. 

Resolved,  That  his  excellency  the  Governor,  be  requested  to 
trausmit  copies  of  the  foregoing  report  and  resolution  to  each  of 
our  senators  and  representatives  in  congress,  with  a  reouest  that 
they  will  lay  the  same  before  their  respective  houses,  ana  use  their 
endeavors  to  procure  the  passage  of  an  act  to  carry  into  effect  the 
just  principles  therein  set  forth. 

Resotvedy  That  his  excellency  the  Governor,  be  also  requested  to 
transmit  copies  of  the  said  report  and  resolutions  to  the  Governors 
of  the  several  states  of  the  Union,  witb  &  request  that  they  will 
communicate  the  same  to  their  respective  legislatures^  and 
solicit  their  co-operation.

Your  coinmittee  are  nnani- 
mously  ot* opiDion»  that  as  congress  is  coastitutionallj  vested  with 
the  rig^t  to  incoqmrate  a  bank,  it  would  be  unwise  and  impolitic  to 
restrict  its  operations  within  such  narrow  Kmits  as  the  Distiict  of 
Cokimbia.  Fhe/  apprehend  no  dan^  from  the  eiercise  of  the

ces  of  the  shite  would  jttstilV.--*A  farther  sum  of  850,000.  was 
boiTowed  on  the  £4ih  day  of  mvember,  in  the  same  yeai-,  of  the 
same  bank,  and  on  the  same  tarms. 

The  interest  on  these  loans  haM  tieen  regularly  paid  by  the  State 
Treasurer,  until  latelv;  thftt  a  difficulty  has  arisen  between  that  offi- 
cer and  th^  cashier  of  the  bank,  respecting  its  payment.  This  cir- 
cumitauce  was  communicated  to  me  by  a  letter  from  the  Treasu- 
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-ret  0[  tfie  8tafe|\iftt«d  on  ih€  19th  of  September  tsi^t,  colics  uf 
-^hkhitiiod  of  the  oorttspoodeoce  of  these  officeiisi  o&  the  subject 
^^re  liere^tb  traa^tiitted. 

Althbugh  both  these  loans  were  made  reimbnrsabte  within  four 
years*  eceordiiig  to  the  termtof  ttie  act  under  which  tliey  were 
•Atiioedtvet  it  appear^  from  die  act  incorporating  the  Sank  of 
Philadelphia,  paiaeu  on  the  5th  day  of  March,  1804»  that  it  wa^ 
bound  to  lend  the  government  the  eum  of  S<00»OpO,  at  five  per 
ctot.  per  annum,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  ten  years.  No  ap» 
riieation  has  been  madie  by  the  bank  to  me  for  the  paym^t  of  theie 
loanS'  I  think  it  proper  to  atM,  that  the  j^wer  vested  in  the 
GoYernor  by  the  a^  of  the  £d  trf*  April,  t8St,  todmw  money  from 
the  Treasury  during  the  recess  of  the  Lepsfatui^,  for  extinguish- 
ment of  debts  due  tp  tite  banks  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  is  ap- 
plicable only  to  tiie  discharge  of  the  debts  bearing  an  interest  of 
six  tier  cent*  ^nd  that  the  loan  of  S'tOOjOOO  authorised  by  the  act 
uf  last  session,  was  intended  for  the  Same  object.  . 

In  makiiig  this  communication  to  the  Legislature,  >vhich  cou- 
tians  all  the  facts  and  information  which  I  possess  on  the  subject, 
I  woaUl  submit  for  their  consideratiuii,  the  pnpriety  of  providing 
iiy  law  for  the  renewal  of  these  loans,  if  such  an  act  be  deemed 
necessary.

The  directors^of  the  PenosylTanta  InstttutioQ  for  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb,  in  obedience  to  tlie  7th  article  of  the  act  of  kcorporattoD. 
have  the  honor  herewith  to  transmit  to  yoo: 

First.  The  treasurer's  statement  of  the  receipts  and  eipendl- 
tures  of  the  institution,  during  the  current  jear,  made  up  to  the 
mh  instant,  examined  and  approved  bj  the  committee  ot  ac< 
counts. 

Sectmdly.  A  list  of  fifty-eight  pupils,  now  in  the  institution,  exhibit*' 
inig  at  one  view,  the  recent  arrangement  of  Uie  classes  into  four,  un- 
der their  respective  tutoi*s$  specif^ing^  the  names,  ages,  sexes  and 
residences  ot  the  pupils,  and  distinguishing  those  maintained  and 
educated  at  the  exnense  of  the  Commonwealth  from  those  sup- 
ported b;  their  frienas,  or  gratuitous!;^  bj  the  institution* 

From  the  latter  document,  you  will  perceive,  that  there  are  in 
the  assylum,  seven  pupils, of  whom  three  indigent,  are  provided 
for  by  the  state  of  New  Jersey,  and  faur  others,  by  private 
funds;  and  that  there  are  fifty -one  Pennsylvania  pupils,  torty-four 
of  whom  enjoy  the  benefit  of  the  state  bounty;  namely,  twenty - 
two  males  and  twenfy-two  females.  Sevei-al  more  have  been  at 
diiferent  times  received,  on  triaUand  dismissed  for  want  of  capa- 
city; otherwise  liie  number  entitled  to  legislative  provision  would 
now  be  complete. 

Desirous  to  make  the  whole  state  fund  available  to  the  benevo- 
lent and  laudable  objects  jorf  the  grant,  the  directors^  in  June  last, 
renewed  the  authority  of  their  committee  of  instruction,  to  procure 
an  additional  teachei  of  suitable  qualifications;  and  thiough  their 
committee  of  admissions,  gave  notice  in  July  last,  by  public  adver- 
tisements, that  the  claims  of  the  indigent  deaf  and  dumb  from 
every  part  of 'Pennsylvania,  would  be  attended  to,  according  to 
the  resources  of  the  institution.  Applications  have  been  received 
from  the  whole,  number  entitled  to  participate  of  tl)e  state  provis- 
ion, some  of  whom  have  been  alreiLcly  admitted  into  the  youngest 
classes,  now  consisting  of  Only  eleven,  and  the  remainder  are  ex- 
pected daily  from  remote  couutioii,  to  occupy  the  places  reserved 
for  them. 

To  enable  the  Legislature  better  to  understand  the  present  state 
of  tlie  school,  and  what  have  been  for  more  than  a  year  past  its  means 
of  instruction,  the  directors  hei^  submit  the  following  report,  made 
totl)e  contiibutors,  at  their  annual  meeting,  in  May  lasts 

.   To  the  Pem^lvania  Institution  fmr  the  Deaf  and  DimJb. 

The  directors  respectfully  report:  That  since  their  re-appoint- 
meat  at  the  last  annual  moeting  of  the  contributory  they  have  hap^ 
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pWj  be^n  enabled,  by  the  application  oF  a  part  of  the  liKeral  grant 
of  the  Commonwealth,  and  by  increased  individual  patronage,  to 
extend  ^atly  the  sphere  of  usefulness  of  this  institution.  At 
that  period,  it  may  be  recollected,  that  onl)r  sixteen  pupils,  form- 
tn^  a  single  class,  drawn  chiefly  from  the  city  and  county  of  PhiU 
adelphia,  were  receiving,  under  its  care,  the  benefits  of  support 
and  instruction.  In  the  month  of  May  last,  an  additional  class  of 
lieyenteen  pupils,  taken  from  various  counties  of  the  state,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  rule  of  apportionment  for  applicants,  prescribed 
by  the  charter,  was  formed  and  placed  vnder  the  directioii  of  an 
assistant  teacher,  Charles  Dillingham,  recommended  by  the  pro- 
fessors of  William's  College,  as  a  gentleman  of  excellent  talents, 
exemplary  character,  and  liberal  edncatton,  who  had  been  for  some 
yeais  successfully  employed  in  teaching  the  dead  languages;  and 
whose  mind  was  naturally  turned  towards  the  acquisition  of  the 
art  of  instiucting  the  deal*  and  dumD;  to  which  he  has  determined 
to  devote  his  life,  by  the  painfully  mteresting  circumstance  of  sev« 
eral  of  his  immediate  relatives  being  of  Uiat  unfortunate  descrip-i 
tiou  of  persons. 

He  took  up  his  residence  in  the  assylum,  having  in  addition  to 
liis  duties  as  a  teacher,  the  chief  charge  of  the  male  pupils  out  of 
school  hours.  And  it  i»  due  to  htm  to  state,  in  conformity  with 
the  reports  made  to  this  board,  at  the  close  of  the  last  summer, 
that  his  exertions  produced  a  perceptible  improvement  in  tliegen- 
(^ral  discipline  of  the  school,  in  the  arrangement  and  tlie  neatneso 
«rihe  school  room,  as  Well  as  in  the  order  and  propriety  observed  by 
the  scholars;  and  that  the  progress  of  several  of  bis  class  durim; 
the  iirst  five  months  of  his  engagement,  was  such,  as  to  qualify 
them  ill  the  month  of  JSovember  last,  for  admission  into  the  first 
rlass,  whicJi  had  enj<>yed  the  opportunity  of  considerably  more 
than  a  year's  teaching,  oefore  his  entrance  into  the  institution* 

The  directurs  here  are  compelled  to  mention,  that  about  the 
beginning  of  the  month  last  named,  they  deemed  it  necessary  to 
take  certain  measures,  which  they  have  been  obliged  to  make  pub* 
lie,  in  consequence  of  a  tall  from  the  House  of  Kenresentatives, 
followed  by  the  publication  of  a  report  not  tkted  npon«  from  a 
committee  of  that  house* 

Merely  referring  you  to  the  documents  which  havo  recently 
been  printed  for  your  use,  they  pass  with  satisfaction  to  thatim^- 
portant  era  in  the  history  of  this  assylum,  which  was  marked  by 
the  engagement  of  Lautmt  C^ercias  its  principal,  and  as  the  in- 
structor of  its  fipst  class.  He  commenced  his  invaluable  services 
to  this  institution,  agreeably  to  contract,  on  the  3d  day  of  Novem- 
ber, and  shortly  afterwards,  brought  into  tiie  assylum,  hn  interesting 
family,  whose  presence,  independently  of  the  admirable  system  of 
instruction  introduced,  has  had  the  happiest  influence  upon  the 
pupils.  Their  intimate  acquaintance  with  persons  deprived  by 
nature  like  themselves,  but  possessing  througn  education,  accom- 
plished minds  and  manners,  sympathising  with  them,  and  illastrat- 
mg  by  tender  and  flattering  attentions  to  all,  the  sincerity  of  Ae 
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flentiment  continually  expressed  ^tkai  the  duff  mni  dumb  tkt&Uf^^ 
out  the  world  are  irothm  and  aisUrs,^^  has  not  onl  j  approved  all 
the  aJTections  of  their  hearts,  bttt  has.  elevated  theoi  to  a  proper 
and  consolatory  ^consciousness  of  the  dignitj  of  their  ownnatare» 
softened  their  manners*  stimulated  their  aiubitioo.  and  opeo«l  to 
them  brighter  prospects  of  social  and  intellecual  enjoyment 

Previously  to  die  arrival  of /Laurent  Clerc,  a  more  commodioas 
buildinff  than  the  one  first  occupied,  had  been  rented  on  very 
reasonwle  terms,  for  the  accomisodation  of  a  greater  number  of 
pupils;  and  occordingly  in  the  month  of  December,  a  tliird  class 
of  toenly  scholars  (flme  of  whom  .came  from  adjoining  states,) 
comprising  all  the  applicants  from  this  Commonwealth,  or  suitable 

Ses,  whose  friends  thought  proper  to  avail  themselves  of  the  Leg* 
ative  bounty,  was  admitted  and  placed  uod'^r  the  immediate 
charge  of  Jbig^U  tHUingham,  one  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  sisters 
at  the  first  assistant  fe^cher,  and  a  pa|al  in  the  first  class  in  die 
Hartford  assylum,  strongly  recommended  to  this  institution  by  the 
/  principal  of  the  Hartford  school,  and  by  Laurent  Clerc,  as  com- 
petent ti  afford  elementary  instruction  to  the  youngest  pupils,  as 
well  as  important  assistance  to  the  matron,  in  conducting  the  ar- 
duous domestic  concerns  of  the  establishment.  This  lady  has  in 
every  respect,  faithfully  and  satisfiictorily  discharged  the  duties 
assigned  to  her. 

•  During  the  pai^t  winter,  this  board,  throus^  their  committee  of 
instruction,  on  whom  devolved  the  duty  of  procuring  teachers, 
have  been  anxiously  inquiring  for  a  second  assistant  who  might 
be  qualifeed  by  the 'lectures  or  Laurent  Clerc,  to  take  charge  of 
a  class,  in  the  ensuing  summer;  but  tt  was  not  until  the  month  of 
March,  that  a  suital^  person  could  be  obUined. 

Abri^m  Hntton,  a  gr.duate  of  Union  College,  and  directly 
recommended  to  this  board  by  the  professors,  at  Princeton,  as  a 
young  gentleman  of  amiable  dispositton,  pious  habits  and  respect- 
able Hterary  and  scientific  attainments,  then  ofiered  hlmselt  and 
was  accepted  as  a  teacher.  He  has  since  his  arrival  devoted  all 
Us  time,  and  attention,  both  in  and  out  of  school  hours,  to  the 
acquisition  of  thwart  of  deaf  and  f^urob  instruction,  for  which  in 
tile  opinion  of  the  principal  he  has  evinced  considerable  aptitude, 
and  is  already  qualified  to  take  change  of  the  second  class. 

Until  very  lately,  the  directors  of  this  institution  cherished  a 
hepe,  founded  on  the  generous  disposition  uniformly  manifested 
by  the  directors  at  Hartford,  that  such  further  assistance  would 
have  been  granted,  as  to  render  practicable  the  admission  in  the 
month  of  June  next,  of  a  fourth  clasiiof  pupils;  but  it  is  now  as- 
certained, that  being  about  to  vlmit  a  new  class,  themselves;  it  is  not 
in  their  power,  consbtentiy  with  the  duty  they  owe  to  their  own 
cs(aUiahment»  to  spare  to  ours  at  this  time,  tne  services  of  any 
•f  dieir  experienced  teachers.  We  have  the  pleasure,  however, 
to  state,  that  it  is  the  candid  opinion  of  our  principal*  that  the 
resources  of  this  institution,  for  the  further  instrnctioa  of  all  its 
present  sdiolars,  are  ample;  and  that  a  few  additional  fmes»  may 
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be  adnataigMiislT  admitted  into  the  tfaitd  elast»  after  such  a  traai- 
ference  is  made  of  some  of  t^  paplls  as  their  standing  warrants* 
from  inferior  to  superior  placea 

laacommanicationon  the  mhratesof  this  institvtion*  Laurent 
Clerc,  bears  testimony  to  the  *«uncommon  qoiclcness  with  which 
Charles  Dtllaigham  nU  understood  his  lectures*  and  haa  possessed 
himself  of  the  greatest  part  of  his  system  of  instruction.''  He 
considers  him  to  be  welt  initiated  in  tine  science  of  universal  gram- 
mar, as  appiieable  to  the  primttiTe  expression  of  signs,  as  well 
as  to  spoken  and  written  language;  **aad  nas  not  hesitated"  to  re- 
commend htm  as  a  suitable  person  to  take  charge  of  the  first  class, 
after  has  departure,  expressing  entire  confidence  in  his  abilitjr  to 
fill  op  the  ^eral  outlines  which  have  just  been  traced  for  him, 
and  tn  attain,  ere  loni^,  the  complete  oiasterj  of  the  science  and 
pnctiee  of  his  profession. 

The  whole  number  of  pnpila  now  in  the  institution  is  fift v-one  fof 
whom  fort7  depend  upon  the  bonntj  of  the  commonwealth}  who 
ma^  continnet  agreeably  to  the  suggestion  of  the  principal,  to  be 
divided  into  three   cluses: 

The  first,  consisting  of  seventeent  under  the  charge  of  Charles 
IKilin^iam. 

The  second*  consisting  of  nineteen,  under  tiie  charge  of  Abraham 
Button* 

The  third,  consisting  ^fifteen,  under  that  of  Abigail  Dillingham. 

In  the  extended  acquisitions,  made  by  all  these  pupils,  of  select 
and  methodized  signs,  and  of  the  ready  and  improved  use  of  laa- 
gnaj^e,  the  anticipated  results  of  Laurent  Clare's  temporary  su- 
perintendence or  this  institution,  are  most  eonsiiicuously  display- 
ed* To  their  other  attainments,  are  happily  axlded,  a  proper  and 
reapectfal  deportment  towards  those  arouna  them,  and  towards 
each  other,  together  with  correct  moral  haUts^  which  have  beoi 
aaactioned  and  enforced^  as  far  as  practicable,  by  the  inculcation 
of  the  ittblime  trusts  and  simple  precepts^of  Christianity*  By  par- 
miinctiie  svstem  ^us  auspicuwdy  commenced,  tfie  remaining 
teachers  will,  the  directors  trust,  be  enabled  at  no  distant  period, 
to  extend  the  reputation  and  nsefulneas  of  this  infent  institntion, 
in  a  degree  somewhat  commensurate  with  the  lively  interests,  so 
jiistlv  feit  in  its  success  throughout  the  commuaihr* 

Adopted,  at  a  meeting  of  the  directors,  and  ordered  to  be  sub-  ^ 
mitted  to  the  contributors,  by  whom  it  was  approved  and  ordered 
to  be  published.  May  1st,  18£2.

To  thisreport,  the  directors  sub^mn  a  very  interestbg  letter, 
from  Laiirent  Clerc,  then  principal  of  the  institution,  read  to  die 
contributors  at  that  period.  This  letter,  the  production  of  a  for- 
eignur,  deaf  and  dumb  from  birth,  aBbrds  a  most  artiking  proof  of 
the  excellence  and  eAcacr  of  that  system,  by  which  he  himself 
was  inatructed;  and  trbich  by  h^  was  brought  into  successful 
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epemtiontn  tliisinsUiQUom  It  exhihits,  at  the  same  time^tlie 
candid  opioion  of  one  unquestio'nabij  qualified  to  judge  of  the 
competency  of  the  remaining  teachers,  to  conduct  the  school  bj 
the  application  of  similar  principles.

Sia:  .In  your  letter,  which  I  rcceired  a  few  dnys  ago,  you  re-* 
•quest  me,  first,  "to  express  candidly  to  rou,Jafl  chairmanpif  the  com- 
mittee of  instruction,  my  opinion  of  the  qualifications  of  the  re- 
maining bleachers;  and  secondly  to  poif\t  out  to  you  what  new 
arraneements  of  the  classes  would  best  promote  the  object  of  the 
institution.^  In  answer  to  the  first  of  tfiese  tnauiries,  I  will  tell 
you  sir,  with  frankness,  that  I  have  always  agreea  tilth  the  princi- 
pal of  the  American  Assylum^  in  Uiinkin^  that*'no  one  should  un- 
dertake the  education  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  who  has  not  been 
trained  to  it  by  a  long  and  intimate  acquaintance  with  them; 
since  it  is  necessary  for  a  teacher,  in  order  to  become  familiar  witfi 
the  singular  pecuharities  of  their  minds  and  characters,  to  learn 
all  their  varioua  modes  of  making  known  their  ideas,  by  those  na- 
tural signs,  which  they  themnelyes  have  inventad;  and  to  acquire 
that  simplicity  of  thouefat  in  the  communication  of  knowledge,  to 
such  uncultivated  minds,  and  that  versatility  of  manner  in  inter- 
course with  them,  which  will  be  accommodated  to  the  different 
aspects,  under  which  their  native  genius,  or  acquired  habits,  may 
present  themselves.  In  addition  to  all  this,  he  should  not  only 
makehimself  master  of  that  methodical  system  of  signs,  which 
the  combined  talents  and  experience  of  tiie  European  inslruct;)rs, 
have  been  for  years  maturing;  but  should  also  know  how  to  ex- 
plain to  the  deaf  and  dumb  the  construction  of  sentences  by  ^- 
alysing  and  resolving  a  composition  into  its  simple  parts* 

How  are  the  teachers  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  to  become  thu8 
qvalifled?  It  must  be  by  bringing  them  together,  as  well  as  tlic 
pupils,  at  one  institution,  which  from  its  size  and  numbers  will 
fcrnish  the  opportunities*  and  the  means  necessary  for  this  pur- 

Gise."  Has  Mr.  DilliBgham,  in  any  manner,  had  that  advantage? 
e  certainly  enjoyed  it  to  a  considerable  extent,  both  in  his  daily 
intercourse  from  childhood,  with  several  of  his  deaf  and  dumb  re« 
tations»  when  at  home,  and  with  the  pupils  of  this  assylum^  during 
almost  a  yean  and  this  preparation  has  not  a  little  contributed  to 
tiie  nneommon  quickness  with  which  he  has  understood  my  lec- 
tures; and  has  learned,  within  these  five  qiontbs,  the  greatest  part 
of  the  system  of  instruction.  I  consider  hiir  as  well  initiated  in 
the  science  of  universal  grammar,  applicable  to  the  primitive  ex- 
pression of  si^s^  as  well  as  to  spoken  and  written  language.  This 
Srstem,  fixed  in  its  princinles  and  invariable  in  its  course,  is  capa* 
e  of  being  extended  totne  limits  of  human  knowledge;  and  the 
information  which  Mr.  Dillingham  has  collected  from  my  lectures, 
aided  b^  his  own  assiduity  and  reflection^  will,  I  think,  conduct 
him  to  its  successful  application.    I  have  derived  much  satisfac* 
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iioii)  in  examiiilni;  his  class,  from  observing  the  improvement  of 
his  pupils  in  so  short  a  time;  and  his  unremitting  care  and  kind 
attention  to  the  children  in  general,  have  met  witii  mj  highest 
approbation.  I  therefore  do  not  hesitate  to  recommi  nd  him  to  ji  ti, 
sir,  OS  a  verj  suitable  person  to  take  charge  of  mj  class;  and  1 
feel  very  confident  of  his  ability  to  fill  op  the  general  outlines 
which  I  iiave  just  traced  for  him,  and  which  he  has  committed  to 
writing.  Bv  following  with  my  class,  after  my  departure^  the 
course  which  I  have  particularly  pointed  oat.  lie  will  not  be  long 
in  reaching  the  complete  mastery  of  the  science  and  practice  of  his 
profession.  The  only  circumstances  calculateil  to  retard  his  pro- 
gress, are,  in  the  first  place,  a  want  of  that  degree  of  vivacity  in 
describing  the  passions,  which  I  consider  denirable,  though  by  no 
means  essential  in  the  teachm  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb:  and  in  the 
next  place,  that  diffidence  which  prevents  him  from  displavingall 
his  rbal'  meritsand  qualifieations  in  tlieir  full  light  But  of  bis  ca* 
pacity  to  aflfonl  ample  u?efal  instruction,  in  the  various  depart- 
ments of  knowledge  to  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  I  entertain  oo  doubt. 

Mr.  Hutton  has  not  had  the  same  advantage  with  Mr.DiHing* 
ham;  but  I  conceive  him  competent  to  take  charge  of  the  middle 
class  of  pupils,  who,  although  they  have  learned  a  great  deal«  are 
not  yet  forward  enough  to  require  a  more  skilful  master;  and  be- 
fore  that  perimi  arrives,  it  is  expected  that  Mr.  flutton  will  have 
qualified  himself  in  a  hisher  degree,  by  constant,  familiar  inter- 
course with  the  deaf  and  dumb,  which  a  residence  nnder  the  same 
root  will  affbrd  him.  Hie  ha|)py  ^fts  he  has  received  from  na- 
ture*  and  amon^  the  rest,  the  vivacity  of  his  mind,  will  enable  him 
to  advance  rapidly;  so  that  in  the  course  of  one  year,  he  may  be-^ 
rome  a  good  teachen  at  present  his  signs  are  ratlier  stilTi  but  by 
little  and  little,  his  hands  and  arms  will  grow  moresuptile,  ami  he 
wilt  not  be  wanting  in  ail  the  physical  reoaisites  of  tlie  art. 

With  re^rd  to  ^4iss  Dilltngham,  let  her  remain  whot«  she  is. 
She  has  a  vigor  of  constitution,  and  a  decision  of  char^ter,  which 
admirably  qualify  her  to  take  charge  of  the  uncultivated  scholars," 
on  their  entrance  into  the  asylum.  Her  hand  writing  is  very 
ijood^and  she  is  particularly  skdful  in  teaching  beginners  how  t» 
tonn  and  join  their  letters.  'Her  knowledge  of  common^  sensible  ob* 
jects,  and  es{)ecially  of  the  elementary  books,  ivill  always  make  her 
serviceable  in  the  institution.  In  relation  to  your  second  inquiry, 
\iz:  "What  new  arranj^ements  of  tlie  classes  would  best  promote 
the  objects  of  the  institudon?'*  I  would  respectfully  propose,  that 
no  alterations  be  made  in  the  present  organization  or  the  classes; 
nor  xould  it  beadviscable  to  invite  any  more  scholars  to  come,  at 
rtis  time.  From  the  very  nature  of  such  an  establishment  as 
yours  the  number  of  pupilsmust  be  proportioned  to  the  number  of 
teachers.  All  that  the  deaf  and  dumb  arc  taog!)t  is  thro*  the  medium 
of  the  eyCi  and  by  the  constant  laborious  and  patient  attention  of  the. 
teacher.  Hence  it  is  impossible  for  one  iustntctor  successfully  to 
take  charge  of  more  than  "twenty*'  pupils.  Hie  size,  too,  of  these 
.9rhool  ruO!n^'  and  tlicJr  accommodation?,  '^vhon  compared  with  the 
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nnmher  of  pu\nU,  rrnder  them  inconyenictii,  both  for  the  teacher 
and  the  pupils:  I,  therefore,  restiectfully  suggest  to  the  committee 
of  ii)6iruction,.to  suspend  theaamissioa  i)f)L  class  of  new  scholars 
at  present.  A  few  new  sdiolars,  not  to  exceed  half  a  doi^n,  wisht 
be  thrown  into  Miss  Uiilin^ham's  class,  without  interfering  with 
its  progress,  if  some  attention  be  paid  to  their  instruction,  out  of 
regular  scltool  hours,  by  some  of  the  most  intelligent  pupils  of  tlie 
other  classes.

'file  directoi-s  have  much  pleasure  in  stating  to  you,  that  during 
the  last  seven  months,  thc^se  teachofs  liave  fully  realized  Mr, 
Clerc's  expect  at  ions;  and  by  faithful  attention  to  their  duties,- 
lune  advanced  the].r  respective  classes,  in  a  manner  entirely  satis- 
factory to^tbe  board.  It  was^  however,  deemed  most  consistent 
with  tikc  interest^  of  the  institution;  and  was  consonant^  also,  with 
the  wishes  of  those  teachers,  that  tJ)e  place  of  principal  in  the  in* 
stitutioQi  ^ould  be  reserved  for  a  gentleman  of  sup(*rior  experience 
in  the  art  of  deal  and  dumb  instruction;  and  happily  such  a  one 
predated  hinii^elf,  and  was  appointed  about  six  weeks  a^o* 

r]yii\  Lewis  Weld,  the  £rst  assistant  teacher  of  the  American 
asylum,  at  HartforiLl,  whose  important  services  could  not  be  dia<> 
pensed  with  last  snring.  has  since  been  released  by  an  unanimous 
re^oiution  of  the  liartlord  board,  from  his  engagements  there,  w  ith 
a  view  to  enable  him  to  accept  the  original  invitation  sriven  him  by 
thisbuani,  to  occupy  ihe  situation  of  principal.  This  gentferaan, 
liberally  educated  at  \idc  College,  has  been  zealously  and  success- 
fully employed,  in  te^iching  the  deaf  and  dumb  tor  the  last  four 
yeai^andaji  half;  and  Iu.h  excellent  attainments  in  the  art,  in 
<i(»u|K\\iua  witii  hlj^  moral  chai^ctcr  and  l;abiits  of  dihcipline,  to 
^vJiioh  the  diiMJctors  at.  Uartiurd  bear  testimony,  leave  no  roonj  to 
do^bt.  that  this  institutLoii*  under  his  isupetintendance,  which  com- 
i4jpuj;cd  ou  the. 6th  instant,  will  accouipiish.  every  reasonable  wish 
of  its  patrons. 

The  directors  arc  happy  io  add,  that  Mr.  Wild,  after  a  deliber* 
niQ  e^kain^uation  of  the  pupils,  with  ^,  view  of  their  new  classifica* 
tlou«  considers  their  present  attainments  as  reflecting  much  credit 
on  their  resjjcctive  to-i.chers. 

Lookini:  forward  with  deep  concern,  to  t}ie  probable  condition 
of  the  children  oftliis  establishment,  alter  their  prescribed  course  of 
elementary  instruction,  shall  have  been  completed,  »he  directors 
have,  for  a  conbicj'uhle  tunc  past,  been  endeavoring  to  devise  means 
by  which  they  may  be  returned  to  society^  with  some  foundation  laid 
lor  tl^eir  I utu^e  support i  usefulness  and  happiness;  at  d  without 
incurring  the  r  sk  i>(  too  sudden  a  transition  from  hahits' of  men- 
tal, to  thgiie  of  bodily  lKi)or,bv  which  the  grea»er  part  of  them  are 
destined  to  Iq  ^)^intuinvd.      l^'roxu  the  beginning,  the  girls  have 
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dwayft  been  usefully  emplorecl  out  of  the  hours  of  stuily  and  re- 
creation, inall  the  ordinary"  occupations  of  housewifery;  but  until 
lately,  it  has  not  been  id  the  power  of  this  board  for  *^^ant  of  sifit- 
able  workshops,  to  provide  for  a  mit  Jess  important  object,  namely, 
the  instruction  of  the  boys,  in  the  use  of  handicraft  implements, 
so  far  as  it  may  be  given  without  interfering*  Mrith  their  progress 
in  lan8:uage«  .Xmong  the  pay  pupils,  there  arc  a  carpenter,  a  coop- 
er, a  baker,  and  two  shoemakers,  by  means  of  whom  the  execution 
of  the  plan  in  question  will  be  mntm  facilitated*  . 

The  directors  close  this  annual  statement*  with  tbe  following 
report  of  the  cominitteo  of  superintendance,  on  this  subject,  made 
to  the  board  at  its  last  meeting;  believing  that  it  will  be  petuaed  by 
you  with  much  interest. 

The  committee  of  superintendance  respectfully  report:  Tliat,  in 
performing  their  duty  of  visiting  the  institution,  it  has  given  them 
great  pleasure  to  witness  the  good  oitler  and  harmony  that  pervade 
the  establislunent,  in  which  not  only  the  best  understanding  exists, 
between  the  teachers  and  matron,  but  they  all  appear  to  unite  in 
exercising  the  greatest  kindness  towanls  the  pupils,  and  in  pro* 
moting  their  comfort  and  improve:nent.  While  tne  utmost  atten- 
tion is  paid  to  their  diet  and  cleanliness,  it  is  gratifying  also,  to 
find,  that  no  pains  are  spared  to  ameliorate  th^ir  habits  and  man- 
ners, and  to  instill  into  their  minds  the  principles  of  morality  and 
religion.  The  children  have  been  ^remarkably  healthy,  during  the 
autumn.  The  few  who  have  t>een  othenvise,  have  been  carefully 
treated  by  the  visiting  physicians  of  the  institution,  and  the  com- 
mittee bear  testimony  to  the  unremitted  attention  of  both  those 
Eentlemen.  whenever  their  services  have  been  necessarj.  The 
ulies' committee  continue  their  attention  to  the  institution;  and 
the  committee  have  witnessed  their  usefulness  in  the  department 
which  they  superintend.  Agreeably  to  the  directions  of  tne  board, 
the  comouttee  of  superintendance  have  taken  on  a  lease  at  8100  pei* 
annum,  (tu  expire  witli  that  of  the  house)  the  building  in  the  rear» 
and  after  sub-renting  oiie  room  on  the  ground  floor  for  840  per  an- 
num, have  so  appropnated  the  remainder,  as  to  answer  the  olucct  pro- 
posed. A  respectable  cabinet  maker  and  carpenter  will  occupy 
one  room,  for  the  rent  of  which  he  engages  to  teach  such  of  tne 
boys,  as  may  bo  placed  under  his  care,  either  or  both  of  these 
trades.  In  prosecuting  the  designs  of  the  board,  it  has  appeared 
desirable  to  your  committee  to  consult  both  the  inclination  and 
capiKrity  of  the  boys  for  the  respective  branches  of  business  intend- 
ed to  be  taught;  for  although  tJie  acquisition  of  trades  may  now 
be  considered,  but  as  a  minor  object,  yet  the  early  discovery  of 
particular  talent,  and  the  formation  of  Industrious  habits,  may 
lay  the  foundation  for  their  fliture  maintenance  and  usefulness. 

The  committee  regret  that  the  difficulty  they  have  experienced 
in  getting  possession  of  the  building,  has  so  long  delayed  the  de- 
sired experiment.  They  have,  however,  made  abeginning,  by  cm- 
ploying  a  few  ladsi  in  cabinet-makingt  shoe-making,  coopering,  and

some  xviU  be  enip1o]rtd  at  vfthnug,  in  a  lew  Abjsi*  a  Bumber  of 
spinning  wbeeU  naTe  also  been  procured  for  the  girls.  So  far,  the 
pupils  appear  to  be  pleased  with  the  occopatioiis  ansigned  to  them, 
which,  serviiiff  in  some  degree,  as  a  relaxation  between  the  hours  of 
study,  contribute  at  the  same  time,  to  their  healthy  erderlj  be- 
iavior,  and  future  means  of  independenee. 

In  conclusion,  jjTour  committee  anticipates  as  happy  an  issue  ta 
7our  plan,  for  uniting  intellectual  and  moral  improvement,  with 
the  possession  of  the  useful  arts»  asthe  most  ardent  fiiends  of  the 
institution  can  desire.

Whereas,  by  a  convention  of  the  states  of  New  Jeraey  and 
Pennsylvania,  held  in  the  year  seventeen  hunc^red  and  eighty 
three,  the  commissioners,  on  behalf  of  each,  entered  into  a  com« 
pact,  whereby  the  river  Delaware  and  its  waters  should  be  and 
remain  of  common  use  to  the  two  states,  and  that  neither  should 
be  thereafter  authorised  to  erect  any  improvements  thereon,  or 
diver|its  waters  for  separate  use-  without  the  consent  and  appro- 
bation of  the  other:  And  whereas,  the  said  river  borders  on  the 
two  statea,  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles,  and  unless  each 
shall  disregsCrd  considerations  of  the  private  local  interest  of  her 
citizens,  manv  important  improvements  on  or  over  tlie  said  river 
may  be  entirely  deteated,  the  utility  of  which,  on  the  score  of  gen- 
eral policy,  could  not  be  questioned:  And  whereas  the  Legisla- 
ture of  this  state  has  pa8$>ed  an  act  incorporating  a  company  to 
erect  a  bridge  from  a  point  near  Camden  to  Windmill  Island, 
together  with  two  supplements,  containing  also  a  provision  tliat 
9aid  act  shall  not  take  enact  or  become  a  law  until  an  act  of  coir- 
current  import  shall  be  passed  by  the  state  of  Pennsylvania:  And 
whereas,  the  opinion  of  successive  legislatures  has  been  expressed 
from  time  to  time  for  sevetal  years  with  more  than  common  unan* 
imity  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  said  acts:  And  whereas  the  two 
states  have  strong  ties  of  mutual  interest,  and  in  a  great  degree 
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e^vcn  th«  same  interest  in  the  growth  and  prospeittj  of  PhiladeU 
phia;  and  \t  is  desirable  that  they  should  always  maintain  the 
present  reciprocal  good  feelings  and  desires,  to  meet  the  views  of 
each  other,  more  especially  as  to  a  free  intercourse,  therefore  itn 
hoped  that  the  legislature  of  Pennsylvania,  after  seeing  the  im- 
portance which  (he  legislature  of  this  state  have,  for  several  years, 
attached  to  this  public  improvement,  vriii,  with  their  accustomed 
liberal  and  dignified  policy,  take  the  subject  into  their  early  consid- 
eration, and  concur  in  th'^  view^  and  wishes  of  this  state,  by 
granting  a  libei'al  authority,  to  erect  the  said  bridge,  on  the  scite 
aforesaid,  on  such  terms  as  are  usual  in  suck  corporations,  and 
such  as  will  encourage  individuals  to  make  the  investments  neces* 
sary  to  complete  the  work.    Ttierefore,

The  undersigned  Directors  of  the  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jcr- 
tey  Communieatiov  Company,  respectfully  she weth: 

That,  in  appreciating  the  value  of   internal  improvements 
there  can  be  but  little  doubt^  that  next  to  the  natural  resources  of 
the  United  States,  they  form  the  greatest  source  of  wealth  that 
her  citizens  enjoy.     The  ascending  and  descending  navi^tion  of 
the  Mississippi  has  brought  a  million  ef  square  miles  within  ten 
miles  of  a  navigation,  which  conveys  the  produce  of  the  country 
and  its  returns  to  and  from  eveiy  quarter  of  the  globe.    The  turn- 
vike  roads  and  waters  made  navigable  from  the  Atlantic  into  the 
interior,  have  reduced  the  ascent  of  the  mountains  to  five  degrees, 
and  opened  an  access  to  a  wide  extent  of  fertile  country;  whei-eby 
three-fourths  of  the  value  of  transportation  is  saved,  and  without 
which  in  many  cases,  produce  would  not  be  worth  transporting. 
A  tract  of  more   than  thirty  thousand  square  miles  which  was  a 
short  time  ago  a  wilderness  in  the  state  of  New  York,  iias  recent- 
ly had  the  foreign  commerce   of  all  the  world  brought  within  a 
ftw  miles  of  every  inhabitant's  door.    In  short,  the  improved  com- 
muf^ication,  and   the  new   facilities  of  performing  labor,  are  in 
every  part  of  the  country  so  numerous  and  so  apparent,  that  they 
flash  instant  conviction  on  the  mind  of  every  man,  that  internal 
improvements  form  one  of  the  most  Important  sources  of  riches  and 
iiappiness  which  these  states  enioy.    These  new  riches,  for  the 
most  part  attach  to  the  soil  and  the  rivers,  and  yield  a  perpetual 
revenue.  A  river  has  often  been  made  ol  more  value  than  the  whole 
country  it  waters.  A  sect  on  of  country  may  be  so  increased  in  its 
products^  by  artificial  improvements,  that  the  new  product  will  actu« 
ally  purchase  or  pay  the  valueof  the  original  unimproved  soil  ev- 
ery tlirce  years,  and  in  some  cases  every  year.        Providence 
has  left  much  to  the  inventive  genius  and  industry  of  mankind  in 
ministerine  to  his  own  wants.    1  he  state  of  New  Jersev,  situated 
in  a  mean  Climate,  between  the  two  principal  cities  of  the  Union^with 
two-thirds  of  ics  outward  boundary  on  navigable  waters,  contains 
'  8yS00  square  miles.    Its  avera;^  per  square  mile  does  not  eaual 
Dne^  Slid  perhaps  several  millions  of  miles  in  the  state  of  >iew 
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Vork,  and  other  interior  parts  of  the  United  Statea,  whkh  a  short 
time  as;o  produced  only  a  few  furs,  the  value  of  which  might  be 
estimated  at  nothing  after  deducting  a  reasonable  allowance  for 
the  labor  of  procuriii(r  them.      What  but  the  new  improrements 
introduced  by  the  hand  of  enterprize,  has  done  this?    To  facili- 
tate communication  is  equivalent  to  lessening  distance*  A  road  or 
ferry  which  can  now  be  travelled  over  in  one-half  the  time  formerly 
required,  may  be  considered  as  reduced  in  length  one  half,  for  all 
the  useful  purposes  of  life.      And  we  can  clearly  discern  that  the 
progress  of  intercourse  with  every  part  of  this  state»  produces  a 
sure  and  correspondent  increase  in  the  value  of  property.    Thos# 
parts  to  which  a  communication   is  opened  by  steam  boats  from 
Aew  York  have  become   frequented   by  travellers-     They  have 
received  many  settlers.    The  circulation  of  money  has  increased, 
and  the  demand  for  the  necessaries  of  life,  and  the  use  of  proper- 
ty to  produce  titem,  have  also  been  greatly  augmented  within  a 
few  years.    Should  a  canal  be  completed  from  Philadelphia  to 
New  York,  tne  neighborins  country  through  which  it  passes  must 
be  greatly  enhanced  in  value.    Th'e  two  cities  must  become  trib- 
utary to  us  for  tlie  use  of  our  soil  over  which  to  carry  the  canal. 
We  may  derive  an  important  revenue  from  transportation.    And 
the  insurance  saved  against  sea  risk  alone  on  the  whole  amount  of 
g^ds  transported  through  the  state,  will  amount  to  an  important 
revenue;  add  to  which  the  advantages  of  an  easy  and  cheap  access 
to  eitlier  market  ourselves.      Should  the  Camden  bridge  oe  com« 
pleted,  it  will  also  improve  the  intercourse  with  a  1ai]ge  section  of 
this  state,  which  must  give  a  new  value  to  it.     Within  the  last 
seven  years,  the  communication  with  that  section  has  been  facilita- 
ted by  means  of  steam  boats.  The  returns  from|the  city  are  supposed 
to  have  increased  abimt  five  fold;  and  yet  the  value  of  our  landa 
is  scarcely  one*fourth    those  of  Pennsylvania,  at  the  same  dis« 
tance  from  Philadelphia.    Should  our  intercourse  with  the  city  by 
means  of  the  bridge  be  made  easy  and  certain  at  all  seasons  of  the 
year,  our  lands  in  that  vicinity  must  be  greatly  increased  in  value, 
because  the  returns  for  the  productions  ofthat  part  of  the  state  must 
also  be  greatly  increased,  and  Camden  will  become  an  important 
manufacturing  town.    Besides  which,  a  large  profit  may  be  derived 
to  the  state,  or  to  others^  from   the  transportation;  while  our  citi- 
zens and  the  citincns  of  Pennsylvania  wno  pay  it,  will  have  a  de- 
duction of  fifty  per  cent  from  what  they  now  pay.    The  source 
of  this  extraordinary  revenue  is  in  the  new  facilities  adopted  for 
crossing  the  river.     The  present  amount  of  crossing  and  trans- 
portation is  ascertained    to  cost  the  public  about  S66,00O  a  year. 
The  ferry  masters  are  obliged  to  expend  all  or  nearly  all  that  sum, 
to  keep  up  their  present  establishments.     But  the  same»  or  even 
live  fold  more  crossing,  by  a  bridge,  may  be  completed  for  less 
than  jS^iOOO,  and    with  incomparably  greater  convenience  and 
economy  of  time  and  expense  to  the  public,  and  avoid  the  numer- 
ous exposures  of  life  and  health  to  which  our  citizens  are  now 
subjected.    Thus  £40,000  per  annum,  or  thereabouts,  will  inevita- 
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bly  be  saved  by  tliis  simple  and  common  mclhod  of  improving 
our  intercourse  with  the  c>ty,  and  the  property  and  inhabitants 
of  a  great  section  of  this  state  be  benefitted  for  many  succeeding; 
generations*  Notwithstanding  the  nro<5ress>of  internal  improve- 
ments, has  invariably  marked  the  rise  and  value  of  property,  tlie 
increase  of  popalation,  of  learning  andimprovement  in  every  part 
of  the  United  States,  and  are  a  sure  presage  of  them  ail;  still 
they  have  been  matured  against  inconceivable  difficulties.  Every 
useful  impiovement  supersedes  other  interests  already  existing, 
which  will  forever  emte  opposition.  There  is  not  a  steam  boat 
navigation  on  any  river  in  the  Union,  which  has  not  been  opposed 
by  the  turnpike  or  other  roads  parallel  with  their  waters,  and  by  the 
taverns  and  many  other  local  interests;  and  that  opposition  would 
now  rejoice  to  see  the  steam  boat  system  abolished.  Can  the  owners 
of  ferries  avoid  feeling  opposed  to  the  erection  of  bridges?  Can  a 
new  turnpike  road  alQiough  it  shortens  a  distance  from  ten  to  five 
miles,  avoid  the  opposition  of  all  the  more  numerous  interests  on 
tlie  old  road?  These  difficulties  are  inevitable.  They  call  for  the 
best  talents  airong  us  They  require  practical  kno  vledge.  They 
require  invincible  perseverance.  In  short,  tliey  require  money 
and  every  qualification  necessary  to  encounter  and  avert  great 
difficulties  and  to  advance  unpopular  interests.  These  are  cer- 
tainly no  common  acquirements  among  mankind.  And  with 
them  all,  without  the  fostering  hand  of  the  legislative  bodies,  notli- 
ing  comparatively  has  been  done,  and  nothing  can  be  done.  The 
pioneers  in  improvements  are  at  their  mercy.  Public  improve- 
ments start  into  existence,  or  are  forever  crushed  by  their  acts. 
No  other  power  can  transport  the  clashing  circumsfances  from 
the  local  scenes  of  contention,  and  try  and  decide  the  question  of 
public  good  with  candor  and  justice.  No  other  earthly  power  can 
near  individuals  on  the  merits  of  their  claims,  abstracted  from  their 
private  interests,  and  weigh  them  in  the  scale  of  public  good,  of 
which  they  are  the  only,'and  ought  to  t\e  the  faithful,  guardians. 

To  the  honorable  the  Legislative  Council  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  state  of  New  Jersey,  these  considerations  are  respectfully 
submitted/  With  them  also  are  submitted  documents  and  other 
information,  shewing  the  advantages  of  the  proposed  Camden 
bridge,  both  to  the  public  and  to  the  stockholders. 

The  feelings  of  a  great  section  of  this  state  are  deeply  interest- 
ed in  the  progress  of  this  work.  Their  eye  is  fixed  on  the  legisla- 
ture, in  the  hope  and  expectation  of  some  assistance  to  remove  the 
apposition  of  private  interests  by  securing  to  the  state  an  inipor- 
tant  object  whde  it  is  to  be  had.  Banks  and  insurance  offices  may 
become  useless,  but  wlio  of  us  or  our  posterity  will  live  to  see  a 
growing  population  withdraw  its  intercourse  with  the  markets  of 
uie  city?  To  their  wisdom  they  submit  their  claims  with  the  ful- 
lest confidence  that  the  feeling,  the  wishes,  and  the  interests  of 
every  important  section  of  this  state  will  be  duly  appreciated. 
They  submit  them  with  the  confident  hope  of  a  liberal  dispensa- 
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tioB  of  aid,  and  that  on  their  return  to  their  constituents  they  may 
meet  a  cordial  welcome  aud  many  of  them  witness  a  new  era 
of  local  prosperity.

"An  act  further  supplementary  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  re- 
gulate the  fisheries  in  the  river  uelaware,  and  for  other  purposes/' 
passed  the  twenty-sixth  of  November,  one  thousand  eightn  hun- 
dred and  eight" 

I.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the.  councUand  gemral  assembly  of  this  state, 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted  bu  the  authority  of  the  same,  lliat  from 
and  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  if  any  person  or  persons  whomso* 
ever»  shril  cast,  draw,  or  in  an  v  wise  make  use  of  any  seine  or  net 
in  the  river  Delaware,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  state,  from 
sunset  on  Saturtlay  until  sunrise  on  Monday  of  each  and  every 
week,  he,  she  or  they»  so  offendinfi;  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  together  with  the  costs  of  suit,  for 
each  and  every  offence:  Provided,  That  nothing,  in  this  section 
contained  shall  prevent  the  owners  or  occuuiers  of  eddy  fisheries 
above  the  tide  water,  from  beginning  to  fisli  at  twelve  o'clock  on 
Sunday  night. 

IL  Jndbe  enacted^  That  if  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever, 
shall  cast,  draW|  or  otherwise  use,  tor  the  purpose  of  catching  fish, 
more  than  one  seine  or  net,  in  any  one  pool  or  fishing  place  in  the 
river  Delaware,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  state,  on.  opposite, 
or  above  the  lowest  or  southwest  end  of  Newbold's  or  Btddle's 
^land,  from  thence  down  as  far  as  the  concurrent  jurisdiction  of

thisstate  and  the  state  of  Pennsjlvania' extends,  more  than  two 
seines  or  nets,  in  any  one  pool  or  fishing  place,  within  any  one 
termloftwentj'four  hours,  be^nning at  sunrise  and  ending  on  sun- 
rise the  day  toUo  wing,  or  shall  be  aiding;  or  assisting  therein,  con- 
trary to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  ofthis  act,  he,  she,  or  they,  so 
offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  nfty 
dollars,  toji^ther  with  costs  of  suit,  for  each  and  every  such  offence* 
Provided  alwaffs.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  for  any  person

Ana  be  it  enacted^  That  tlfe  owner  or  possessor  of  every  fish- 
ery upon  the  river  Delaware,  within  the  jurisdietion  of  this  state, 
his  tenant  or  agent  shall,  before  he  occupies  the  same  as  a  fishery, 
give  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county 
wherein  such  fishery,  or  the  greatest  part  thereof  maybe,  a  de- 
scription in  writing;  of  his,  her,  or  their  pool  or  fisning  place, 
designating  the  beginning  and  ending  point,  and  the  extent  there- 
of on  the  river  shore,  together  Mith  the  name  of  the  township 
and  county  in  which  It  is  situated,  and  the  number  of  men  gener- 
ally employed  in  fishing  the  same,  and  shall  also  enter  into  bond, 
with  one  or  more  sufficient  sureties  to  the  clerk  of  the  said  county 
and  his  saccessors  in  ofiice*  in  the  pemd  sum  of  five  hundred  dof-  v 
lars,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  all  fines  and  penalties  created  ^ 
or  given  by  this  act,  or  the  act  or  acts  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  \ 
that  shall  and  may  be  incurred  and  recovered  for  any  infraction 
of,  or  offence  against,  the  said  act  or  acts,  committed  at  such  fishery 
by  his,  her,  or  their  command  or  permission,  during  his,  her,  or 
their  occupying  the  said  fishery,  personally  or  by  tenant,  whicli 
said  description  and  bond  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  clerk  to  file 

in  his  office,  and  give  a  certificate  thereof  to  the  person  producing 
the  same,  on  being  paid  fifty  cents,  which  said  bond  shall  be  a

the  tine  ana  penalties  aforesaid,  orfeit  the  boat  or  boats,  seine  or 
seines,  net  or  nets,  or  other  tackfing  so'  made  use  df^  and  that  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  all  the  sheri&  and  cimNtables,  and  mar  be 
lawful  for  any  person  orpers  ms,  to  seize  and  secure  any  such  boat, 
s^'ine,  net  or  other  tackling  as  aforesaid^  and  immediately  thereaf^ 
tergive  information  to  two  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county

letter  of  the  1  tth  of  September,  1822.  to  the  cashier  of  the  Phil- 
adelphia Bank,  has  not  neen  paid  subseouent  to  the  time  they  be- 
came due,  for  die  reasons  stated  fli  that  letter,  and  it  is  presumed 
that  the  Treasurer  has  declined  payment  of  the  interest  on  the 
last  loan,  since  it  became  due.  for  the  same  reasons.  The  Goveri*

The  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  being  introduced,  prfe 
sented  a  message  and  documents  from  ^e  Governors  which  were 
read  as  follows,  to  wit: 

lb  the  Senatt  and  ffauu  of  Reiynsentatives  of  the  CommomctaU^. 
of  Pennsylvania, 

GvHThmuMsn  I  have  th«nght  it  my  dn^  to  lay  before  the  Legin^ 
iature  the  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Executive  by  the  cash- 
ier of  tlie  Bank  of  Pennsvlvania,  respecting  the  loan  of  ^0,0oe» 
jnegocinted  wvth  that  bank  on  the  18th  day  of  December,  (8 18, 
for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth,  under  the  authority  of  an  act 
HP^ed  on  the  23d  day  of  Marci^  1818j  and  cc^iea  also  of  the  c^ 
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tespondenee  between  the  Stote  IVeasurer  and  Mr.  Chftsncef, 
"friuck  gKft  rUfe  to  that  letter. 

In  submitting  this  subject  to  the  consi'Ieration  of  tke  Legisla- 
ttire»  I  have  deemed  it  proper  to  give  a  brief  history  of  the  pro- 
eeefiings  with  which  it  is  connected;  it  being  in  my  view  a  trans- 
action of  much  importance,  both  as  it  respect^  the  prineiptea 
^hich  it  involves,  and  the  public  interest  also  which  it  affects. 

The  instalment  of  £50,000  |iayable  to  the  Bank  of  Pennsylva- 
Bia<  on  the  Slat  aUirao»  the  |Niyment  of  which  is  now  demanded 
bf  the  cashier  of  that  institution,  is  part  of  the  sum  of  gddO^oOO, 
due  the  Bank  of  P^nsylvania,  and  the  Philadelphia  Bank,  for 
which  loans  were  authorised  by  different  acts  of  Assembly,  passed 
during  the  administration  of  my  predecessor  in  office.  Of  this 
amount  8480,000  were  borrowed  by  the  late  Governor  Findlay, 
and  the  remaining  S5o,000  were  borrowed  since  I  came  into  oflUce. 
Of  the  whole  sum.  thus  borrowed  £430,000  are  at  an  interest  of  six 
per  cent  per  annum,  and  £100,000  are  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent, 
per  annum.  This  last  mentioned  sum  was  borrowed  of  the  Phil- 
adelphia Bankf  whiQh  by  a  provision  in  the  act  authorising  its  in- 
conoration,  passed  on  the  5th  day  of  March,  1804,  was  bound  to 
lenl  the  Commonwealth  that  amount,  at  an  interest  of  five  per 
tent  per  annum,  for  any  period  not  exceeding  ten  years. 

It  appears  from  the  terms  of  agreement  made  with  the  different 
hanks  at  the  several  periods  of  borrowing,  that  a  discretion  was 
reserved  in  each  case  by  the  Executive  agreeably,  to  the  terms  of 
the  law»of  reimbursinjg  the  principal  of  the  loans  before  the  expi* 
ration  of  the  time  limited  for  their  payment,  provided  the  situation 
«f  tke  treasury  should  admit  of  the  exercise  of  such  discretion; 
but  there  is  no  other  power  in  any  of  the  acts  authorising  these 
loans,  nor  has  any  authority  beep  given  by  any  subsequent  act, 
i^hich requires  the  executive  to  make  payment;  nor  has  any  spe- 
cific appropriation  been  nacie  by  the  Legislature  for  that  purpose. 
It  is  true  the  act  of  the  2d  ol  April,  1821^  contains  a  provision 
vesting  the  Executive  with  a  discretionary  power  after  the  year 
1821,  respecting  the  payment  of  the  six  per  cent,  loans,  but  that 
power  is  not  onTy^oiraned  to  the  pix  per  cent  loans,  but  its  ope- 
ration, as  to  time,  is  limited  to  the  recess  of  the  Legislature,  ter- 
siinatini^  with  ^e  commencement  ^rf'the  session,  during  which 
the  Legislature  alone  possesses  tke  power  of  .determining  on^  the 
expediency  of  payment;  nor  can  it  be  presumed  that  the  Legisla- 
ture, under  a  lull  knowledge  that  tke  loan  of  Sl0o,(rt)0  contracted 
irith  the  Philadelphia  Bank,  at  an  interest  of  five  per  cent  and 
that  that  bank  was  bound  by  its  charter  to  lend  that  sum  to  the 
Commonwealth  at  that  r^te  of  interest  for  any  period  not  exceed* 
XDK  ten  years,  intended  to  vest  the  Executive  vrith  power  to  pay 
rathe  five  per  cent  loans,  before  tke  time  at  whiph  the  bank 
could  legally  demand  payment,  so  long  as  any  portion  of  the 
eix  per  cent  loans  remained  unpaid.  In  respect  to  the  five  per  een<^ 
leans  negociated  with  the  Philadelphia  Bank,  I  think  itvery  ques- 
lionablei  whether  tliat  bank  ceuld,  witkeut  a  breach  of  «giitr|||^ 
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ttdgood  fiuth»  demand  payment  of  the  principal,  amtil  the  expira- 
tion of  the  period  for  which  it  vaa  bound  to  lend,  under  the  char** 
ter  provision:  but  let  the  law  on  thi<i<|U^tioB  be  what  it  may,  the 
fact  is,  that  no  demand  has  been  made  bj  the  bank  for  the  paj« 
ment  of  the  principal*  All  thej  ask  is  the  payment  of  the  inter- 
est, and  that  interest  has  always  been  paid  by  the  state  Treasif* 
rer»  until  the  10th  of  April  last,  sinee  which  time  he  has  d'^liued 
paying  it,  assigning  as  a  reason  that  he  did  not  consider  himself 
authorised  to  pay  Sie  interest  after  the  principal  had  become  due. 

It  also  appears  from  the  correspondence  between  the  State 
Treasurer  and  the  cashier  of  the  Bank  of  Pennsylvania,  that  that 
institution,  content  with  receiving  its  interest,  was  satisfied  with 
the  faith  of  the  stare,  already  pledged  in  the  act  authorising  the 
loan,  unt>l  payment  of  interest  was  refused  by  the  treasurer  of  the 
state,  and  a  demand  of  principal  recommended  to  be  made  of  (^e 
Governor,  as  a  measure  calculated  to  bring  the  business  to  a  proper 
conclusion.  The  interest  pn  these  loans  has  always  been  paid  by 
this  officer  without  any  warrant,  or  order  from  the  executive:'  indeed 
any  act  or  interference  on  his  part,  with  a  view  of  drawing  money 
from  the  treasury,  to  pay  eitner  principal  or  interest,  without  as 
express  authority  given  him  for  the  purpose,  would,  in  my  opinion, 
form  a  dangerous  precedent:  one  wnich  I  would  be  very  unwtliihg 
to  introduce;  or  even  to  be  governed  by,  if  it  already  existed. 

As  far  as  expediency  of  payment  in  tlie  present  case  depended 
on  Executive  discretien»  that  discretion  has  been  already  exercised, 
and^the  result  made  known.  It  is^ven  questionable  whether  that 
discretion,  considered  as  vested  in  the  Executive,  has  not  been 
superseded  or  suspended  by  the  act  of  April,  182£,  which  make^  a 
new  provision  for  discharging  the  six  per  cent  loans,  by  authoris- 
ing the  State  Treasurer  and  Auditor  General  to  negociate  a  loan  of 
g400,000  for  that  purpose,  and  vesting  these  officers  not  only  with 
authority  to  borrow,  but  also  with  the  power  to  pay.  By  a  refer- 
ence to  the  Journals  of  the  House  or  Representatives  of  the  last 
session,  it  appears  that  this  act  was  predicated  on  reports  of  the 
committee  of  ways  and  means,  whos^  pecaliar  duty  it  was  toob* 
tain  all  the  information  necessary  for  enabling  them  to  provide  for 
payment  of  claims  on  the  government  during  the  current  year,  and 
who  in  the  course  of  their  researches  became  possessed  at'  afull 
view  of  the  nature  and  respective  situations  of  the  several  loansi 
and  of  the  difierent  actsof  Assembly  by  which  they  were  author^ 
ised. 

As  the  case  therefore  to  which  the  correspondence  refers,  does 
not  in  my  opinion,  fall  within  the  sphere  of  executive  powen  but 
belongs  more  appropriately  to  the  Legislature,  whose  peculiar  prov- 
ince it  is  to  devise  tne  ways  and  means  of  providing  for  the  public 
debt,  and  directing  the  mode  of  payment,  that  department  of  govern  j 
ment  will  no  doubt  make  such  provision  for  meeting  the  exigency, 
as  may  be  deemed  proper. 

In  the  communication  which  I  had  the  honor  of  submitting  to 
the  Legislature  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  session,  the 
ceaaons  were^stated  which  governed  my  conouct  during  the  re- 
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teftg,  in  ealfim^  «1i  the  officers  of  the  treasury  depattment  fee  fte- 
puTDOse  of  obtaining  information  of  the  state  of  the  fi»aQce8,and 
ascertaining  whether  any  money  could  be  safely  drawn  from  the 
treasary  co  discharge  thesis  per  cent,  loans.  In  that  comoiunica* 
tion  my  opinion  was  expressed  on  the  subject  as  fwinded  on  the 
representation  made  by  these  officers,  of  the  probable  sitttation  of 
the  treasury  on  the  30th  of  November  last,  the  end  of  the  finan- 
cial year.  Taking:  into  view  the  money  on  hand,  the  amount  of 
outstanding  appropriattohs,  the  probable  demands  on  the  treasu- 
ry, and  thefailure  of  the  commissioners  appointed  by  law  to  ob- 
tain a  Irtan  of  ^400,00",  to  dischar|2:e  the  six  per  cent,  loans,  it  did 
not  appear  to  nie  tliat  any  knoney  in  the  treasury  <^ou Id  with  safety 
be  applied  to  that  obj(*ct.  Since  tlat  period  the  Legislature  has 
been  tarnished  with  the  annual  report  of  the  Auditor  General,  ex- 
hibiting a  view  of  the  actual  state  of  the  treasury  on  that  day, 
and  also  of  the  apf)ropriations  then  remaining  nnpaid;  and  in  ad- 
dition to  this,  with  an  estimate  furnished  by  that  officer,  of  the 
probable  receipts  at  the  treasury,  and  the  demands  to  which  it  is 
subject  during  *he  current  year,  a  considerable  poilion  of  which 
Was  created  by  acts  of  the  Legislature  during  the  two  last  preced- 
ing administrations. 

To  these  documents  and  to  the  different  acts  of  Assenyjbly  Dn 
Hie:  subiert  of  loans,  acd  to  the  act  incorporating  the  Philadelphia 
Bank,!  respectfully  beg  leave  to  refer.  They  will  be  found  to 
contain  all  tlie  information  necessary  to  enable  tne  Legislature  to 
-act  in  the  premises,  in  such  manner  as  will  best  conduce  to  tliie 
juMicgood.

'  The  undersigned,  a  joint  comnditt^e  of  the  leziftlature  of  Marj* 
Zand,  appointed  '^to  commanicate  with  the  legislature  of  Pi^ansjU 
^mnia,  coacerninr  the  |;rowin<^  eTils  occasioned  the  citixens^ot 
Maryland,  by  the  enoeurajsemen*-  runaway  slaves  receive  from 
•ome  of  the  ckicens  of  PennsjlTaaia.*'  beg  leave,  oa  that  subject^ 
nsoectfttUy  to  address  you* 

For  several  rears  past,  the  evils  above  stated  have  been  loudl/ 
eonqilained  of  by  the  people  of  this  state;  and  session  after  ses« 
«ion.  their  complaints  nave  been   made  known  to  our  lefi^isiature. 

At  different  periods,  we  believe  the  executive  of  this  state  has 
been  directed  by  the  lejgistature,  tv  communicate  with  the  execu- 
tive of  your  state,  concerning  them,  and  to  solicit  from  you  such 
l^stative  provisioss  as  might  be  necessary  to  guard  oar  citizena 
against  a  repetition  of  tliose  injuries* 

But  it  8«*em8,  as  yet,  these  communications  have  not  produced 
the  desired  effect.  We  are  folly  aware  of  the  delicate  nature  of 
this  subject,  and  the  caution  with  which  it  ous^ht  to  be  treated. 
^Slavery  is  a  calamity  certainly  not  more  deplored  by  Pennsylva-- 
nia,  than  by  our  state*  AH  fnends  ef  freedom  amonjt^t  us,  would 
equally  rejoice  at  its  complete  extermination.  Btitthis  is  not  to  be 
hoped  for,  for  many  years  to  come*  So  long  ae  it  exists  amongst 
us,  we  are  as  much  entitled  to  our  slaves,  as  we  are  to  any  other 
kind  of  property*  This  right  is  as  well  secured  to  us  by  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  aa  are  any  other  of  the  rights  we 
iwssess. 

It  is  onr  duty,  therefore,  and  the  duty  of  our  sister  states,  to 
protect  us  in  its  enjoyment* 

The  existence  of  our  <iappv  union  depends,  in  a  great  deeree,oii 
preserving  harmony  among  the  members*  Every  subject  likely  to 
produce  collision,  ought  to  be  studiously  guarded  against  The 
propriety  of  this  suggestttn,  we  feel  confident  you  will  at  once 
perceive.  With  these  general  remarks,  permit  us  to  call  your  at- 
tention to  two  cases  of  very  aggravated  character.  In  the  latter 
end  of  the  year  189C),  or  in  (821,  a  certain  Samuel  G«  Griffith,  of 
our  state,  v^nt  with  his  overseer  to  a  village  called  Kenaet  Square, 
in  searth  of  a  slave  who  sometime  before  had  made  his  escape 
from  him:  he  was«  we  understand,  fuU^  able  to  identify  the  slave* 
and  had  the  inhabitants  of  the  villa^  g>ven  him  the  aid  he,  as  a  cit^ 
izen  of  the  I  nit -d  States,  bad  a  ri^ht  to  expect,  he  would  have  had 
little  or  no  difficulty  in  secunng  hts  property:  but  unfortunately, 
the  in^sabitants  of  tne  village,  governed  by  misguided  philanthropy, 
instead  of  assisting*  gave  him  all  the  trouble  they  had  it  in  their 
power  to  give,  loe  cotiseq  lence  was,  a  determination  on  his  part 
.  to  take  his  slave;  and  in  attempting  to  do  so,  himself  and  his  over- 
seer lost  their  lives. 

This  case  caused,  in  our  state,  much  public  excitement*    Our 
citizens  demanded   legislative  interference.    They  saw,  in  this 
cttiOj  particularly  those  of  them   who  lived  near  the  borders  of 
'  SO 
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Penntytfania*  tilt  str<Nigett  ifidaeenent  to  {heir  akires  to  < 
They  discovered  in  it,  also,  a  motive  to  insurrection,  if  es'-4ip« 
could  not  be  ejected  in  any  other  way.  These  feelings  of  atta'-h- 
men^  which  oueht  to  bind  the  cilizeni  of  the  United  States  to  each 
other,  appeared  to  them  to  be  violated. 

In  a  word»  they  viewed  Pennsylvania  more  as  a  hostile  than  as 
a  sister  state. 

The  other  case,  we  beg  leave  respectfally  te  mention  to  jrov, 
happened  the  last  summer.  One  of  he  undersigned,  Mr.  Chana- 
xieVi  who  is  now  a  delegate  from  Har  ord  county,  attempted  to 
recover,  near  the  village  of  Darby,  in  your  <itate«  a  slave  beioDging; 
to  a  neighbor  of  his.  who  had  run  off  some  short  time  before.  la 
this,  as  in  the  precedinsr  instance,  if  no  opposition  had.been  made 
.by  the  Pennftvlvanians,  the  recovery  of  ints  property  would  have 
been  accompfished  wUh  little  difficulty.  Mr  Chauncey  kne\t  the 
slate  perfectly  well,  and  was  reaf'y  and  willing  to  iden^fy  him  in 
the  way  required  by  the  laws  of  your  state«  The  inhabitants  of 
the  place,  however,  throw  in  his  way  every  possible  obstacle^ 
'Mr.  Chauncey  n^quested  that  the  si  ve  might  be  kept  in  safe  cus- 
to'ly  for  two  days,  to  give  him  an  iqiportunity  of  returning  to 
Harford,  Und  brinsnne-  every  possible  proof  that  could  be  demand- 
ed; but  thisi  was  refused  him.  'Ilie  blave  was  finally  released,  and 
Afr.  (^haunrey  threatened  with  imprisonment;  and  this  too,  in 
the  presence  of  many  people  of  color  .  It  was  stated,  too,  by  the 
inhabitants,  before  the  n^i^roes  were  dispersed,  and  in  their  hear« 
ino:,  that  a  negro  had  a  n^it  to  put  to  death,  any  one  who  mig^t 
atte    pt  to  ariTst  him  in  his  hoiDte. 

B'^sides  those  two  cases,  many  others  happen  every  day.  We  are 
v^ll  advised  that  the  slaves  of  our  citizens  go  off  in  numbers,  to 
your  state;  and  that  thev  are  rarely  recovered;  and  when  they 
are,  not  without  considerable  trouble. 

Thi^  has  now  become  to  us  a  most  alarming  evil,  and  requiniig 
immediate  remedy  Unless  one  be  afforded,  ^at  desirable  har- 
mony that  should  subsist  between  us,  is  not  to  be  expected;  and 
•our  respective  citizens  will,  on  the  contrary,  feel  towards  eadi 
other  ovey  thin^  but  friendshin. 

Perr-ijf  118,  also  to  su  geRt.  tnat  the  wisest  policy  of  your  state, 
independent  of  the  considerations  we  have  before  stated,  requires 
joato  prohibit  in  every  proper  way,  the  settlement  of  people  of 
•olor  in  your  state.  It  would  seem  to  us,  in  theJRature  of  things,  impos- 
aible  that  such  a  population  can  be  amalgamated  with  the  whites. 
However  liberal  we  may  feel  towards  them,  they  cannot  be  per-, 
mitted  the  enjoyment  of  every  political  privilege. 

tn  some  measure,  they  must  be  a  distinct  portion  of  the 
coinmunity.  If  we  are  not  misinformed,  your  state  already  feels  the 
burthen  of  thi<t  poptilation.  It  seldom  happens  that  they  are  not 
extremely  dissolute  and  idle,  and  consequent  nuisances  to  the 
public.  Wp!  mention  this  with  all  possible  respect,  without  wish- 
ing to  interfere  in  the  slightest  degree  with  the  policy  of  your 
state,  except  when  such  policy  may  interfere  with  the  rights  of 
9ur  citiqeas.     Aut  \re  do  most  earnestly*  in  the  name  of  the  le^ 
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gnlaiiif  e  of  Mtryland,  Solicit  tiie  enactment  of  such  Iqpl  provi* 
pions,  by  vo«,  as  may  protect  our  citizens  in  the  peaceable  posftes-* 
sion  of  their  slaves.  This  has  become  now  a  matter  of  serious 
moment  to  the-n;  and  one  calculated  to  produce  the  most  distress- 
ing irritation  between  the  two  states

It  appears  that  the  proposetl  amendment  has  been  already  act^ 
ed  upon,  and  decided  by  the  Le^nslature  .:f  this  Commonwealth* 
upon  the  original  proposition  of  uif  state  of  Pennsylvania,  by  a  res- 
olution, passed  21st  Januar;jr,  1890,  by  which  the  Legislature  expres- 
sed their  non -concurrence  in  the  proposed  amendment.  Tour  com- 
mittee are  of  opinion,  that  the  Legislatnre.  having  once  acted  de- 
finitively MB  the  proposed  amendment,  have  no  further  power  on 
the  subject,  unless  upon  anew  and  original  proposition,  submitted 
to  them  by  some  other  state,  or  brought  forward  in  this  Legtsla- 
ture.  It  becomes,  therefore,  unnecessary  at  present,  to  express

Tbis  ciieiim- 
stanc4and  the  idea  entertained  of  the  possibility  of  confinin*;  the 
^v'atefs  in  the  bed  of  the  riVer  td  narrow  sluices,'  ha\e  co  fifu.ed 
this  opinion.  he  com'missione  s  have  viven  a  minute  examiiia- 
ti<m  to  th:s  branch  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  them,  and  sarislied

They  occur  usuallyf}  om  tlie  1  si  September  to  the  20tn  J  une,  vari- 
ously however,  in  vaiibus  yeirs:  And  it  so  hap|)ens  that  although 
boats  are  known  in  sonie  years  to  pasH  down  through  each  of  ttie

The 
duration''  f  tlniir'{)enbd  n^ce^arity  inciVasesks  you  a*j;proach  the 
Great  Falls,'^and  'dccT*eases  as  you  ascend  to  the  head  oi  the  river, 
The  nyils  attendinif  the'present  state  of  the  navigation  lessen  the 
l)enefits  which  ini^  be  (mpj.»osed  to  bi»  derived  Irom  even  thissh(»rt 
periods  They  chiefly  consist  in  its  ^uncertainty  and  dependence 
on. the  vicissitudes  ol  th^  seasons,  in  the  great  rapid ity  of  thlg  cur- 
itut  of  the  river  tn  eonseduence  of  the  great  fall  or  inclinati(in  of 
itir  plane,  int>^6pc(rtionto-its  length;  in  its  dangerous  cha/acter 
«isingfrom  tlie  ^ildntJfts  of  the  toirerit  and  the  siiddennehS  of 
ih  bourses  and  ttieatml^rS,*  liavtng  worn  its  devious  way  in  the  lapse 
of' ages  through  cbvntlestf'ridgcji  of  rbck^  and  mouutaifis;  and  in 
cofjiequeace  of  htfgt  figments  of  rock's  and  large  loose  stones 


theremainB  of  the  iRrasted  mountains,  scattered  ^^^J>a#pd  ^ 
'some  places  rh\nz  ovtr  the  eutiie  bed  of  fl'e  river;  a^pd  leatviiign^ 
passage  for  loaded  boats,  irtipelled  by  the  rapid  and  iinpetupug  cur- 
rent, but  what  maj  oe  found  b^  warping  and  winding  witl^  t^eut- 
iros'  exertion  of  strength,  a- ill ty  and  watchfulness  oii  the  part  of 
the  ri-ew.  thrOuiBfi  a  most  irregulat  course.  Bj  these  dangers  Fnanjr 
^iKitftand^arjoes  ari\destroved..  The  uncertainty  and  the  short- 
Bess  of  the  dur.'^tion  oif  the  floods,  are  the  vrry  worst  features  im 
the  character  ot  this  navig»ti6n.  '1  Vis  uncertainty  frequently  oc- 
casions the  most  ruinous  disappointments  to  the  (armers,  millers 
and  merchants.  The  expected  rainn  are  often  denied,  and  the  con- 
acc^nence  frequently  is,  that  contracts  cannot  be  complied  with^ 
which  occasion  loss  and  ruin.  Somctitues  a  small  ria^e  and  deceit 
fill apiearilhceH induce  a, collection  of  tlie  scattered  crew  of  'he 
boatmen  from  the  mountains,  and  a  general  sbmment  of  produce* 
By  the  time  they  have  4t'scended  foi  ry  or  fifty  miles  down  the 
river^a  fnll  in  the  water  takes  place;  the  boats  are  coiiipelled  to 
stop,  and  their  storage,  increa^efi  expenses,  neglect  of  agt'nts  and 
Datura!  causes,  waste  the  prdfiti^^  or  damage  the  produce  of  alt  con- 
cerned. This  chiefly  occurs  in  the  upper  part  of  the  liver  Some- 
times the  rains  come  on  sooner  than  they  are  expected,  and  the 
rise  and  felt  on  tfie  river  succeed  t  ach  other  before  thv  farmers  are 
prejiaied  to  make  their  ship m  ents;  then  the  crops  lie  on  hand  till 
next  year,  subject  to  all  the  inconvenienres  and  losses  accompany- 
ing such  circu'r  stances.  And  when  the  floods  are 'the  most 
propitious,  and  the  navigation  is  the  best  under  existing  cilrcum- 
stances,  the  usual  consequence  is,  that  the  prodnce  of  immense 
distracts  of  ct^untry,  among  the  most  fe  til^  in  the  union,  is  all  for- 
ced into  market  ''t  one  time,  and  a  capital  which  might  be  sufficient 
to  give  better  prices,  if  the  merchant  had  time  to  r-eceive  the  pro- 
ceeds of  one  inTcstinent,  before  he  made  a  second,  is  found  iiiade- 
nuate  to  give  a  fair  price,  to  all,  under  such  disadvantages  Thus 
tne  farmet  has  frequently  no  alternative  left,  but  to  sacriflce  the 
fruits  of  his  year*8  labor.  The  expenses  are  already  too  great,  anil 
produce  win  bear  no  additional  cost  or  risk  of  shipping  farther, 
and  Ho  carry  it  hOme  again  is  impossible;  for  sometimes  even  the 
boat  which  brought  it  down,  cannot  be  floated  back  empty  '  it  is 
suiely  to  be  lamented  that  Wretched  as  is  this  navigation,  it  is  the 
sole  dependence-  of  a  vast  extent  of  country,  which  in  spite  df  its 
fertility,  and  the  value  of  its  inexhaustible  minerals  ot  thfc  inosi; 
useful  kind,  is  most  evidently  d.  ixipin^  aud  suflering,  for  want  of 
a  ready  trark  t  for  its  productions,'  itnout  which  stiraolus,  it  it 
impo^^sible  for  it^  agriculture  to  floUrish|  or  its  u)&tural  resourcts  to^ 
be  develop*  d. 

Bad  indeed  as  is  the  na'vigatioti  above  descrilf^d,  still  tiiis  ^en* 
veyante  is  pi  eterred  by  ail  who  can  avail  themselves  of  it,  to  land 
cairiage  \\  ith  all  its' Unct  rtain ties  and  risks,  rt  is  found  chea- 
per b^  all  the  farmer*  and  ntillers  than  maintaiuting  supernutner- 
sry  horses  throughout  the  year,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  pro>> 
duce  to  utarket.  if  additionahp^dof  were  required,  a  stronger 
Cf^Jinfit  be  adduced,  thav  this  very  dtcuuiitunce  oi  the  imm|^nse 
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^perior^  «f  BaV|g;atioii  orer  land  carria^  If  navigation  luetfnf -^ 
kered  with  ae  manj  risks  and  uncertainties,  and  unavoidable 
•xpenses,  ia  stin  preferred  b;  all  who  can  avail  themselves  of  it; 
to  the  uaual  lamf  carriage,  aMisted  by  improved  roads  te  all  th« 
8eaporta;aDd  if  this,  the  worst  and  dearest  of  all  kinds  of  naviga* 
tion,  doeayet  g:ive  an  increased  value  to  the  lands  contiguous  to  it 
•ver  those  whose  s6le  reliance  in  the  turnpike,  u  hat  may  we  not 
reasonably  calculate  will  be  the  still  furtherlncreased  value  of  the 
Jl^nda  aflbrded  by  a  safe  and  constant  still  water  navigation? 

Muke  Mivigathiu 

Aswhaf  has  oeen  called  sluice  navigation,  baa  been  the  kindl 
adopted  by  the  Pot<»mac  Company  and  the  one  on  winch  s  *  laigt 
a  ;  art  of  their  funds  has  been  expended,  it  msy  be  necessary  ta 
give  an  rxplanati<m  drawn  from  actual  obs<frvation  of  what' hat 
Been  done  and  tried  for  many  years,  of  this  kind  of  work  on  the 
Potomac. 

Tht  sluices  on  this  river  arc  of  tliree  kinds:  the  first  which  are 
diieflv  found  in  the  upper  part  of  the  river,  are  channel  formed 
by  low  walls.  The  second  are  channeU  fonned  by  excavating  the 
rockv  bottom  of  the  rivers  ITie  thin!  kind  wh  cl-  are  yet  used, 
and  bave  been  of  service,  to  the  navigation  in  ^igh  wate> ,  are  chan- 
nels opened  near  the  banks  of  the  river,  around  the  raniiis  and 
amall  falls  in  the  current,  as  :t  Harper's  Ferry,  Payne's  Falls,  &c. 
to  avoid  the  great  force  of  ihe  torrent  in  mid  strpam  in  such 
eituations  and  wi-h  the  view  of  giving  the  boatmen  a  land  path  on 
the  bank,  on  which  by  a  rone  they  may  drag  the  boat  up  the 
ttream,  when  the  violence  of  the  current  is  too  graet  to  b**  «ivcir- 
oome  by  setting  poles.  These  channels  though  used,  are  *»f  very 
imperfect  and  tei!;porary  construction,  the  bottoma  of  no  one  of 
them  being  graduated.  Thry  are  certainly  too  imperfect  tp  be 
called  canals  altnough  such  is  their  common  appellation,  'f'he 
two  first  of  those  bnd  o '  sliiices  are  formed  on  erroneous  principles 
and  Uve  failed  to  renc  r  any  service  to  the  naviuatiun  of  the 
livers.  Tha  errors  in  the  first  requiring  detail  wiU  be  presently 
explained  The  errors  in  the  second  kind,  or.  in  excavating  chan- 
nels in  the  bottom  of  the  stream,  consist  in  attempting  on  a  long 
line  of  a  stream,  inclining  all  the  wav  in  its  whole  length,  to  re- 

Elate  the  de|^  by  partial  cutting  or  deepening  the  bottom.  I  n- 
isyou  bring  water  to  a  level  the  whole  length  of  the  litie  of  its 
#tream,  any  partial  cutting  or  deepenins  in  spots  along,  the  line 
«o inclined,  only  serves  to  transpos  a  shallow  a  little  further.up  the 
line,  or  te  moke  hollow  basons  of  no  service  And  in  a  river  where 
the  chief  failure  i;i  its  navigation  arises  from  the  too  Itog  and  too 
frequent  deficiency  ol  depth  of  water  necessary  for  boating, 
owing  to'  the  great  inelination  of  the  plane  ot  its  stream  and  tj)  its 
consec|uefit  rapid  discharge  of  winter,  if  you  smooth  the  plane  br  ^ 
re^i.'  vingallobst^ctions*  the  rapidity  will  of  course  be  increasea« 
and  the  sooner  will  the  deficiency  in  th<.  depth  be  felt  The  low 
dam  or  walling  plan  of  improvement  though  the  oppo^te  ig^  its 
'effect  U>  the  one  described  and  not  so  radically  erroneous  en  gen-

Potomac,  '^o  make  this  manif'sfi  t*me  detail  of  the  circum^ 
ftanc'M  in  which  fhejart  used  an!  placed  is  Qe.*e9tary.  The 
ruins  of  this  kind  of  work  trc  to  be  seen  some  distance  a^ire 
Cumberland,  not  how'*verretehiii^  to, R^tvan;;^  ri  er  and  expend 
at  greater  or  lest  intervals,  to  where  the  general  depth  of  wa^er  is 
considerably  increased,  becoming  more  and  More  rare,  a^  jhs 
waiter  i*  mors  abundant.  They  consist  in  low  ia.ns  running- 
acrott  from  shore  to  shore,  elevated  about  t8  inches  or  two  fec^ 
from  the  bottom  and  made  of  rounded  stone  'ticked  up  out  of  the 
bed  of  tSe  river,  of  the  size  that  a  man  can  eonvenisntl j  handle, 
the  greater  part  not  larger  than  a  man's  head,  and  raised  on  a 
broad  ba^iaof  fro.ii  ten  to  twenty  feet  *n  width.  T  is  traanverse 
low  wall  or  dam  is  usually  connected  with  two  w>ills  about  the 
•ama  height,  but  built  on  a  narrower  basin  of  from  six  to  eight  feet 
placed  parallel  tn  each  other,  and  to  the  shores,  at  the  distance  of 
SO  fe^t  from  each  other,  through  which  passage,  by  a  gap  in  the 
transverse  dam,  it  is  intended  to  force  the  current  of  the  river» 
and  to  deepen  the  waters  by  collectiug  it  into  this,  artificial  chanr 
nsl.  The  number  of  these  transverse  walls  connected  as  stated, 
with  20  feet  sluices  on  the  river,  is  very  great,  but  it  was  not 
thought  necessary  to  count  them.  Indeed  in  such  a  state  of  nin 
were  the  greater  part  of  them  found  that  they  were  difficult  to  be 
dtstini;uisned  from  the  numerous  fish  dams  found  along  the  whole . 
eourse  of  the  riven  A  fe^v,  but  enough  of  them  were  in  a  suffi* 
«ient  state  of  preservation  to  be  examm  d  and  to  afford  the  means 
^f  asce-tainin^howfar  they  were  calculated  to  answer  the  ends 
tnieod^'d.  Tne  rommissioners  are  not  prepared  to  say  what  might 
be  the  effect  of  this  kind  of  walling  on  other  rivers;  but  they  are 
vrell  assured  that  the  river  Potomac  cannot  be  usefully  confined 
by  such  eontrivances,  even  if  they  were  made  in  the  best  manner 
of  which  that  kind  9f  walling  is  susceptible.  'Hie  bottoti  of  this 
river  which  forms  the  drain  ots  monntainous  region  of  such  wide 
extent,  is  v^^rv  unequal  in  its  level,  and  abounds  in  shallows  and 
1ie!«oo8,  according  to  its  ibduracy  or  softness,  and  to  the  increased 
or  diminished  force  of  the  current;  sometimes  weakened  by  ex* 
jmndingin  widened  plains,  or  in  the  formation  of  islands;  sonetimoB 
increased  by  contraction  between  mountains  and  rocky  banks;  and 
above  all  byitb  flowing  so  n^ptdly,in  consequence  of  the  grea^tness 
ot  its  fail  compare'l  to  its  lengtlu  The  result  from  such  circum*, . 
eranceson  this  kind  of  work,  situated  in  the  bed  of  such  a  river. 
is  that  these  walls  cannot  be  made  sufficiently  permanenti  and 
if  they  could,  so  verv  many  of  them  would  be  required  to  at- 
•tain  even  a  trifling  depth  that  the  benefit  would  be  infinitely 
toe  dear,  or  an  absolute  waste  of  money.  These  walls  from 
tbeir  nature  canncit  be  light,  but  if  they  could  be  made  se,  an^ 
the  whole  body  of  the  water  in  such' a  river,  could  be  confined 
to  a  channel  of  twenty  feet,  the  velocity  of  tlie  current  rush^ 
ing  through  tbes^  short  *  hannels  with  full  room  te  spread  after  it 
has  passed,  would  be  increased  in  propo;  tion  tu  its  confinement.

In  some  places  capsons 
would  be  required  to  be  placea  on  the  banks  to  overcome  the  op- 
posing power  of  the  cun^ent.    For  these  reasons  and  from  the  ex- 
perience already  had  of  the  perishable  natures  and  trifling  urility 
of  this  sort  of  work,  it  appears  that  it  would  be  idle  to  attempt 
iany  thing  in  future  of  this  kind. 

Lock  and  Dam  A'\ivigation. 

Another  mode  is  by  some  relied  upon,  to  improve  the  navigar 
tion  of  this  river,  in  consequence  of  its  supposed  greater  cheap* 
ness  than  a  canal  properly  so  called,  and  consists  in  deepening 
the  water  in  the  bed  of  the  river,  sufficiently  for  the  purpose  of 
navigation,  by  high  dams  of  large  stone  and  solid  construction^ 
with  a  lock  or  two  locks  to  each  dam,  and  a  short  canal  for  the 
purposes  of  descending  and  ascending  each  level. 

I  his  mode  has  many  and  great  tnconveniencies  inseparable 
from  it;  the  most  important  objection  to  it  is  the  greater  expen- 
siveness  of  the  kind  of  navigation  which  alone  it  affiirds,  that  is^ 
in  boats  managed  by  men  instead  of  boats  drawn  by  a  horse;  be- 
side this  si;eneral  objection,  many  reasons  may  be  ad  iuced  to 
shew  why  it  cannot  be  advantageously  adopted  on  the.  Potomac 
river;  the  general  width  of  this  river  is  too  gt  eat,  the  fall  is  also  to* 
considerable,  and  the  alluvial  margins  which  alternste  from  tb* 

*The  ipreater  put  of  the  weeks  wbich  of  late,  yean  hare  oceurred,  ac-

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ri]B;ht  to  the  left  bank  of  the  river,  the  whole  leni^h  of  its  course 
to  tide  water,  and  which  varj  in  elevation  from  fifteen  totliirty 
ieet,  woald  in  high  water,  withoat  enormous  expense,  form  inse- 
cure abutm  'nts  to  the  dams.  This  kind  of  margin  being  formed 
of  loos«*  earth,  of  coin^^arative  recent  for«i&ation}  would  when  ob- 
structions are  placed  in  the  bed  of  the  river,  be  liable  to  be  forced 
and  washed  awaj  at  the  extremities  of  the  dams;  the  dams  them- 
selves, althou^  ever  so  solidly  built,  would  require  frequent  re- 
pairs; the  fall  m  the  nver  from  Cumberland  to  tide  water  being 
about  '^ST  feet,  would  reouire  about  5:^  damS|  as  the  banks  wouiS 
not  admit  of  a  greater  elevation  being  eiven  to  the  dams  than  10 
feet,  without  great  risk  of  damaging  the  marginal  property,  and 
o^  increasing  the  liability  to  t-equent  injuriea  to  the  dams  them  • 
selves;*  each  dam  would  require  a  lock  of  the  same  lift  as  the  daui« 
and  also  an  entering  canal  xvith  a  guard  lock,  of  considerable  ele- 
vation, to  be  used  in  high  water;  add  to  these  the  danger  of 
being  thrown  by  the  current  over  the  dams,  however  judiciouslr 
located,  below  the  guard  lock,  and  the  inconveniencies  that  would 
arise  in  high  water.  Taking  all  these  disadvantageous  circumstances 
into  the  account,  consider  the  number  of  dams,  locks,  &c.  and 
their  great  length  from  100  to  800  yards,  and  the  necessary  solid- 
ity required  in  their  construction,  and  then  calculate  the  other  in- 
cidental expenses,  the  whole  amount  would  be  nearlv  equal  to  the 
cost  of  a  regular  canal,  and  the  advantages  would  be  infinitely 
lets.  Upon  a  full  view  of  the  difTerent  plans  therefore,  it  cannot 
for  a  moment  be  doubted,  but  that  the  adoption  of  a  regular  eanal 
out  of  the  river,  though  following  its  ravine,  will  be  the  most  use* 
lul  and  durable  improvement;  and  when  the  advantages  and  cost 
of  each  mode  are  relatively  considered,  incomparably  the  cheapest 
The  canal  which,  under  all  circumstances,  the  commissioners  nave 
thought  best  calculated  to  suit  the  localities  of  Potomac  river,  on 
which  our  estimates  are  founded  is  one  31^  feet  wide  at  top,  20  feet 
at  bottom,  and  3  feet  deep;  the  earth  to  be  thrown  out  next  to  the 
river  to  form  a  tow-path,  elevated  two  feet  or  thereabouts  above 
the  level  of  the  water  in  the  canal,  and  the  track  of  the  tow-path, 
to  be  1<»  feet  wide.  The  level  of  the  canal  to  be  generally  eleva- 
ted above  the  highest  floods,  except  when  it  is  fouiid  necessary  to 
take  in  a  supply  of  water  from  the  river,  or  to  pass  expensive 
ground  along  a" rocky  shore;  thirty  feet,  it  is  supposed  is  the  ne- 
cessary width  to  admit  the  passage  of  two  boats  of  sufficient  size 
to  carry  d5  tons,  and  to  admit  of  a  small  platform  on  the  bow  of 
he  boat,  suflEicient  to  take  a  horse  in  upon,  as  that  in  two  places 
would  be  necessary,  where  it  lias  been  found  expedient  to  cross 
the  river  bv  means  of  a  dam,  to  avoid  too  expensive  cutting  or 
walling.  \n  orde^  to  ascertain  the  practicability  and  cost  of 
this  plan,  the  commiztsioners  have  liad  the  assistance  of  the  late 
engineer  of  the  state  of  Virginia,  on  whose  Sound  practical  judg,- 

*Lock  and  dftm,  is  the  kind  of  navigation  adopted  on  the  Schuylkiil  nvcr, 
but  that  is  a  small  narrow  river,  with  high  banks;  and  much  damage  it  ia  said 
haa  been  done  to  ipai^nal  property  in  consequence  of  the  darai. 
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ment  and  knowledge  entire  reliance  may  be  placed,  more  < 
cially  after  the  test  ms  estiinateg  have  undergone  on  that  part  •f 
the  James  river,  where  part  of  the  canal  he  had  designed,   has 
been  completed.*    And  it  has  been  there  found   that  contractors 
and  undertakers  in  sufficient  number  can  lie  obtained  from  Tariovs 
parts  of  the  United  States,  to  undertake  the  works  at  the  estimm- 
ted  cost,  wheneyerthe  states  think  proper  to  authorise  the  cutting 
of  a  canal.      The  report  and  calculations  on  this  plan,  made  from 
Mr.  Moore's  field  notes,  bj  Mr.  Isaac  Briggs,  who  has  been  ap- 
pointed his  successor,    as   far  as  we  proceeded  before  the  ad- 
journment, occasioned  bj  the  serious  sicknesi^  of  the  greater  part 
of  the  commissioners,  and  of  the  engineer  and  surve^rors;  that  it 
about  half  a  mile  below  Goose  creek,  and  since  to  tide  water,  are 
herewith  presented,  and  shew  the  utmost  probable  cost,  of  such 
canal  for  that  distance;  plats  of  the  courses  of  the  rirer  and  canal 
will   likewise  accompany  the  plan  and  calculations,  and  ail  b« 
hereto  annexed. 

The  commissioners  have  endeavored  in  their  examination  of 
the  manner  and  costs  of  improving  this  river,  to  take  as  complete 
a  view  of  tlie  subject,  as  circumstances  would  permit,  so  as  ta 
present  to  the  Legislature  such  a  representation,  as  would  enablor 
them  without  loosing  sight  of  the  ulterior  advantages  which  mast 
grow«ut  of  a  canal  so  located,  and  out  of  the  consequent  future 
ramifications  and  extension  of  which  it  will  necessarily  be  the 
parent,  as  to  he  able  to  shew*  not  only  the  entire  cost  of  the  un- 
dertaking, as  far  as  the  national  road  at  Cumberland,  bat  the  cost 
of  so  much  as  may  now  appear,  within  the  limits  of  the  ways  and 
means  of  the  two  states.  With  this  view  they  directed  the  engi- 
neer in  the  outset,  to  make  his  calculations  of  the  surveyed  route 
ia  sections,  so  as  to  shew  the  whole  costs  of  each  section,  from 
one  important  point  to  another,  along:  its  whole  coarse.  This  they 
supposed  would  place  the  commencement  of  this  great  work  com- 
pletely within  the  reach  ot  the  resources  of  the  states;  as  whether 
the  canal  commenced  for  the  present  at  Cumberland,  and  de- 
scended the  river  where  the  greatest  obstructions  to  navigation 
are  found;  as  far  as  WiUiam^s  Port;  or  at  tide  waters,  and  as- 
cended the  river,  every  section  when  completed,  would  add  to  the 
value  of  the  commerce  and  soil  ot  the  states,  and  therefrom,  some- 
thing would  at  once  be  received  in  tolls.  The  level  and  survey 
of  the  whole  course  being  once  ascertained  and  decided,  any  part 
of  the  work  likely  to  afford  the  greatest  i)enefit  and  profit,  mi^ht 
be  completed  in  such  a  manner,  as  to  be  united  with  the  remain- 
der without  addition  of  cost  or  any  derangement  of  the  plan. 
This  partial  cutting  in  sections,  would  enable  the  states  to  keep 
their  expenditures  within  reasonable  bounds,  and  to  guard  against 
the  necessity  of  oppressive  burthens.  At  the  same  time  that  they 
would  lay  the  foundation  of  an  improvement,  which  when  extend-

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•4  across  the  mountains  and  completed,  it  is  n^  rain  boast  te  say 
will  be  of  ^eater  importance  than  any  other  of  which  the  topor. 
graph  J  of  the  United  States  is  susceptible. 

The  territorial  feature  of  the  United  States,  which  is  most  im- 
portant  to  all  our  relations,  political,  commercial,  and  social,  is 
the  e^ctensive  range  of  mountainous  region  which  divides  the  rir* 
era  fallinjB;  into  the  Mississippi,  from  those  which  fall  into  the  At^ 
lantic  Ocean.  It  <orms  a  wall  of  separation  between  the  west  and 
east,  and  the  difficulties  it  presents  has  diverted  the  western  com^ 
merce  from  the  nearest  sea  oorts,  and  caused  its  general  current 
to  seek  distant  outlets  arounci  its  southern  and  northern  extremi* 
ties.  Such,  however,  is  the  wise  arrangement  of  Providence,  that 
where  the  evils  resulting  fr  m  this  great  barrier  operate  most  st- 
Terel J,  that  is,  nearest  to  its  centre,  it  has  placea  the  remedy 
within  our  reach.  Of  all  the  rivers  which  reciprocally  drain  the 
lands  beyond  and  on  tliis  side  the  mountains,  tne  Ohio  on  the  one 
side,  ana  the  Potomac  on  the  other,  extend  their  ramilBcations,  of 
which  anj  use  can  be  made,  nearest  to  the  summit  and  level  of 
the  dividing  ridge.  Such  also  is  the  favorable  shape  of  the  mountains 
at  this  point  where  the  waters  approach  nearest,  that  its  flattened 
surface  forms  extensive  and  luxuriant  meadows^  called  glades* 
A  well  known  operation  of  the  laws  of  nature,  at  this  elevated 
point,  at  all  times  many  degrees  cooler  than  the  surrounding  air, 
condenses  the  vapors  and  attracts  the  clouds  rising  on  either  side 
of  the  mountains,  so  that  these  elevated  plains  or  glades  in  the 
driest  season,  are  copiously  supplied  with  water,  and  afford  rich 
and  abundant  pasturage^  when  all  the  vallies  beJow  them  are 
parched  with  drought.  Deep  creek  is  a  western  stream  falling 
into  Youghiogany,  which  forms  in  these  glades,  and  is  situated  at 
that  point  from  which  the  commissioners  commenced  their  meas^ 
ureroent,  within  two  hundred  and  four  feet  of  the  summit  of  the 
dividing  ridge,  and  can  be  brought  by  a  cut  within  two  miles  of  a 
branch  of  Savage  river,  called  Crab-tree  run,  at  the  junction  of  its 
branches,  at  Swanks  old  mill,  on  this  side  of  the  mountains. 
Deep  creek  is  a  copious  stream  with  baiks  nearly  perpendicular, 
running  through  the  soft  earth  of  the  glades,  ana  was  in  the  sea- 
son ^hen  they  examined  it,  (supposed  to  be  the  driest  which  has 
occurred  within  the  memory  of  most  men  living)  from  three  to 
four  feet  deeprand  from  nine  to  twelve  feat  wide,  with  a  current 
of  about  one  and  a  half  miles  to  the  hour.  There  is  a  naiTOW* 
pass  ia  ^ridee  of  the  glades  through  which  Deep  creek  makes  its 
way,  where,  by  erecting  a  dam  of  fifteen  or  twenty  feet  high,  and 
not  more  than  forty  or  fifty  yards  long,  these  meadows  may  be  in- 
undated, and  an  immense  pood  may  be  formed  equal  at  least  to 
thiee  or  four  miles  in  length,  and  half  a  mile  in  breadth*  This 
reservoir  it  is  believed,  would  furnish  sufficient  water  tor  locks, 
and  a  canal,  if  carried  through  the  dividing  ridge  by  a  tunnel  tw» 
miles  long  to  descend  and  ascend  both  sides  of  the  mountain,  to 
the  Monongabela  on  the  west,  and  to  Savage  river  on.  the  eaat,. 

<Ca]icd  Heophole  Ri<%e« 
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CBpesitUj  when  recmted,  m  yon  denccnded  by  Biff  YougliioKaBj 
on  the  west  sideband  by  Crabb-tree ruD, on  the  east  side,  respect- 
ively The  fact  was  not  asct^rtained;  but  from  the  position  of  the 
sources  of  Little  Yougiohany,  it  \s  belieTcd  they  might  easily  be 
conveyed  into  the  same  reservoir.* 

Sufficient  attestion  has  not  heretofore  been  paid  to  t|ie  invaluable 
supply  of  water  afforded  at  this  elevated  point,  by  the  principles  of 
attraction  and  condensation.  Whenever  mountains  present  a  flat- 
tened surface  near  or  at  their  summit  of  any  exteni  sufficient  to 
|>rev*'ntthe  rapid  waste  of  water,  which  steeps  occasion,  they  gen- 
erally possess  all  the  qualities  of  the  best  meadow  land/  Mr. 
Gallatin,  in  his  masterly  report  on  the  roads  and  caoals  of  the 
United  i:^tates,  has  entiVely  overlooked  the  consequences  of  this 
Operation  i>f  natural  causes  at  this  point,  and  asserts  from  the 
supposed  absence  of  such  a  reservoir  the  impracticability  of 
uniting  the  western  and  eastern  waters.  H;s  words  are  these^ 
'*the  impracticability  arises  trom  the  principle  of  lock  navigation, 
which  in  order  to  effect  the  ascent,  requires' a  greater  supply  of 
water  in  proportion  to  the  heighth  to  be  ascended,  whilst  tne  sop* 
ply  of  waters  becomes  less  in  the  same  proportion.*'  "Nor  does 
(says  he,)  the  chain  of  mountains  through  the  whole  extent  where 
it  divides  the  Atlantic  from  the  western  rivers,  afibrd  a  single 
pond,  lake  or  natural  reservoir.'^  In  this  assertion,  happily  for 
posteritv,  this  eminent  statesman  is  sul>stantialiy  mistaken;  and 
It  is  highly  satisfactory  to  know  that  this  grand  disideratuin  can  be 
found;  and  that  whenever  the  resources  of  the  nation  are  deemed 
Sufficient  to  undertake  the  magnificent  labor  of  perforating  the 
great  barriers  of  the  east  and  west,  by  the  short  tunnel  required^ 
water  will  not  be  found  wanting  for  canaling  purposes.  The  want 
of  the  neccssarv  supply  of  water  is  the  mam  consideration;  and 
next,  whether  tne  objects  to  be  attained  are  worth  the  expendi- 
ttire  required.  Mr.  Gallatin  in  another  part  of  his  report  instly 
remarks,  "Nor  should  the  plan  on  account  of  its  magnitude,  be 
thought  chimerical,  for  the  elevation  and  other  natural  obstacles  of 
iotervc«ingground»  or  want  of  a  sufficient  supply  of  water^  and  not 


*These  glades  and  this  slowly  gliding  stream  were  to  us  sur- 
prising objects,  elevated  as  they  are,  and  situated  among  the  spurs 
or  latteral  ribs  of  the  Little  Back  Bone  mountains,  which  have 
but  a  small  rise  abote  theje  natural  meadows,  and  exhibited  to 
the  eye  fatrgued  with  the  severity  and  rudeness  of  the  face  o»  na- 
ture, in  the  tedious  asiieflt  to  their  elevated  plains,  an  appear* 
aBce  no  less  delightful  than  unexpected,  of  an  open  level  country,

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^tA«ice»  are  the  only  insuperable  impediments  to  an  artificial 
navigation** 

The  route  for  a  canal  from  Cumberland   to  the  Monongahela, 
across  the  mounuins,  and  its  practicability    are   so   intimately 
connected  with  the  canal  at  present  contemplated,   that  it  ne- 
cessarily blends  itself  witli  every  view  of  the  ?*ubject.     It  waa 
for  this  reason  that  the  work   was   commenced   at   Deep  ci  t»rk» 
the  better  to  judge  of  its  practicability  and  of  th«*  reas<mabler>esft 
of  the  consequences  eipscfeii   to   arise    fiom  openi  j;  the  canal 
navi  ation,  as  far  as  now  recommended.     The  sectio  ^  across  thn 
mountains  to  t he  states  of  Vir8:iDia  and  Maryland,  would  at  present 
undoubtedly  be   an    undertaking  beyond  their  ordinary  means* 
But   to  the  states  of  (Miio,  K.f'ntucky,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia> 
and  Maryland)  who  arc  all  immediately   concerned  it  might  not 
pi*ove  so;  and  certainly  not  to  the   United  States,  who  are  nv)  lean 
deeply    interested  in  its  accomplishments,  upon  political   oou- 
aideradous;  involving  our  dearest  interests  of  inter  lal  strengtk 
and  security  in  war,   of  commerce  and  revenue,  and  the  jn*es^ 
ervation    of  the    Union.     Of    its    practicability,  it  is  believed 
little   doubt    cau    exist,  as    the    necessary     supply    of   water 
can   be  found.      The  cost  of  the  lockage  and  tunnel  are    thn 
only  real  obstacles.     When  the  practicability  of  a  line  of  canal  in 
ascertained,  where  a  doubt  can  at  ail  <  xist,  as    lo   he  lelative  pre- 
ponderance, it  is  the  province  of  prudence,  previous  to  the  adop<> 
tion  of  an  expensive  plan  of  improvement,  to  weij|;h  in  the  scale  of 
computittion,  the  cost  and  labor  against  the  advaiotages  expected  t<^ 
be  derived  therefrom.  The  cost  oi  the  section  ota  canal  trom  Cuna^ 
berland  to  >«0Dongahela,  although  it  will,  whenevei  the  estimate 
is  made,  be  fouud  eomparatively  much  greater  than  on  lower  lev*' 

*'l'he  foUowinfc  extract  from  Mr  Hamilton  Fulton'a  report  t» 
the  board  of  public  works  of  North  Carolina,  for  the  year  ladl^ 
page  22,  will  give  you  an  idea  of  t^e  operation  of  lockson  cariHls». 
and  of  a  ne^  method  of  saving  the  waste  ol  wattr^  so  precious  at 
great  elevations,  by  means  ot  basins  or  ponds  arranged  in  a  par»» 
ticular  HMmner,  where  many  locks  are  necessary  to  surmount  con^ 
siderabie  elevations.  Mr.  H.  Fulton  is  an  enf^neer  of  celebiity^ 
induced  by  North  Carolina,  to  come  to  this  countrv  from  fin^lana*. 
Extract.  "Althuudi  [  do  net  app*  ove  ot  more  locks  than  ^iiie  be« 
ing  built  at  one  pEice,  yet  the  work,  4ke.  double,  treble,  quadruple^ 
&c.  chains  of  locks  cause  much  detention  and  waste  of  water,  a* 
the  following  examples  will  sliew,  viz:  If  a  boat  has  entered  the 
upprr  lock  tor  the  purpose  of  descending,  no  other  boat  can  ascend 
until  she  has  got  out  of  the  lowest  lock,  and  vice  versa*  If  aboaC 
ascends  immediately  after  one  has  descended,  as  many  back  &ll» 
of  v^ater  must  bedrawn  from  the  simiiit  as  there  areloeknin  the 
chain;  and  if  a  descemting  biiat  succeeds  the  ascending  one  the 
whole  of  the  water  is  lost  except  one  lock  full.  Thus  an  ascend- 
ing and  descending  boat  in  a  chaih  oi  ^>x  locks,  will  draw  off  six 
locks  full  ut  water  Irom  the  summit,  while  an  ascending  and  de* 
acendini;  beat  uassing  through  six  single  locks  wUhprnisof  •uffi* 
citnt  capmaty  between  each,  will  draiw  off  only  one  Mc  /M  tcopi 
thn  snmmit* 
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«lsi  jet  will  fall  far  short  pf  what  an  inexperienced  Bublic  luve. 
heretofore  imarined.  But  on  the  other  hand«  who  will  undertake 
to  enumerate  the  advantage  and  growing  profits  on  the  trade  of 
the  only  canal,  which  is  practicable  between  the  waters  of  the 
^10  and  the  Chesapeake?  It  is  only  necessary  to  see  trie  unec|ual 
led  location  of  this  central  route;  the  length  of  the  barrier  of 
SBountains  which  it  would  8ever;;the  boundless  region  of  the  north*^ 
iirestem  states  and  territories*  and  tiie  extent  literally  unparalleled 
•n  the  globe  of  thealreadv  connected  inland  navigation.  ^  means 
•t  the  great  lakes  and  colossal  rivers,  to  be  united  with  rotomac» 
«nd  to  consider  the  greater  distance  and  expense  of  gettine  to  and 
from  other  markets  on  our  seaboard,  to  be  entirely  satisfied  that  in 
ai  country  increasing  in  population,  wealth  and  the  knowldge  of 
political  economy  like  ours,  that  the  object  to  be  attained  in  a  pe- 
cuniary point  of  view  alone,  is  beyond  calculation;  and  it  affords 
the  most  amj  le  guarantee  for  the  interest  and  capital  that  may  be 
invested  to  complete  it,  whatever  ma^  be  tlie  amount  of  such  invest- 
ment; and  cannot  fail  moreover,  to  ¥e  a  vast  and  always  increas- 
inf  source  of  the  revenue  hereafter,  either  to  the  states  through 
-which  it  will  pass,  or  to  the  United  States,  whichever  may  under- 
take it*  The  paramount  and  primordial  claim  of  this  route  to  public 
attention  is  evinced  by  the  location  of  the  National  Road,  and  also 
•f  tl^e  seat  of  government,  and  no  less  so  by  the  early  date  of  the 
charter  of  the  Poto«ac  Company,  immediately  after  the  peace 
mtablishing  oui  independence.  This  last  circumstance  shews  it 
to  have  been  the  very  first  object  of  this  nature,  which  engrossed 
the  attention  of  Virginia  and  Maryland,  when  we  had  scarcely 
drawn  the  first  breath  of  emancipation.  The  manuscript  calcula- 
tions of  our  Washington,  who  was  the  father  of  this  company, 
shew  that  in  his  mind  the  western  trade  and  the  improvement  of 
the  Potomac,  were  always  intimately  connected.  He  makes  the 
difference  between  the  route  from  Detroit  on  Lake  Erie,  by  way  of 
fort  Pitt,  now  Pittsburg,  and  Fort  Cumberland,  to  Alexandria, 
and  that  to  New  York,  in  distance  496  miles,  or  upwards  of  500 
miles  to  tide  water  in  favor  of  the  former.*  This  grand  specula- 
tion of  this  great  man  of  drawing  the  commerce  of  the  lakes  and* 
the  north-western  territories  to  Alexandria,  requires  only  the  uni- 
on of  the  waters  of  the  Ohio  and  Potomac,  in  order  to  be  realized;

It  is  supposed^  that  when  the  nature  of 
a  voyage  from  the  states  north  of  Ohio  to  New  Orleans  0r  to  New 
YorMs  contrasted  with  a  voyage  to  Washington  on  Potomac,  on 
the  supposition  of  the  navigation  being  perfected  across  the  moun-

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ItinSt  thtt  in  many  respects  the  advantaf^s  will  be  m  eansidera- 
ble  in  favor  of  Wa9hin;jrton,  that  it  will  in  most  instances  be  pre-' 
fened.  This  preference  over  New  Orleans,  will  arise  from  the 
down  stream  navigation  of  the  rivers  eroptjing  into  the  Ohio;  ia 
the  gentle  current  of  the  Ohio,  compared  with  the  rapid  stream  of 
the  Mississippi,  taking  into  view  the  time,  labor  and  expense  of 
retur  iagf  as  well  as  g  ing  to  market  on  each  route,  anil  the  ef- 
fect of  the  clifiiate  of  New  Orleans,  in  damaging  flour  and  bacoov 
and  all  vegetable  and  animal  productions,  and  its  dangerous  tnflu<« 
ence  on  more  northern  constitutions,  as  also  the  very  great  diffl-* 
culty  and  length  of  tine  it  requires  for  ships  to  get  up  from  sea  t* 
thfit  city.  *  Over  New  York,  the  advantages  will  consist  in  the 
shorter  distance,  and  the  necessity  of  navigatine  the  lakes  in  ves- 
sels of  a  different  construction  from  those  used  in  rivers*  and  os 
canals  renuiring  a  change  of  hands,  navigators,  and  the  repeated 
removal  ot  cargo  from  the  one  kind  to  the  ether,  while  the  owner 
of  a  boat  will  be  able  to  go  and  come  all  the  way  to  Washington, 
in  most  instances,  with  a  crew  of  his  own  neighborhood.  Add  te 
these  reasons,  the  circumstance  ot  the  New  York  canal  being 
closed,  one  month  longer  by  ice  every  year,  than  a  canal  on  Po« 
tomac,  and  the  superiority  of  this  route  will  be  manifest.* 
C^eneral Mdvantagesof  canal  or  sHU  water  navigmtUnu 
On  a  canal,  such  as  is  now  proposed,  a  boat  carrying  25  tons 
burthen,  will  be  enabled  to  go  up  tne  river  course,  with  the  samo 
facility  she  goes  down;  the  navigation  on  the  canal  will  be  always 
good,  except  when  it  is  closed  by  ice.  The  present  condition  of 
the  navigation  of  Potomac  riv«r,  has  been  explained,  and  the  dif- 
ference in  these  important  respectsi  is  too  glaring  to  require  ad«> 
ditional  comment.

There  is  fifty-eight  miles  less  portage  to  New  York,  but  to  bal^ 
ance  this  there  is  one  hundred  miles  more  upstream,  and  nineter 
miles  more  lake  navigation. 
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The  vsnal  load  of  a  waeoii  on  our  turnpijc«t  is  jtaUd  at  thcee' 
tons;  a  boat,  one  man,  a  boy  and  horae,  will  bf  equal  for  trans- 
portation then,  to  more  than  8  was:ons,  «  mf  n  and  40  horses, 
each  travelling  at  the  same  rate  of  distance  in  eaual  ti  'le. 

A  calculation  is  hereto  annexed,  marked  D,  tvhich  shews  that 
takine  into  Tiew  the  daily  expenses,  ititerest  on  »utfit  and  wear  of 
tiie  wa^RS,  men  and  horses  required  to  transport  25  tons,  and 
the  same  expenses,  interest  and  wear  of  a  boat,  man,  boy  and  horse, 
required  to  hear  the  same  burden  on  a  canaU  the  transportation 
by  land  carriage  is  20  times  g;  eater  than  b  canal.  It  may  well 
then.be  stated  "that  thcpuWic  would  be  great  gainers,  were  they  to 
lay  out  upon  the  making  of  every  mile'  of  canal,  twenty  times  as 
much  as  they  expend  upon  a  mile  of  turnpike  road;  while  a  mile 
of  canal  is  often  made  at  less  expense  than  a  mile  of  road;"  though 
commonly  it  has  cost  on  recent  work  in  the  country,  something 
more  per  mile.  This  excels  has  rarely  exceeded  a  'third  of  the 
cost  of  a  mile  of  turnpike,  locks,  culverts,  &c  all  considered. 

To  shew  how  tie  tolls  mav  be  increased  for  the  benefit  **f  a  ca- 
nal company,  while  the  freigfit  is  still  lessened  very  considerably, 
an  example  given  by  tJie  late  Mr.  Robert  Fulton,  is  so  stn^n^fy 
stated  and  cleanly  illustrated,  that  ue  cannot  do  better  than  in- 
sert it  verbatim  "By  the  Lancaster  turnpike  from  Philadelphia* 
to  the  Susquehanna  at  Columbia,  is  74  miles;  on  it  from  Columbia 
to  Philadelphia,  a  barrel  of  flciur,  (say  WO  weight,)  pay«  one  dol- 
lar carriage;  a  broad  wheeled  wagon  carrfes  So  barrels  oi  3  tons,  and 
pays  for  turnpike  S  dollars;  thus  for  each  ton  carried,  the  turnpike 
conipany  receives  one  dollar;  the  making  of  the  road  cost  444,000 
doliars,  or  en  an  average  of  6000  dollars  a  mile.  I  will  now  sup- 
pose a  carnal  to  have  been  cut  from  Philadelphia  to  Columbia,  and 
with  its  winding  to  make  100  miles,  at  g  15,000  a  mile,  or  for  the 
whole  1,500,00(;  dollars.  On  such  a  canal  one  man,  one  boy  and 
horse,  would  convey  25  tons  20  miles  a  day,  on  which  the  follow- 
ing would  be  the  expenses:  a  man,  1  dollar;  a  horse,  one  dollar;  aboy 
50  cents:  tolls  or  repairing  canal,  i  dollar;  tolU  for  passing  locks,  &r. 
21  50  cents  Interest  on  the  wear  of  a  boat,  50  cents;  sum  total  5 
dollars.  This  is  equal  to  20  cents  a  ton  for  20  miles,  and  no  more 
than  one  dollar  a  ton  for  I OO  miles;  instead  of  10  dollars,  paid 
by  the  road;  consequently  fm  each  ton  carried  from  Columbia  to 
iTiiladelphia  on  the  canal,  the  co  npany  might  take  a  toll  of  suv 
dollars  instead  of  owe,  which  is  now  got  by  the  road,  and  then  the 
flour  wodld  arrive  at  Philadelphia  for  seven  dollars  a  ton  instead 
of  fen,  which  it  now  pays.  The  ton  of  merchandise  taken  from 
Philadelphia  back  to  Columbia,  would  also  pay  5  dollars  less 
than  it  now  pays. 

Suppose  that  exactly  the  number  of  tons  would  wioye  on  the 
canal,  that  arc  now  transported  by^the  road.  Again  let  it  be  sup- 
posed tliat  at  one  dollar  a  ton,  tlJe  turnpike  company  gains  5  per 
cent,  per  annum  on  their  capital  of  444,00f^  or  22,200  dolla'^  con- 
sequently 22,200  tons  i»  ust  bo  carried,  which  at  sir  dollars  a  ton 
to  the  caiial  company,  would  give  135,2«>0  dollars  a  year,  8  J  par 
cont  for  the  capital  of  1,500,000  dollars." 
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In  order  to  sec  Ijic  immediate  effect  of  culling  a  canal  from 
tide  water  to  Cumberlancl,  it  is  necessary  to  ascertain  the 
amount  of  tolls  now  takeq  on  the  roads  leadiair  from  and 
through  those  districts  of  co  ;ntry,  which  will  avail  themselves 
of  the  cheaper  conveyance  by  canal,  as  from  Leesburg  by  Al- 
exandria and  Georgetown,  and  from  Union  Town  by  Hagcrs^ 
town,  Boonsborottgh,  Fredericktown,  kc.  to  Baltimore  and 
Georgetown.  The  tolls  now  taken  on  these  roads,  and  also  at 
the  Great  Falls  ^f  Potomac,  may  be  five  or  s.x  limes  increased  in 
amount  on  the  canal,  and  still  in  consequence,  of  the  great 
saving  in  freight;  as  above  stated  and  exemplified  the  cost  of 
transportation  to  the  owner  of  the  produce  or  goods,  will  b^ 
greatly  cheaper^  than  it  now  is  by  ihe  road. 

But  by  far  the  greater  part  of  the  tolls  received  on  canals 
generally,  and  likewise  on  this  canal,  will  accrue  on  those  ar- 
ticles, which  are  too  bulky  to  be  transported  to  any  consider- 
able  distance  by  roads  or  ihe  present  navigation.  The  use  of 
these  necessary,  although  cheap  articles,  is  now  almost  whol* 
iy  denied  to  a  large  inland  population,  and  the  benefits  of  such 
as  the  interior  affords*  excluded  from  the  seaboard;  among 
these  are  fuel,  the  materials  for  building,  and  certain  articles 
of  food  and  domestic  use,  to  wit:  coals,  cord  wood  and  c'lar- 
coaK lime, slate,  marble,  iron,  timber,  potter's  c:irth  an^l  tan- 
ner's ba^k,  iudian  corn,  oats,  barley,  salt-beef,  pork,  cider,  fruit,^ 
tar,  tarpenlinc,  &c.  The  supply  of  these  articles  to  be  obtain-* 
c<l  from  the  banks  of  the  Potomac  and  its  branches,  is  literally 
inexhaustible,  for  which  there  will  be  a  growing  demmd. 
These  will  constitute  articles  entirely  new  to  the  commerce 
LetwceH  the  inteWor  and  seaboard. 

The  chief  ariclesat  present  exchanged  bj^thc  interior  with  , 
the  seaboard,  are  flour,  hemp*  ftax,  wool,  bacon,  lard,  whiskey^ 
«obacco,    ginseng,    tallow,  bees-wax,  pe^rl  ashes,  live  cattle^ ' 
hogs  and  horses. 

The  productions,  for  which  will  be  created  a  market  alto*  * 
gelher  new,  and  those  of  the  seaboard  and  of  commerce,  for 
which  the  demand  will  increase  in  consequence  of  opening  a 
canal,  are  plaster  of  Paris,  salt,  fish  oil,  fish,  all  the  other  pro- 
ductions of  the  rivers,  and  every  kind  of  foreign  merchandise. 
The  fisheries  on  the  rivers  emptying  into  ih^^  Chesapeake, 
will  be  doubled  in  value.  The  coasting  trade  ofthe  Chesa- 
peake will  be  increa-ed;.ship  building  will  be  promoted}  and 
infine,  the  states  will  feel  the  beneficial  effects  of  such  an  ini - 
provemcnt,  in  every  quarier  and  exi'-emity  of  the  r  territory. 

The  article  of  coal,  which  ia  founJ  in  niich  p.Hifua'oii  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  North  Branch  of  Potomac^oFa  quality  equal  tothe 
best  Liverpool  coal,  in  the  cvept  of  the  completion  cfthe  canal, 
may  be  afforded  in  Georgetown,  at  ^0  cents,  making  full  at- 
Iowaiu:e  for  freight  and  tolls,  at  the  same  rates  as  pa'd  by 
grain  and  more  valuable  articles^  and  if  on  such  cheap  bulky  ^ 
articles  of  the  first  necessity,  the  freight  and  tolls  are  ra«eAWy 
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lowered,  as  would  be  politic  aad  reasonable,  it  may  be  fiirni^- 
ed  at  16  cents  or  less.  The  price  may  be  thus  ascertainedi. 
supposing  a  ton  or  a,24e  lbs.  to  pay  one  cent  freight  aad  one 
cent  toll  per  mile,  and  where  the  pita  are  eight  or  ten  railea 
removed  from  naTigation,  as  is  the  case  of  those  near  Cum- 
berland, and  the  co;«l  hare  to  be  carried  that  distance  to  the 
cani^l  in  wagons,  the  price  will  be.

But  supposing  the  tolls  and  freight  on  articles  of  this  kind, 
reduced  one-third  as  may  well  be  done«  with  a  view  to  extend 
the  market,  the  price  might  be  stated  at  16  cents. 
^  The  price  of  coal  has  varied  of  late  in  the  sea  orts.  from  S5 
to  37)  cents  per  bushel.  In  Europe  the  existence  of  abund- 
ant coal  mines  is  supposed  alone  a  sufficient  inducemept  for  cut* 
ting  a  canal,  so  many  are  the  uses  and  so  immense  is  the  con-* 
sumption  of  th's  article,  when  it  ean  be  obtained  en  moderate 
terms.  Fuel  enters  so  largely  into  the  price  of  every  article 
snanufactured,  that  on  its  cheapness  depends,  in  a  measure^  tKe 
success  of  numerous  establishments,  which  at  first  view  seem 
td  have  no  connection  with  it;  and  in  all  articles  wrought  by  fire 
and  steam,  it  is  the  principal  ingredient  of  price;  in  our  coun- 
try, even  the  prtKluctions  qf  agriculture  will  be  increased  by  a 
reduction  in  the  price  of  coal.  The  whole  of  the  wood  restrv' 
cd  for  fuel,  in  the  rich  vallies  along  the  Potomac  and  its  branch- 
es, would  be  cleared,  and  the  land  brought  Into  cultivation; 
nor  would  the  beneficial  effect  here  end,  but  would  be  felt 
throughout  the  borders  of   the  Chesapeake. 

^late  banks  of  excellent  quality  for  roofing,  are  found  in 
.  #tili  greater  abundance  than  coal,  and  more  of  them  immedi- 
ately on  the  banks  of  the  river,  so  that  if  facilities  for  trans- 
portation were  carried  to  the  quarriies  which  might  be  opened, 
slate  for  roofing  could,  it  is  bdieved,  be  furnished  as  cheap  as 
the  best  shingles. 

The  immense  bsnks  of  irbn  ore  which  are  yet  unopened 
along  the  river,  on  account  of  the  limited  demand,  would,  if 
iron  could  be  transported  more  cheaply,  and  the  price  of  fuel 
was  considerably  reduced,  be  another  resource  added  to  the 
wealth  of  the  states,  and  afford  considerable  tonnage  to  the 
canal.  The  lime  which  is  now  furnished  in  onr  seaports,  and 
which  principally  supplies  the  demand  for  this  most  useful  ar« 
ticle  in  architecture  and  agriculture,  is  brought  from  Rhode 
Island.  This  would  afford  a  new  Source  of  ifidustry  and  profit 
to  oui^  citizens  now  engrossed  by  our  more  active  neighbors. 

SucK  will  be  the  creation  of  new  sources  of  wealth  and  pop* 
olatloti)  aud  sucti  are  some  of  the  prominent  benefits  to  be  it* 
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med  froifi  this  canaT.  Within  the  last  60  years«  England  haa 
quadrupled  her  wealth  and  political  importance,  and  this  riaein 
her  fortunes,  dates  with  the  operation  of  her  canals  commenc* 
cd  within  that  period.  Holland)  the  Netherlands,  the  valley  of 
Lombard^  and  China,  are  yet  more  striking  instances  of  the 
immense  increase  of  the  power  and  population  of  territoriesi 
in  consequence  chiefly  of  canals.  When  we  look  at  the  a«ivan« 
tages  of  the  now  completed  canal,  its  immediate  operation  on 
the  value  of  the  lands  of  the  south  Branch  and  Shanondoah» 
and  the  whole  valley  of  Potomac,  cannot  fail  to  strike  the  intiel- 
ligent  observer.  The  mountainous  counties  of  Hampshire  and 
Allegheny,  will,  in  consequence  of  the  value  and  abundance  of 
their  minerals  become  the  most  important  counties  in  either 
state,  and  the  points  on  which  the  lever  will  rest^  that  is  to  ad^ 
Ujincc  and  extend  the  manufactures,  commerce  and  agriculture 
of  the  most  distant  ramifications  of  the  Chesapeake,  Tumber- 
jand  will  become  the  entrepot  of  the  merchandise  of  the  westt 
and  at  no  distant  date  a  thoroughfare  for  the  giea'est  com- 
mcrce  of  the  Union.  Baltimote  being  already  esublished  and 
possessing  enterprise  and  capital,  will  have  it  in  her  power  for 
many  years,  if  not  forever  to  enjoy  the  larger  share  of  these 
new  created  fountains  of  wealth;  nothing  will  be  wanting  to 
ensure  this,  but  to  add  a  short  link  to  this  great  internal  trade  by 
a  canal  from  Bladensburg,  or  the  head  of  the  Eastern  Branch  ef 
the  Potomac,  to  the  Patapsco  at  Elkridge.  The  distance  be- 
tween these  two  points,  in  a  straight  line,  cannot  exceed  18 
miles,  and  the  route  of  a  canal  would  not  probably  be  more 
than  25  miles.  The  elevation  on  this  route  above  the  tide  is 
not  great,  and  the  upper  part  of  the  Patapsco,  and  other  in* 
portant  streams  might,  there  is  reason  to  believe,  fumiab  the 
supply  of  water  required  for  the  light  level.  If  this  is  the  case, 
and  there  is  little  doubt  of  it,  the  cost  of  this  work  would  not 
be  great.  Or  if  it  should  accord  more  with  the  wishes  and  in* 
terest  of  the  Oaltimorians,  to  branch  the  canal  at  a  higher  point 
on  the  Potomac,  let  provision  be  made  for  trying  the  practica- 
bility of  a  branch  from  the  foot  of  the  Catocten  mountaisi  or 
any  point  below  it  to  Baltimore. 

^         Probable  proJU$  of  ikU  CanaL 

Taking  the  average  tonnage  of  the  boats,  which  have  passed 
through  the  locks,  in  the  years  18j»>  1890  and  IH21,  from  the 
efficiai  document  Atmished  by  the  Potomac  Company,  it  ia 
3  l,a  15  tons  each  year.  Supposing  ten  barrels  of  flour  equal 
to  a  ton,  and  computing  the  whole  produce  in  flour,  the  amount 
which  has  descended  the  river  each  year,  is  a  quantity  of  pro- 
duce equal  to  llB,000  barrels  flour.  If  such  is  the  quantity 
transported  onHhe  river,  in  its  present  imperfect  state  of  navi- 
gatioDf  it  is  not  extravagant  to  suppose  that  four  barrels  of 
flour  are  now  carried  by  landf  for  one  which  is  transported  bf 
irater^  and  which,  when  the  caoal  is  completed^  will  seek  thi^ 
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cheaper  canveyanee.  Tliii  would  make  an  additional amouot 
of  four  hundred  and  Beventy-tvrp  thousand  barrels.  Thein- 
habitants  of  the  counties  of  Hardy,  PendleioPf  and  a  large  part 
'of  Hampshire^  in  Virginia,  and  a  considerable  portion  or  Al- 
legheny, in  Maryland,  and  of  Bedford,  in  Pennsylvania,  are 
exclusively  devoted  to  grazing  If  tho  facilities  of  transporta* 
tlon  were  aRcrded  them  by  a  canal,  they  would  either  alaugh- 
ler  their  cattle  at  home,  and  send  down  the  beef  and  pork,  or 
would  turn  their  attention  to  the  more  profitable  pursuits  of 
agriculture.  From  these  counties  we  may  then  fairly  calculate 
upun  the  addition  of  two  hundred  thou^aiul  barrels.  The  es- 
tablishment of  a  canal,  will  no  doubt,  diaw  commerce  from  the 
counties  of  Franklin,  in  Pennsylvania,  and  8henand.iah,  Rock'* 
in^^hani,  and  large  parts  of  Augusta,  In  Virginia,  for  which  m» 
may  confidently  add  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  barr*»U. 
l^Fom  respectable  authoriry  we  learn,  that  in  the  year  iS&l 
400,000  barrels  (f  flour  were  made  in  the  four  «outh- western 
counties  of  Pennsylvania,  all  </f  which  would  seek  a  market  by 
way  of  the  National  Road  and .  contemplated  canal;  adil 
to  this  1,60,000  barrels  from  the  sta^te  of  Ohio,  and  the 
counties  of  Ohio,  Brooke,  Preston,  Harrison^  Sec.  in  Virgin- 
ia, and  the  aggregate  amount  is  1,600,000  barrels.  Tlie  toll 
as  now  estublisht  d  on  the  Potomac  is  S2  cents  per  bar- 
1^1  for  the  longer  distance,  and  11  cents  for  the  shortest. 
T*he  mtdiam  may  then  be  slated  at  iff  cents;  the  tolls  then*  up- 
on ICOOjOOO,  would  amount  to  the  sum  of  240X00  dollars;  the 
estimate  cost  of  the  canal  is  1,378,9^4^  dollars;  upon  which  the 
sum  of  2240,000,  gives  15  per  cent,  per  annum  profit,  and  an 
excess  bufficicnt  for  annual  exj>rnbes. 

in  this  calculation,  the  tolls  on  the  ascending  commercet 
conVislingof  plaster  of  Paris,  salt,  fish  in  b^nels,  and  foreign 
merchandise,  rt quired  for  the  interior,  is  not  enumerated. 
They,  it  is  supposed,  will  amount  to  a  third  of  the  sum  of  the 
descending  toll.  Nor  is  any  allowance  made  for  the  tolls  on 
the  new  articles  which  will  be  added  to  the  descending  trade, 
viz:  coal,  linlc,  lumber,  Indian  corn, .Sec.  So  that  it  any  doubt 
can  exist  concerning  the  increase  of  tolls,  in  the  proportion 
vAbove  stated,  this  additional  source  of  tonnage  will  ensure 
the  profit  of  15  per  cent,  per  annum;  but  there  is  j0L  stronger 
assurance  of  gaining  at  least  this  amount  of  profit,  when  it  is 
considered  how  much  this  rate  of  toll  assured  may  be  increas- 
ed and  still  leave  •  the  freight  considerably  cheaper  than  it 
now  is,  as  Is  so  clearly  anparent  from  Mr.  Fulton's  statement 
already  cited.  t  •

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^&ch;  U  is  proboted  that  the  mooej  should  b€  raised  by  a  loaii 
for  16  or  SO  years,  which  could  probably  be  elF^ected  at  4  per 
cent,  per  annum;  but  for  the  greater  certainly  let  it  be  calcula- 
ted at  6  per  cent,  as  soon^s  the  loan  shall  be  determined  upon; 
let  books  be  opened  under  the  direction  of  the  states  for  the 
subscription  Of  stock  by  individuals,  at  such  places  as  the  Le- 
gislatures shall  deem  expedient,  each  individual  to  be  entitled 
to  the  stock  he  subscribes  -for,  upon  condition  of  his  paying

for  by  individuals,  the  states  themselves  shall  be  considered  as 
holders,  the  probable  nett  profits  of  the  canal  when  completed^ 
Upon  a  moderate  and  sober  calculation  have  already  been  es- 
timated at  15  per  cent,  upon  the  whole  capital  required  to 
construct  it  Whenever  the  canal  shall  be  finished  let  these 
profits  be  exclusively  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the  in- 
terest and  redemption  of  the  loan,  and  even  should  these  profits 
yield  only  ten,  instead  of  15  per  cen*.  they  would  be  amply  suf- 
ficient to  liquidate  the  whole  debt  in  less  than  16years«  so  that 
in  order  to  accomplish  this  important  object,  each  state  would 
only  have  to  pay  foj^^five  years,  within  which  time  it  is  suppos- 
ed the  canal  mi'^ht  be  finished.  The  interest  on  T89,00#  dol- 
lars, or  on  so  much  thereof,  as  shall  remain  after  deducting 
the  amoui  t  of  individual  subscription;  but  should  it  be  deemed 
by  the  Legislatures  inexpedient  to  raise  so  large  a  sum  by  loan^ 
it  is  submitted  to  their  wisdom  in  order  to  test  the  accuracy 
of  the  above  scheme,  whether  it  would  not  be  an  object  of  great 
public  utility  to  make  those  sections  of  the  canal  between  Har- 
per's Ferry  and  tide  water,  and  whether  it  would  be  a  measure 
forbi^jden  by  the  suggestions  of  the  strictest  prudence  to  bor- 
row a  sum  sufficient  for  their  completion,  the  amount  required 
would  be  560127  dollars,  but  take  this  sum  and  divide  it  be- 
tween the  states,  let  the  foregoing  plan  be  adopted,  and  then 
the  payment  of  the  interest  for  two  years  within  which  period 
the  canal  could  certainly  be  effected  on  280,065  dollars,  or  so 
much  of  that  sum  as  should  not  be  taken  by  indif  idual  sub- 
scription; would  be  the  only  burthen  to  the  states,  or  in  fact 
only  half  the  interest  for  the  first  year  as  it  would  \be  only  ne« 
cessary  to  borrow  money  according  to  the  annual  expenditure* 
It  is  probable  that  local  jealousies  which  are  so  natural  to 

•So  that  a  subscriber,  say  for  one  htindred  dollars,  would  in 
the  ev^nt  of  the  completion  of  the  canal  within  B  years,  as  cal- 
culated, and  of  its  yielding  a  per  centum  sufficient  to  discharge

others,  will  on  this  occasion*  hate  to  be  combatted;  these  aris^ 
from  the  supposed  effect  canals  have  to  injure  exis  ing  markets, 
by  increasing  rivals,  and  of  lessening  the  value  of  the  produc- 
tions of  those  portions  of  territory  already  enjoying  the  exclu- 
nive  benefit  of  those  markets.  These  jealousies  however,  have 
hi  every  country  where  canals  have  been  introduced,  been  prov- 
ed by  expenence  to  be  ill  founded,  for  so  great  is  the  depend- 
ence of  eath  psrt)  on  the  condition  of  the  rest,  and  so  intimate 
is  the  general  cottnection  in  a  nation,  th^t  even  t  be  fa^  o**ed  few  so 
far  being  injured,  have  been  benefitted  by  the  general  prosper- 
ity;popu]ation»  commerce  and  consumption  have  invariably  kept 
pace  with  increase  of  productions;  and  the  uniform  consequence 
hm  keen  a  general  increase  of  power,  wealth  and  civilization.

GsNTLSMeN:  By  instruction  from  the  board  of  directors  oC 
the  Potomac  Company,!  have  the  honor  to  make  the  follow* 
ing  commnaication: 

The  letter  you  were  pleased  to  address  to  me  on  the  5th  of 
July  last,  requesting  information  relative  to  the  affairs  of  the 
Potomac  Company,  was  received  soon  after  its  date,  and  the 
requisite  statements  have  been  for  some  time  prepared,  but  it 
was  thought  best  to  retain  them  until  you  should  hold  another 
netting  in  this  town»  for  the  facility  of  giving  expianatioati 
should  it  be  found  necessary;  they  are  transmitted  herewith, 
made  up  to  the  1st  of  August  last.  This  period  has  been  taken 
because  as  it  accorded  with  the  date  of  the  annual  relunif 
prepared  according  to  the  practice  for  the  general  meeting  of 
the-eorapany,  it  presented  the  means  of  more  certainly  fixing 
the  sums;  kc.  as  it  is  later  than  that  designated  by  you,  it  is 
hoped  it  will  not  be  objectionable. 

The  paper  A,  furnishes  answers  to  f  st,  sd,  9d  and  4th  que 
riet««  put  by  you  in  relation,  to  thenttmber«  the  amount,  and  the 
proprietorship  of  the  sharts;  to  the  expenditures,  and  to  the 
debts  of  the  company.  As  to  the  ad  query,  no  separate  ac- 
counts having  been  kept  for  these  items»  it  has  been  found  im« 
possible  to  distinguish  the  amount  expended  In  the  original 
construction  of  the  works  from  the  amount  expended  in  the  re-* 
pairs;  and  further  it  is  proper  to  remark,  that  although  the 
whole  sum  of  the  expenditures  is  correctly  stated  at  27S9td87  29 
centSj  there  has  been  actually  laid  out  of  money,  other  than 
that  produced  by  the  proiits  of  the  works,  no  more  than  the 
sum  /)f  %3\\fi4Q  as  cents;  since,  as  Will  he  seen  by  the  note  at 
the  foot  of  paper  B»  the  sum  of  S2te,049  SO  cents,  received 
for  tolls,  supplied  so  much  of  the  expenditure. 

The  paper  B,  gives  in  detail  the  information  required  by  the 
5th  query,  as  to  the  tolls  received,  the  boats  employed,  and  the 
produce  and  merchandise  transported;  by  which  it  win  be  per« 
eeived,  that  since  the  first  use  of  the  navigation  in  1800,  by 
-means  of  the  works  of  the  company,  to  speak  in  round  numbers', 
upwards  of  two  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars  have  been 
reoeiyed'for  tolls;  a  mass  of  produce  and  merchandise  has  been 
transported  on  the  river,  equal  in  value,  to  more  than  nine  mill- 
iions  three  hundred  thousand  dollars^  (as  one  article  of  which 
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one  millioQ  ane  humlred  and  thirty-five  thousand  bairels  ar 
flour  have  been  water-borne  to  market,)  and  that  fot^the  Ia*t 
fifteen  years,  on  an  averag^e,  acven  hundred  and  twenty  boats 
hav'c  been  annually  employed  on  the  river. 

The  pape*-  C,  exhibits  the  manner  in  which  the  tolls  of  the 
laat  year  were  expended,  and  is  intended  as  a  practical  reply  to 
your  6th  query,  inasmuch  as  they  have  in  each  year  been  ap- 
plijed  to  the  objects  there  described  in  greater  or  less  proporH- 
tion.

Charter  granted  bv  the  states,  confaintljr  in  1784,  navigation  (o 
he  imjiroved  from  tide  water,  to  the  highest  practicable  point  on 
the  North  Brancn.  so  as  in  dry  seasons  tor  permit  the  passi^  of 
boats  drawing  twelve  inches  water;  at  or  near  the  Great  Falls; 
canal  to  be  made  twentv-five  feet  wide,  four  feet  deep,  and  locks. 
if  necessary,  eighty  feet  long  and  sixteen  feet  wide,  to  convey 
vessels  and  rafts  drawing  foarfeet  water;  the  company  bonad  to 
begin  the  work  within  one  year  after  its  formation  and  to  com- 
plete the  improvement  of  the  naviffatioa,  from  Cumberland  to  the 
Great  Falls,  within  throe  rears,  ana  from  Great  Falls  to  tide  water, 
within  ten  years,  under  the  penalty  of  forfeiture  of  Charter.

Moved  from  the  confluence  of  the  North  and  South  Branch  of 
the  Potomac}  eood  water  a  short  distance  to  Old  Town  Falls»  up- 
wards of  two  liundred  yards  long;  water  in  best  channel;  at  the 
upper  end  seven  inches  deep*  at  lower  end  five  inches,  very  uar« 
row  channel  and  crooked;  the  water  good  a  small  distance,  then  a 
shoal  fifty  yards  lung,  six  inches  water  passms;  a  short  distance 
of  good  water;  enter  a  long  slioal  above  Taylor's,  extending  to 
the  mouth  of  Town  creek.  Inrough  this  shoal  the  commissioners* 
boats,  (drawina  under  five  inches  water,)  pursuing  the  best  chan* 
net  rubbed,  and  were  dragged  by  men  \\adin^  nearly  the  whole 
Vay  through.  At  the  mouth  of  '  nnn  creek  wins-dams  and  shute 
in  the  middle  of  the  river;  nater  six  inches  deep  in  the  shute.

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tew  to  John  lifitcbeH's  bottom,  except  a  reef  of  rocks  where  there 
is  a  small  fall;  then  good  water  from  five  to  twenty  feet  di^p.  op- 
posite M'DoniiaM-'s;on  Yirgnita  side;  then  water  good  half  a  mile, 
te  Mitchell's  rapids  half  a  mile  long,  in  which  are  six  reefs  across 
the  riter^  Aarrow,  Terj  crooked  and  difficult  channels,  the  boats 
robbing  at  each  reef  The  rapids  end  nearly  opposite  Box  well's,  the 
tenant  of  John  Mitchell>  where  the  boats  moored  for  the  nigbU 

*  August  10th. 

Moored  from  Boxwell's,  for  SOO  yards  good  water,  then  es- 
countered  small  falls  or  ledges  of  rocks  quite  across  the  river,  SCO 
yards  in  extent;  the  water  from  three  to  eight  inches  deep;  good 
water  for  one  quarter  of  a  mile;  then  for  the  next  mile,  occasion* 
al  ripples,  water  four  inches  <  along  which  the  boats  were  dragged 
between  the  ripples,  water  good;  came  to  Sweede's  Fall.eyhalfft 
mile  in  extent,  the  boats  fiequentiy  rubbinj^,  and  with  diiiicultj 
passing  over  them.

Mooved  from  N.  Abel's  ripples;  where  for  some  di()tance  above 
and  below,  there  are  large  rocks  standing  two  or  three  feet  above 
the  surface  of  the  water,  and  so  numerous  that  the  passage  be- 
tween them  ib  very  intricate,  by  which  it  was  necessary  to  cross 
and  re-cross  from  shore  to  shore,  to  avoid  them,  some  times  hang- 
ing upon  the  ripples,  where  there  was  not  four  inches  water. 
These  ripples  continued  a  considerable  distance,  the  boatmen 
having  frequently  to  get  out  and  lift  and  drag  the  boat  over  thenu 
Immediately  above  1  umbling  fiam  falls,  there  is  a  siiallnw  bar  af- 
fording only  tour  inches.  As  these  falls  then  is  among  many 
others,  one  perpendicular  pitch,  apparently  of  18  inches,  and  ex- 
actly in  the  boat  channel,  ilesides  these  natural  obstructions, 
there  are  here  and  at  manj  other  places,  artificial  ones,  made  by 
buildilDg  fish  dams  in  the  river,  in  shametul  violation  of  law.  Be- 
low the  bar  falls,  the  boat  hung  and  rubbed  for  a  long  distance, 
iu  water  not  noore  than  fi  om  three  to  four  inches  deep,  and  beforcf  we 
could  pass«  the  boatmen  were  under  the  necessity  of  going  into  tlte 
water  and  dealing  the  ciiannel  by  throwing  out  the  stones.  Good 
water  for  one  and  a  half  miles,  with  some  short  interruntion.  Af- 
tewards  came  to  another  Ions  ripple,  where  the  boat  nung  for  a 
long  time;  notwithstanding  aU  the  exertions  of  the  men.  The  water 
is  not  mote  than  three  inches  deep. 

Tuesday,  August  1 3. 

Started  from  Keal's.  Commissioners  boat,  supposed  to  draw 
about  seven  inches  water,  cood  water  for  a  short  diatanee,  then 
grounded  on  a  ledge  of  rocx,  running  across  the  bed  of  the  river; 
dUOyardsloweraown,  ledges  occur  again^  and  from  ttte  bottom, 
for  several  hut&dred  yards,  on  which  we  occasionally  rut»bed  without 
stoppings  further  ons  ground  on  small  gravel;  t>08itiiieiih«d4ojump 
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o«t  anti  tlrav  for  near  50  yards,  water  varjriog  in  depthi  from  eieht 
to  ten  and  1 2  inches  among  gravel,  pusbed  on  foi  50  yarda  fur- 
ther, water  y^tj  little  deeper;  when  again  we  had  to  drag;  wa- 
ter eight  inches  between  and  off  the  stones;  had  to  clear  the 
stone  out  of  the  course  of  the  boat;  a  little  bwer  down^  measure^ 
the  depth  of  water  .on  both  sides  of  the  boat,  and  found  five  ii^ 
inches  oft  one  side  and  six  on  the  other;  shoal  continued  tor  >  0  ar- 
id yards,  thoa  moved  on  among  scattered  stone  aln^ost  continue 
ally  robbiog  for  some  yards,  when  we  grounded  again,  water  nin« 
and  a  half  inches  among  Ui^  stones;  course  crooked,  and  boat 
touched  for  100  yards  further,  then  passed  a  fish  dam.  firmly  ce- 
mented with  sand. and  gravel  rannins  across  the  river  then  ffocnl 
water  fisr  a  quarter  of  a  mile;  then  rul&edover  a  ridge  of  rock  int» 
water,  intersnersed  with  large  stone,  on  which  we  could  avoid  rub- 
bing frequently,  thengood  water  for  some  hundred  yards*  when  we 
grounded  on  a  reef>  again  good  water  for  a  short  disunce:  eround- 
ed  again  on  a  reef;  tMn  passed  asmail  rapid  rubbing  ail  the  way, 
abont  80  yards. 

P.  M.  Kor  100  yards  good  water;  then  frequently  rubbed  and 
twice  stopped,  on  large  stone  which  covered  the  bed  of  the  river.^ 
Good  water  for  2  or  3(/0  yards,  river  filled  with  scattered  stone, 
rising  1 2  or  18  inches  above  water;  then  water  good  a  short  dis- 
tance; then  our  course  was  interrupted  by  a  fish  dam  and  broken 
sluice,  the  boatmen  obliged  to  thrbii^ stones  out  of  the  way,  fur-* 
therdown  grounded  on  stone;  abounding  herein  the  bed  of  the 
riven 

Nearly  abreast  of  Mr.  TitbalPs  house,  a  reef  crosses  the 
river,  anil  causes  a  small  fall  five  or  six  inches,  over  which  we  pas- 
sed without  difficulty.  A  reef  with  a  similar  fall,  just  below  the 
above,  obliged  the  boatn^en  to  shove  and  lift  the  boat  over;  further 
down  passed  another  reef  on  which  we  touched  a  sluice  made 
through  it,  misplaced  and  not  used;  ^hen  reached  a  gradual  fall, 
on  which  grounded  and  passed  with  difficulty,  having  to  clear  a 
passage,  then  a  few  yards  of  deep  water,  then  rubbed  for  many 
yards;  again  a  space  of  good  water;  then  grounded  on  large  grav- 
el and  dragged  some  distance;  then  floated  a  little;  theA  drag;;ed 
again  20  yards  into  a  few  ^ards  passable  wat^^r;  dien  dragged 
a^in  into  water  which  continued  good  for  near  half  a  mile;  ihen 
rubbed  again  on  small  gravel;  floated  a  little;  then  rUhbed  oa 
large  gravel  and  soon  stopped  on  a  rapid  about  100  yards  above 
Lantz's  house  and  island;  dragged  over  with  difficulty;  then  good 
water  to  Lantz's,  where  we  stopped  lor  the  night. 

Wkhnbsday  MotiiiiNG,  Aigusit  14. 

Moved  from  Lantx's  on  shoal  water,  boats  rub  frequently  and 
with  difficulty  pass  the  asnall  openings  in  ledges  of  rock  across 
the  river,  i  hese  openings  laying  in  zig  zag  line,  render  them  very 
difficnit  of  access;  the  boats  rub  hard  at  most  of  the  passes.  These 
clifts  and  shoals  extend  upwards  of  &  mile  aroona  the  head  of 
Washing  ton's  bottom;  then  good  water  half  a  mile;  then  ledges  of 
rooks4,ns)ng  to  the  surface  in  three  feet  water  with  narrow  shoal 
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passes,  rendering  the  navigation  difficult,  extending  upwards  of' 
naif  a  mile;  then  shoal  wrter  from  shore  to  shore,  about  three 
quarters  of  a  mile,  past  Dimmit's  island,  at  one  place,  boats  could 
not  pass  until  stones  were  removed  to  make  a  sm&ll  channel,  the 
impediments  throush  this  shoal,  can  onl  j  be  overcome  by  swelling 
the  water  by  dam;  tnen  good  water  three  quarters  of  a  mile,  to 
O'Queen's,  then  sboal  water,  boats  rub,  and  are  draped  a  mile; 
then  i(Ood  water  to  the  Burnt  Mill  Falls;  here  is  a  wing  dam,  I^ 
er  15  inches  hiji^,  turning  the  water  to  the  Maryland  shore,  work« 
ing  a  small  grist  mill,  owned  by  Thonms  King;  fall  at  the  mill 
three  and  a  half  feet  A  rapid  shoal,  extends  near  200  yards  from 
the  upper  end  of  the  wing-aam,  and  ending  nearly  opposite  the 
mill)  then  good  water  SCM)  yards  to  a  point  opposite  to  Marshall'a 
houses  on  the  Virginia  shore,  where  the  boats  moor  for  the  night. 

TuuKSDAT  MonvivG,  Jngust  15. 

Moved  from  Marshall's.  Good  water  continues  half  a  mile,  to  e 
ripple,  below  the  mouth  of  Fifteen  Mile  ceek;stthis  ripple  three 
quarters  of  the  width  of  the  river  is  bare  150  yards  distance,  leav- 
ing a  narrow,  crooked  and  shallow  channel,  through  which  the  boata 
rub;  then  ^ood  water  about  100  yards;  then  a  ripple  loe  yards^ 
through  which  the  boats  rub  nearly  the  whole  way;  then  the  water 
deepens  to  three  feet,  with  scattered  rocks  near  the  surface  a 
quarter  of  a  mile;  then  a  ri])pie,a  win^*dam,  and  shute  very  shal* 
low;  then  good  water  100  yards;  tnen  appear  ledges  of  rocks 
across  the  liver,  six  in  number,  about  equal  distance  from  each 
.  other,  extending  150  yards  down  the  river.  Boats  rub  through  the 
narrow  passes  in  these  ledges;  then  good  water  by  the  Man  oT  War 
rock,  opposite  Matthew  Kngle's,  then  a  short  reach  of  good  water 
te  Wiliet's  Fall,  or  Ions;  canal,  through  these  falls;  the  boats  were 
dragged  with  ^eat  difficulty.  After  passing  them,  enter  on  wate;* 
withiedges  ot  rocks  across  the  river^  there  and  below  where  shoa! 
water  extends  across  the  river  a  considerate  distance,  passing 
Sidling  Hill  creek,  and  to  Ferree's,  no  loaded  boat  drawing  eight 
inches  of  water,  could  pass.  The  boats  moored  opposite  Ferree's 
for  the  night.

Shoal  and  difficult  water  by  ledges  of  rocks  and  ripples,  passed 
Big  Capon  and  to  the  upper  end  of  Ridottt's  bottom;  then  good 
water  loO  yards;  then  s&oals,  ledges  of  rocks,  boats  passing  through 
the  narrows  and  crooked  openings,  one  among  rocks  four  feet 
above  water,  the  only  pass,  very  narrow  and  close  to  the  Virginia 
shore;  then  variable  water  to  John  Roby's;  then  good  water  to' 
Leopard's  mill,  worked  by  the  river  water,  under  a  fall  of  three 
feet  and  a  half;  then  variable  water;  the  greater  part  shoal  to  the 
mouth  of  Little  Branch  tkelow  Mr.  Summers.'  ' 

August  17. 

Moved  from  nearly  opposite  Mr.  Summers',  living  on  tht 
Maryland  sideband  five  and  a  half  miles  above  Hancock;  good 
\rater  a  short  distance;  then  passed  a  reef  of  rocks  with  a  fail  of

daui» then  shual  one  fourth  mi]e«  whole  distance  fruni  the  Fiddle 
Strings,  four  and  a  quarter  njiks  to  l^riither'Sy  where  t>oata  moor 
for  the  night. 

Friday  Morntog,  Jngust  2T. 

Moved  from  Pralher's  on  good  water,  pa<>siiig  '  I.arlf3*s 
jnlll,  atthe  mouth  of  the  Bi^  >pring-run,  half  a  mile;  good 
iivater  continues  to  Harkman's  fish  dam,  raised  in  a  s»hoai  part: 
of  the  rifer  extending  a  quarter  of  a  mile.  Here  the  boats  pa^* 
sed  with  great  difficuhy,  being  dragged  and  forced  ovet- ihe 
shoals  by  doubling  the  cre^«'S  in  several  places,  and  by  making 
little  channels,  by  moving  the  stones  in  the  way*  1  he  waier  is 
then  better  for  a  small  distance,  say  a  quarter  of  a  mile,  which, 
reaches  anotner  shoal,  called  Trial  tish-dam^  -  yery  appropri- 
ate name,  as  it  sufficiently  tried  the  strength  and  skill  of  the 
men,  in  lifting  and  dragging,  the  boats  rubbing  the  whole  dis- 
ahce  of  two  hundred  yards  and  upwards;  the  water  then  be* 
came  deep  r  for  a  *hori  distance;  then  very  shoal  to  Middlc- 
calfs'  Island  and  some  distance  along  it;  the  water  then  good 
to  the  mouth  of  little  i  onococheague  at  Middlecuif*s;  then 
beconies  shoal,  passing  two  Islands  known  by  the  name  of 
Buzzard  Islands,  and  then  on  passing  Hawk's  Inland,  jthe  whole 
of  (he  distance,  the  water  very  shoal;  the  boats  were  got  over 
with  great  difficulty  and  by  doubling  crews,  one  ipile  and  a  half, 
th-  Water  then  becomes  deeper,  the  boats  after  passing  a  quar- 
ter of  a  mile  put  in  for  the  night.

then  shoal  from  shore  to  shore,  ledges  of  rocks  with  few  peases 
for  boats,  very  difficlt  navigation;  the  channel  shoal  and  wind* 
ing<  boats  rub  and  are  dragged  in  many  places  through  thi^ 
shoal,  which  extends  a  mile  and  a  half;  then  good  water  to  the 
An  tie  tarn  Forge  ripples,  a  narrow  ledge  of  rocks  across  tho 
river,  with  but  one  shallow  and  narrow  pass;  the  fall  in  this 
ledge  about  a  foot,  then  good  water  to  Coon's  where  the  boatis 
put  in  for  the  night. 

Friday,   Stjitfwher  6, 

Set  off  from  Coon's,  two  miles  below  the  Antietam  Iron 
Works,  wiUi  a  fine  sheet  of  deep  water  one  quarter  of  %  mile 
below  Thfs  river  bends  suddenly  to  the  west.  19  wide  and  too 
deep  for  polling;  at  Reynold's  mill,  river  bends  to  the  south; 
at  the  bend  a  rocky  island  on  the  ^taryland  side  and  rock/ 
ahore  on  the  Virginia  s:de,  water  deep  to  the  end  of  the  island^ 
where  a  ledge  pf  lime  stone  crosses  the  river  obliquely;  here 
we  enter  the  T-ow  Ring  sluice^  on  the  Virginia  side;  this  sluice 
is  formed  in  the  most  approved  manner,  by  the  assistance  of 
nature,  and  a  ledge  of  rooks  so  situated  as  to  thr^w  th**  coilec* 
ted  water  of  the  river  into  the  sluice;  with  this  advantage  the 
greatest  that  can  be  obtained  by  wing-dams,  you  have  the  in* 
creased  rapidity  of  the  current  to  surmount  which  is  so  great  a9 
to  require  a  capson^  which  is  placed  at  the  head  of  the  sluice 
by  which  a  boat  is  drawn  up*  slowly  and  with  much  labor;  the 
foice  of  the  current  is  moreover  so  great*  as  to  dislodge  the 
atones  on  the  walls,  and  even  large  ones,  flat  and  well  plaoed^ 
niv^kin^  frequent  repairs  necessary;  so  that  sluice  navigation 
under  the  most  favourable  circumstances,  is  a  miserable  shift; 
below  this  sluice,  water  deep,  little  current,  river  bends  to  the 
south  one  and  three  fourth  miles;  below  the  sluice,  is  an  exten*- 
sive  hill  on  the  Virginia  side,  coloured  with  oxide  of  iron,  io 
it  a  considerable  excavation  for  ore;  this  hank  furnishes  ore  to 
the  *  ntietam  iron  works;  ore  said  to  require  mixing;  belotar 
the  sluice,  water  deep,  river  broad)  river  bends  south  west  in 
the  bend,  clift  of  rocks  approaches  to  the  shore  opposite  Keep 
Trice's  old  furnace,  a  large  ore  bankr  on  the  Maryland  side; 
and  th«*  Virginia  banks  shew  signs  of  ore  below  the  furnace. 
Virginia  side,  high,  rocky  shorer  the  river  without  obstacle* 
until  yott  reach  the  head  of  the  canal  (as  it  i&  called)  on  the 
Maryland  side  which  we  found  closed  by  a  dam  two  feet  high) 
made  to  enable  the  public  works  to  continue  in  operation,  du« 
ring  the  extrem  lowne»s  of  the  water  at  ihia  season;  to  cur« 
mount  this  obstacle,  by  afrreement  with  the  superintendent  at 
Harper's  Ferry,  (Mr.  8tubbleiield)  we  passed  over  to  the  canal 
race,  of  the  public  worksi  and  had  our  boats  drawn  out  on  a 
carriage  into  the  river  near  the  ferry ,  crossing  without  any  in« 
^terruption  of  our  work.    At  the  head  of  the  long  canal  (so  cal- 
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lec^)  a  rnpici  commences)  and  the  bed  of  the  riVer  U  unifprni* 
1y  covered  with  fixed  rock  and  huge  stones  projecting  ihrec 
and  f6ur  feet  above  the  present  level  of  thr  river  presentini^  an 
aspect  terrific  to  the  beholder,  and  dangeious  to  the  navigaion 
This  appearance  and  state  of  the  river  continues  to  the  feiry, 
a  distinceon  the  Maryland  side,  of  about  two  niiles^  the  fall 
in  that  space,  ascertained  to  be  ii7  feet. 

To  improve  the  navig..tion  through  this  rapid,  the  Potomac 
company  have  cons- ructed  at  ;:reat  expense,  pa  lial  channels 
on  the  Maryland  side,  three  in  number;  the  first  with  a  tolera- 
ble level  bottom,  clear  course,  IB  or  20  feet  wide;  and  the  two 
others  with  very  unequal  bottoms,  and  irregular  courses,  afford- 
in::  2n  imperfect  and  dangerous  navigation  in  high  water,  but 
now,  two  foei  above  »he  level  of  the  water;,  along  the  whole 
c</brse  of  these  rough  passage-ways,  a  broad  wall  at  the  foot  of 
tht  ^ocky  mouniain,  which  here  binds  the  »iver,  used  for 
a  low  path,  along  which  boats  are  dragged  up  The  boat 
stopped  this  night  at  the  head  of  the  long  canal,  and  next  mor- 
Tiingjthe  boats  were  hauled  over  into  the  river. 

SBFTEllBCa  r. 

Started  from  Harper's  Ferry,  and  ran  through  the  spout 
vhich  is  extremely  rapid  and  rbcky,  for  a  distance  of  three 
iiundred  yards  or  more  among  dangerous  rocks,  making  a  very 
crooked  passage,  and  must  be  a  most  hazardous  navigationat 
any  time  and  cannot  be  improved  but  at  an  expense,  which 
>vould  make  a  good  independent  canaK  for  the  same  distance. 
Por  the  last  three  miles^  and  apparently  for  some  miles  a  heady 
it  would  astonish  the  beholder  at  low  water,  to  be  told,  that  the 
Viver  could  be  navigated  at  any  time  so  numerous^  so  laJge 
and  so  prominent  are  the  rocks,  covering  the  whole  bed  of  the 
liver;  the  imperfect  channel,  called  a  caual,  made  by  the  Poto- 
mac company  being  at  this  time  entirely  dry,  in  the  run,  (this 
day)but  especially  through  that  pait  of  the  river  called  the 
spout,  our  boats  struct  very  hard  atrainst  many  of  the  rocks^ 
and  had  nut  bur  boats  been  very  light,  they  must  have  teen 
wrecked.  The  boats  put  in  opposite  Mr.  Weaver's  meadow  for 
the  night. 

Seftxmbsr  8. 

Being  ^aaday,  boats  lay  too,  til-  September  9;  then  movrd» 
ipassed  the  mouth  of  Pleasant  Valley,  at  Weaver's  miHi  on 
rough  and  shoal  water,  amidst  rocks  from  three  to  six  feet 
high,  from  shore  to  shore;  the  passes  between  the  rocks  very 
narrow  and  irregubr,  making  it  necessary  to  traverse  the  river 
^romside  to  side,  to  gain  the  passes.  This  rugged  bed  in  the 
river^  continues  above  a  mile,  with  considerable  fall  at  ditt'er- 
ent  places,  one  called  the  Uevil's  Elbow,  at  Pant's  Falls  op- 
posite Manet  stand,  b<  w-vn  which  and  the  '  aryiand  shore 
Ijb  wall  work  made  by  the  Potomac  Company,  as  a  cbanpcl  for 


boats,  but  wliTcli  channel  is  now  dry;  below  this,  enter  Dcvcr*» 
mill-dtttn,  formed  of  brush  and  stone,  obliquely  in  the  ri  er, 
to  throw  the  water  to  the  Maryland  shore.  This  dam  is  niuch 
Complained  of  by  boatmen  navi^anng  the  river,  and  was  found 
to  preteni  our  boats  passing  ihi  uu^h  the  best  chanBel,  and 
turned  «hem  at  a  righ  angle  to  the  midd  e  of  the  river,  ihe 
boat  rubbed  frequently  on  ihe  narrow  passes  between  the  cocks 
\vhicb  continued  with  less  fall  in  the  river  to  Phjlpo  s  or  Pane's 
ripple,  a  mile  and  a  half;  here  we  were  clear  of  Ibe  South 
jnouniain;  a  rocky  shore  on  Virginia  side,  from  Harper's  Fer- 
ry. The  waier  then  variable  inierspersed  with  rocks,  and 
principally  shoal  to  Berliui  and  a  mile  beluw  it,  where  the 
boats  put  in  for  the  uight. 

TufcsDAtj  September  iOth. 

Mr.  Naylor.  jr.  employed  to.  take  meanders  of  the  river* 
brought  on  that  work  fn^m  Cumberland  to  a  stake  in  Caspcilr 
W,  Weaver's  meadow,  which  he  reached  on  the  i^  en  in  g^  <tf 
Saturday,  the  7th  instant,  and  declining  from  indisposiiion  to 
progresh  any  further  v^ith  that  worki  it  became  necessary  tb 
cn>ploy  anothvr  surveyor  in  his  place.  Coibm  ^^  est;  engaged 
in  that  service  this  mornin;;,  anci  tl  e  boat«proceeded  on;  water 
varying  in  depths  mostly  shoaU  ihiough  scattered  rocks  and 
over  ripples,  i  ften  rubbing,  and  wiih  lifficulty  getting  through 
the  narrow  passes,  on  ledges  of  rocks:  In  fine  it  may  be  truly 
said,  that  from  the  head  of  the  long  ca«ial  above  Harper's  Fer 
ry.  to  Sonder  s  ripple  and  bucket's  ferry,  above  i2  miles,  no 
navigation  is  ufTorded  for  i)oats  of  any  burthen  in  low  water, 
nor  can  it  be  deemed  either  good  or  safe  in  the  best  state  of 
the  water,  from  the  grt* at  number  of  rocks  which  croud  the 
river  a  greai  part  of  the  way,  and  aie  seen  from  three  to  ten  feet 
above  the  surface  of  tow  wuter.  From  Lucket's  ferry  to  the 
head  of  Hooks  lalls,  good  water  half  a  mile;  then  shoal 
and  rocky;  through  these  falls  whe  e  the  river  passes,  t  he 
break  in  the  Ketocton  mountain,  one  and  a  half  miles,  are 
mure  rocks  and  dfBcu it  navigation;  then  good  water,  passing 
Jenkins'  island  to  a  fish  dam;  then  shoal  water,  boats  rub,  and

Hematned  at  Kanaway  spring,  opposite  Kemp^s  island,  un« 
ill  after  dinner,  waiting  for  the  engineer  to  come  down  with 
his  work;  started  about  two  o'clock,  and.  reached  Nolaild's 
ferry,  a  distance  of  ab  ut  three  and  a  half  miles,  where. we 
moored  for  the  night.

The  commissioners,  in  submitting  their  report,  deem  it  lu^ 
cessary  in  justice  to  themselves,  to  state  the  reasons  why  the 
lulfilment  of  their  important  duties,  has  been  thus  long  delayed; 
ancasures  were  taken  to  commence  the  survey,  so  soon  as  the  « 
eubsicUng  of  the  spring  freshes  would  permit  but  owing  te 
the  diuance  at  which  the  commissmners  lived  firom  eacib 
-ether»  and  the  circumstance  that  Mr.  Moor,  the  late  engineer 
.fjS  Vir^ginia^  Trns  ^t  that  time  engird  is  a  survey  et  the  IteiSf. 


.Okey  w*  did  not  assemble  at  Cumberlaiid  uttttlthe  IVth  of  July 
Ihst:  the  inspection  of  the  river  frem  that  point,  to  the  mouth 
of  Savaore,  and  the  sunrey  of  the  fine  ofcotinectton  between  Iho 
'irestern  and  eastern  waters,  uccupiifd  us  until  about  the  Stst  of 
JTuly,  upon  which  day  we  commenced  locating*  the  canal;  from 
fhat  period  >Te  were  most  sedulouHty  en^aj^d.  and  althdii^* 
several  of  oar  party  were  attacked  with  ^iokness.  shor -fy  afi^if 
leaving  Cumberland,  we  still  persevered,  and  through  manydifi^ 
culties,  on  the  18th  of  September,  reached  a  point  of  the  rivert 
t$T  miles  below  the  beginmni^;  here  nearly  the  whole  party  df 
eommissioners,  as  well  as  others  were  protracted  by  disease^ 
which  rendered  our  further  progress  impracticable*  Mr.  Moorf 
liad  hitherto  preserved  hts  health,  and  we  parted  with  him  under 
the  expectation  that  we  should  again  meet  on  tbe  4th  of  Novem« 
ber/  Soon  alas!  we  were  distressed  by  hearing  of  his  death)  ait 
-•vent  which  has  deprived  the  world  of  a  most  valuable  maUf 
temarkableforthescoptfof  his  intellect,  the  practical  sound* 
aess  of  his  views,  and  his  devotion  to  pursuits  which  arer 
becoming  more  important  to  our  young  and  rising  countryi^ 
deprived  thus  of  the  necessary  services  of  Mr.  Moor,  and  sev^ 
eral  of  our  number  still  being  confined  by  sickness,  no  meeting 
took  place  at  the  appointed  time,  and  it  was  not  until  about  the 
let  of  December,  th^t  we  again  assembled.  In  the  interim,  tbe 
.board  of  public  works  for  Virginia,  with  a  discernment  wbiali' 
4td  them  honor,  appointed  Mr.  Isaac  Briggs,  the  successtr  6f 
Mr*  Moor  in  his  duties  upon  the  Potomac.  The  advanced  sea-' 
son  of  the  year  and  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  would  pro^ 
bably  have  deterred  us  from  finishing  the  survey;  but  the  cheer«' 
fill  alacrity  of  Mr.  Briggs,  encouraged  and  sustained  us,  and 
under  his  auspices  we  have  happily  completed  our  labors.  Deief)*' 
ly  impressed  with  a  seal  for  th^  intern^  improvementa  of  out' 
respective  states  we  regard  it  as  a  duty  at  the  same  time,  that 
vre  feel  it  a  pleasure*  to  recommend  Mr.  Isaac  Briggs  to  their 
consideration.  Few,  if  any,  can  be  found  to  equal  him,  in  those 
most  useful  branches  of  science,  to  which  he  has  devoted  him- 
self In  practice  he  is  prompt  and  skUfal,  and  in  calculation  his

Sim:  There  has  been  presented  at  this  office,  on  behalf  of  th« 
Treasurer  of  Venango  count?,  an  account  for  road  and  county 
taxes,  assessed  for  the  vear  r825,  on  twelve  tracts  of  land,  for- 
merly the  property  of  bickinson  College,  but  now  a  part  of  th» 
lands  re-transferred  by  tliat  institution  to  the  Commonwealth. 
These  taxes,  (as  per  co|ij  of  the  account  fthpreof  hereto  autjoined,) 
amount  to  g5 1  47)  cents.  As'the  lands  thus  re-convejed  to  tha 
fltate»  ^are  liable  to  the  county  for  the  taxes»  the  accountant  officers 
l|ave  adjusted  and  settled  the  account;  but  there  being  no  appro- 
priation of  money  to  pay  the  sjroe,  or  any  existing  law  authoria- 
lag  the  payment,  I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  report  the  sama 
to  the  Le^shitUre,  in  pursuance  of  the  7th  section  of  the  act  of 
50th  March,  1811. 

As  all  the  uttseated  lands  traTKiftrred  to  tife  Commonwealth,  by 
the  Coiiege^  wilt  no  doubt  be  chargeable  with  taxes,  for  which  the 
Common  wealth  is  liable,  where  they  have  been  assessed  sabse- 
•quent  to  the.  transfer,  I  would  respectfttnjr  submit  the  propiiety 
4)f  making «ome  gener^  legislative  provision  «n  the  su&ect,  em- 
bracing not  only  the  taxes  now  assessed;  but  likewise  tuoh  as  may 
be  assessed  hereaftenso  long  as  these  lands  remain  the  property 
^rf  the  state.

The  eontraetora  have  now  in  hand  the  carriages  of  the  brass 
field  pieces,  at  Vleadvillet  and  900  musketsr  at  the  other  arsenala, 
the  repairs  of  which,  if  completed,  will  exceed  the  undrawn  bal- 
ance of  the  above  appropriation. 

In  submitting  the  above  stateaiont,  I  beg  leave  most  resnectfbllj 
to  remark,  that  the  cleaning  and  repairing  of  the  arms  has  been 
done,  by  good  workmen,  at  naif  the  prices lieretofore  paid  for  sim« 
alar  work;  and  that  theyiiave  fidthfoJlj  complied  with  the  terms  of 
their  contracts. 

Nearly  all  the  muskets  cleaned  and  repaired  have  been  issued

is  atill  increasing. . 

Although  many  of  th»  muskets  are  broken  and  not  worth  repnfr-^ 
in^  yet  the  different  parte  of  aveh  pieeea  ci*  be  very  advantagOr 
oosly  used  in  repairing  other  ^rasa.

REPORT: 

That  subsequently  to  the  date  of  their  last  annual  comma* 
nication,  they  have  expended  on  said  building,  the  sum  of  seven- 
teen  thousand  five  hundred  and  two  dollars^  thirty  and'one  half 
cents*  which,  deductedfrom  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  pre- 
viously expended,  leaves  a  balance^  subject  to  tne  control  of  the 
commissioners,  of  twenty -six  thousanu  two  hundred  and  sixtj 
dollars  and  four  cants,  a  sum  amply  sufEcient  to  meet  the  *  de- 
mands of  the  approaching  sqa^on. 

The  commissioners  have  the  pleasure  of  stating,  tha^t  the  po« 
gross  of  the  work  entrusted  to  their  superintendance,  tiaa  hithe»« 
to  equalled  their  most  sanguine  expectations,^  Thev  have  com*

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tbwefi*    Th^  workmftiiship  of  all  whichf  has'  been  executed  hi  a

adVanta^ousely  bear  a  coWpi^'iaen  with  any  similar  buildiug  ui 
Pennsylvania. 

Considerable  progress  *lLa8  also  ^en  made,  in  the  foundation  of 
the  cells;  but  the  commissioners  have  refrained  from  engaging  ii^ 
that  portion  of  them  which  in  the  ori^nal  plan  is  connected  with 
the  culvert,  under  the  expectation  thit  the  Leg;islature  will  deenx 
it  expedient  to'dispense  with  that  expehsi ve  and  useless  appendage^ 

Upon  the  subject  of  the  culvert,  the  commissioners  have  al-. 
read/  expressed  to  jou  their  seittiments  M  laree.  They  stilt  con- 
tinue to  disapprove  of  it«  as  being  costljr,  unwholesome,  insecure, 
and  bj  no  means  adequate  to  the  objects  it  was  intended  ^o  an- 
swer, moire  especiallv  as  the  Penitentiary  is  buift  in  a  situatioa 
wherethe  water  requisite  for  its  purification  cannot  be  obtained. 

The  commissioners  respectfully  request  you  to  lay  this  coro^ 
mnnication  before  the  Assembly;  that  during  the  present  aes* 
sion,  it  may  be  decided  whether  any  new  modification  of  that  part 
of  the  plan,  shall  be  adopted;  or  whether  the  culvert  shall  be 
r^nstructed  according  to  the  drawing  referred  to  in  the  first  Ja>#

BeM9lved,  That  on  etaminafion  nf  the  existing  militia  law,  it 
Is  deemed  advisaMe  to  make  applieatioiji  to  the  Legislature  to  ob- 
tain the  fullowln^  alterations  and  amendment*,  viz: 

In  the  8th  section  to  strike  out  the  words  •'of  the  first  school 
district,"  thereby  exempting  fron>  enrolment  in  the  militia,  thfe 
directors  and  controllers  of  the  public  schools  generally- 

The  tSth  section,  second  panigraph,  to  be  altered  so  as  lb 
ffive  the  rank  of  major  to  the  brigade  major,  in  conformity  with  all 
former  laws  ef  this  Uomtnon wealth,  aticf  with  the  regtilations  of 
other  states.  Oflicers  who  have  held  cbmmissfons  in  that  grade 
oannot,  it  is  presumed,  with  propriety,  consent  to  a  renewal  of 
their  commissions,  with  inferior  rank;  and  a  humber  of  valuable 
officers  are  thus  for  the  present  loHt  to  the  staff.' 

The  fourth  paragraph  of  the  same  section,  to  be  amended  so  aa 
4o  authorise  the  appointment  of  a  regimental  paymaster. 

Section  9.1.  In  the  I9th  page  of  the  pamphlet,  second  line,  after

In  the29d  section,  to  insert  the  follotting  proviso:  ••the  coiftpa- 
ny  trainings  in  the  first  bngade  of  the'  first  diVisirtn,  shall  com- 
mence on  the  laat  Monday  in  April,  in  every  year.  The  companies 
of  each  regiment  parading  together  at  ,the*  time  and  place  des'g'- 
mated  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  re'^iment;  sutcessive^Hajvs 
being  allotted  to  the  companies  of 'the  different  regrtnenlg  itfth* 
order  directed  l^  the-  brigadier  general.  The  r^^mei^t^itol  ke 
inarched  to  a  convenient  place,  and  there  to  be  trained  In'ccfrapa- 
nies,  under  the  superintendence  of  their  field  officers?.'*  '  **  '* 
This  ar^angemneht  will  enable  c6Vnpsnies  to  be  provided  with  jftma 
and  the  general  supetlhtendence  6f  the  field  officers,  will  cnsut^'ii 
fit  adherence  to  the  system  of  exercise  ^jircscWbed,  and  MH  tenf| 
as  well  to  the  cpnectio.n  of  all  irregularities,  as  to  the  establish- 
ment of  uniformity  in  the  movements  and  words  of  command.

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In  the  7iii  line,  to  strike  out  brigade  inspector,  and  insert  *<  brig-^ 
tdier  general;'*  and  in  the  1  ItKlinc.  insert  **bv  order  of  the  brig- 
adier general/'  after  the  words  "brigade  inspector*"  The*e  alter- 
ations are  proposed  to  f»revent  the  anomalj  of  an  officer  of  the 
•tafr  issuing  an  order  as  of  his  own  authority,  and  directed  to  his 
superiors  in  rank. 

In  the  S2d  line,  after  the  wor<)  '^otherwise,'*  to  insert  ''and  no- 
tifjin^  the  brigadier  general  aceordingly,  whose  dut^  it  shall  be 
to  review  and  superintend  the   movements  of  the  regiment." 

The  object  of  this  amendment  is  to  give  the  general  of  brigade 
a  cuntrolUnff  power  over  the  diill  and  disqjJine  of  the  several 
regiments  of  his  command,  so  as  to  enable  him  to  enforce  an  uci* 
form  system  which  maybe  in  conformity  with  the  established 
regulations. 

The  25th  section  to  be  so  altered,  that  instead  of  meeting  on 
.the  "9d  Monday  in  June,"  the  court  of  appeal  shall  meet  on  tho 
rth  day  from  and  after  the  day  of  regimental  or  battalion  training. 
The  reduction  of  the  interval  between  the  training  and  the  meet-^ 
10^ 'of  the  court,  will  ensure  a  better  attention  on  the  |i.art  of  the  ap» 
pellant,  and,  will  affui  d  him  greater  facilities  in  prmluciu^  bis  proofs. 

To  add  a  proviso  at  the  end  of  the  section,  "that  id  the  firgt 
brigade  of  the  ist  division,  one  of  each  of  the  lists  and  company 
returnSf  required  from  the  c6urt  of  appeal,  be  delivered  to  tke 
colonel  of  the  regiment,  and  the  other  to  the  paymaster  thereof* 
within  five  days  uter  the  sitting  of  the  said  court/'  This  alteration 
is  proposed  in  conse^ence  of  the  frequent  remoTals  of  persona 
subiect  to  fines  in  this  city* 

The  S6th  section  to  have  the  following  proviso  added:  *?That 
within  the  bounds  of  the  tst  brigade  of  the  1st  division,  the  prest* 
dent  of  the  court  of  appeal  of  the  proper  battalion  of  each  regiment, 
shall  be  authorised  to  perform  the  duties  required  of  the  biiaade 
inspectoral  as  well  in  proceeding  against  tne  said  constable  or 
other  fit  person,  in  recovering  the  amount  of  fines  collected  by 
him,  as  otherwise;  and  that  the  fines  collected  in  each  regiment 
of  said  brigade,  shall  be  applied  as  a  fund  to  defray  the  expenses 
thereof,  under  the  (jKnections  of  the  board  of  field  officers." 

It  is  believed  that  t^iis  p^vision  will  enable  the  several  reai- 
ments  in  this  brignde,  to  dji^fray  all  their  necessary  expenses,  wim- 
out  drawing  upon  tiie  funds  of  the  Commonwealth;  and  therehy 
eflfect  a  considerable  saving  to  the  state. 

'Fhe  S7th  section,  the  following  to  be  added:  ''Provided,  that 
in  the  1st  brigade  of  the  Ist  division,  the  regimental  paymaster 
be  reouired  to  keep  the  accounts  of  his  regiment  in  a  book  to  be 
proxidod  for  that  purpose,  and  to  pay  all  orders  drawn  upon  him 
by  the  colonel  or  commanding  ofiijcer  of  the  regiment,  for  the  ex- 
pensHiSof  the  regiment,  so  far  as  lie  oiaj  be  in  the  possession  of 
funds  for  that  purpose."  , 

The  29th  section^.  In  tlie  compensation  for  enrolment,  to  strike 
tmt  the  wftrds  .*«each  person  lawfully  enrolled  three  cents,"  and  to 
insert  ••for  each  company  not  less  that  two  nor  more  than  five  dol- 
lim^.i^the  discretion  of  thf  field  officers  of  the  regiment." 
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A%  thtlaw  BOW  sttndsi  tbe  rolls  are  in  BiAj  caies  imiHroporljr 
9Wellei1. 

In  the  49th  section,  after  'the"  in  the  seventh  line  from  thn 
top,  to  insert  *'General  of  his  brigade  and  the/'  so  as  to  make  it 
read  <<and  shall  execute  all  orders  relative  to  duty  received  hf 
him  from  the  General  ot'  his  bri|ii;ade  and  the  Adjutant  General." 

The  object  of  this  provision  is  to  place  the  brigade  inspector  as 
he  should  be,  subject  to  the  dh*ection  of  the  Brigadier  General,  in 
matters  of  duty,  and  thereby  connect  the  regular  chain  of  military 
-  anbordination* 

After  the  paramph  requiring  him  to  furnish  statements  to  tho 
Adjutant  Graeral,  &c.  insert,  ''ne  shall  furnish  the  general  or 
other  officer  commanding  his  brigade,  with  a  roll  of  all  the  officer* 
as  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  elected,  or  appointed;  and 
shall  attend  the  Bri^ier  General  when  reviewing  the  respective 
regiments  of  his  bnsade.  He  shall,  upon  the  requisition  of  the 
colonel  or  commanding  officer,  furnish  the  necessary  arms  for 
the  nse  «f  the  militia  for  company,  battalion  or  regimental  train* 
incs,  when  the  same  can  be  none  without  further  expense  or  injnry 
to  theproperty  oftho  state  than  is  already  provided  for." 

By  the  insertion  of  the  first  amendment*  the  Brigadier  General 
will  be  enabled,  when  occasion  may  require  it,  to  detail  for  courts 
martial  or  other  extra  duty,  without  delay;  and.  also  to  have  some 
opportnnitv  of  knowing  ti)e  officers  who  may  be  under  his  com- 
mand. The  second  clause  obviates  the  difficulties  which  have 
heretofo:e  existed  to  prevent  the  loan  of  arms  to  the  militia,  when 
the  same  may  be  done  without  any  expense  to  the  state  whatever* 

The  53d  section  to  be  altered  so  as  to  give  to  the  musicians  two 
dollars  per  day.  The  present  compensation  of  one  dollar  being 
insufficient* 

The  5dth  section.  The  first  seven  lines  of  the  H.  article  to  b^ 
altered  so  as  to  read  thus:  *^If  any  eoiiAnisstonerf  or  staff*  officer, 
when  the  regiment,  battalion,  troop  or  company,  to  which  he  may 
belong*  or  in  which  he  holds  a  command,  shall  be  paraded,  or 
mpmi  anv  other  oceation  anmeeUd  with  military  iutyt  shall  misbe- 
have or  demean  himself  in  a  manner  unbecoming  an  officer}  or 
shall,  on  any  occasion,  n^tect  or  refuse  to  obey  the  orders  of  hitf 
superior  officer '^ 

To  strike  out  <<shalU"  in  the  third  line  firom  the  bottom  of  page 
45,  (pamphlet  copy  of  the  militia  act)  and  insert  '^ay;"  and  at  the 
end  of  this  article  add:  '^Provided,  that  if  not  so  arrested,  on 
proof  before  a  regimental  court  martial,  of  such  misconduct,  tbo 

Crty  accused  having  been  duly  notified  to  attend  the  said  eottrt». 
may  be  fined  in  like  manner." 

So  as  to  render  the  arrest  not  imperative,  but  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  commanding  officer,  which  will  remove  the  necessity  of  ar- 
resting a  disorderly  militia  mah,  which  is  now  an  absolute  requisite 
to  render  him  amenable  to  a  court  martial.  The  material  of  the 
fliititiais  such,  as  to  cause  much  difficulty,  at  times,  in  correcting 
intoxicated  and  disorderly  persons  on  parade,  when  it  frequently 
happens  that  neighboar|«replacfdsid«  by  mde,  and  are  disposed

to  espottse  thtoftuse  of  each  other;  thus  increaaing  the  coBfoaMiii 
when  the  guiUy  might  be  more  eAectuallj  *punished  bj  diimiasal

:  The  laat  sentence  of  the  IV.  artiele  to  be  atriken  out»  ami  the 
following  aobstituted:  •'Each  member  of  the  said  court  «haU  be 
allowed  a  compensation  of  one  dollar  per  day,  to  be  paid  bj  the 
Brigade  inspector,  in  Hen  of  all  ezi^ense."

6sNn.EMEx:  By  a  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly,'  passed 
on  the  7th  of  March,  1821,  (he  Governor  was  directed  <'to  cause 
to  be  delivered  to  toy  officer  or  agent,  properly  autheris^  to  re*» 
ceive  the  same,  any  arms  or  other  property  of  the  United  States* 
which  nay  have  come  into  the  |>08seflsion  of  this  state,  in  the  lata 
war  ^vith  Great  Britain,  on  appHcation  being  made  therefor,  by 
such  agent  or  officer*"  No  application  has  been  made  to  me,  by 
any  pei^on  under  tbe  authority  of  the  general  government,  for 
any  of  its  property  of  any  description;  but  a  letter  was  received 
some  time  since,  from  Col.  Carr,  Adjutant  General  of  the  militia 
of  this  state,  covering  a  communication  to  him  from  CoL  Bomfordi 
of  the  ordnance  department,  proposing  a  settlement  of  accounts 
between  the  state  and  the  United  States,  on  certain  principlva 
therein  stated.  This  was  accompanied  by  a  letter  from  Lieut. 
Martin  Thomas,  of  the  United  States  army,  informing  me  of  hit 
having  been  appointed  an  agent,  on  the  part  of  the  general^* 
emment,  for  the  settlement  of  the  account;  and  of  his  being 
i^adv  to  proceed  to  the  execution  of  that  trust,  aa  soon  as  an  agent 
Aoulfl  be  appointed  to  attend  to  it  on  the  part  of  the  state.  As 
the  quota  of  arms  to  which  the  state  is  entitled  under  the  act  of 
Coagresafor  arming  the  whole  body  of  the  milUia,  wil^  form  an' 
itani  in  this  settlement;  and  as  by  the  present  militia  law,  it  is 
made  the  duty  of  the  Adjutant  General,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Governor,  to  attend  to  that  business,  I  deferred  taking  any  seeps  > 
in  it,  until  I  could  have  an  opportunity  of  seeing  him. 

As  the  resolution  alluded  to,  did  not  appear  to  me  to  warrant 
the  appointment  of  such  an  agent,  and  not  knowing  any  act  of 
assembly  authorising  the  exercise  of  such  power,  I  have  thought 
proper  to  submit  the  business,  with  all  the  commimieations  I  have 
received  on  the*subjeet|  to  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature.

It  has  been  detained  by  me»  severd  day  s«  for  the  purpose  of  shew- 
ing Lieutenant  Thomas,  who  has  charge  of  the  United  States  Ar- 
senal, near  Philadelphia,  that  clause  in  tt^  which  directs  me  to  re- 
turn the  arms  to  the  United  States  Arsenal;  but  he  objects  to  re- 
receiving  them,  until  the  principles  of  settlement  proposed  b^  the 
ordnance  department  shall  be  recognized  by  the  State  Executiver

Sia:  I  have  the  honor  toinformyoo,  that  this  department  is  noir 
p  epared  to  proceed  to  the  investigation  of  the  accounts,  for  arms 
and  other  military  stores,  which  passed  between  the  United  States, 
and  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  during  the'late  war.  Lieut  .Martin 
Thomas,  has  been  furnished  with  all  the  necessary  documents;  and 
is  instructed  to  investifj^te  and  state  the  account, on  the  part  of  the 
United  States,  in  conjunction  with  yourself,  or  any  other  person 
who  may  be  authorised  on  the  part  of  the  state. 

The  principles  which  have  been  adopted  in  the  settlement  of 
similar  accounts  with  other  states,  and  which  should  govern  in 
thepresent  case, are  as  follow,  to  wit: 

Tne  state  should  be  chars^ed  with  ail  arms,  accoutrements  and 
camp  equipage,  issued  by  the  United  States. 

1st    To  the  executive  authority  of  the  states 

2d.  To  the  militia  of  tbe  state,  when  in  the  service  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  and  which  were  not  returned  to  the  United  States,  but 
tttined  into  the  state  arsenals,  or  delivered  to  state  officers.  The 
number  so  turned  in,  or  delivered  onlv,  to  be  charged. 

SdL  To  the  militia  of  the  state.  When  nol  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States.  Satisfactoiy  vouchers,  for  charges  made  under 
cither  of  the  forec^ing  heads,  to  be  produced  by  the  United  States. 

The  state  to  be  credited  witball  arms,  ammunition  and  camp 
equipaM,  issued  by  the  state* 

1.  To  trootts  of  the  recular  army  of  the  United  States,  or  to 
volunteers  In  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  who  were  en- 
titled to  retain  their  arms,  when  discharged. 

2d.  To  militia  in  the  service  of  the  united  States,  and  which 
were  not  returned  to  the  state,  but  which  were  turned  into  the

The  state  will  produce  satisfactory  vouchers  for  alt  credits

For  ammunition,  the  state  will  he  charged,  with'snch  as  has  been 
issued  by  the  United  States  to  the  executive  authority  of  the  state, 
or  to  its  militia,  and  by  said  militia  turned  into  the  arsenals  ot 
the  state.  The  state  will  be  credited  with  such  of  the  above  ammu* 
nition  as  has  been  returned  to  the  United  States,  or  for  any  pur- 
chased by  the  state  and  delivered  by  it  to  troops  in  the  service  of 
the  United  States,  whether  reg:u]ars  or  militia,  or  turned  into  Uni- 
ted  States  arsenals;  The  necessary  evidence  to  be  produced  bj 
theparty  claiming  the  credit,  or  making  the  charge. 

llieqaotaof  arms  assigned  to  Pennsylvania,  from  the  period 
prior  to  1 81 6,  is  S^^9  stands,  which  number  will  be  admittea  to  its 
credit  in  the  general  account. 

In  stating tlie  accounts  under  the  foregoing  principles,  it  is  ex- 
pectedithat  each  party  will  prepare  an  at>stract  of  the  several  ar- 
ticles for  whidh  it  claims  "a  credit.  This  abstract  should  specify 
the  articles  in  detail,  the  dates  of  issue,  the  names  of  the  persons 
who  issued  and  who  recerVe4  the  property,  and  the  name  of  the 
places  where  the  transactions  occurreci:  The  whole  to  be  sustain- 
ed by  satisfactory  vouchers.  IVhen  these  abstracts  are  examined 
and  admitted,  by  the  respective  agents^  they  will  state  a  general 
account,  and  strike  a  balance  on  either  side,  as  the  case  may  be. 
These  balances,  when  approved  by  the  executive  authorities  of  the 
state  and  United  States,  will  be  repaid  in  articles  of  like  kind,  as 
far  as  practicable;  and  where  Impracticable,  the  balances  will  be 
carried  to  the  account  of  arms,  apportioned  under  the  law  of  1808, 
fromtheperiodsttbscquentto  January,  1816,  and  will  be  charged 
at  their  valuft. 

The  settlement  now  contemplated,  should  embrace  every  des- 
cription of  arms,  and  military  stores,  which  passed  from  the  Uni- 
ted States,  to  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  and  vice  versa,  during 
the  late  war,  or  at  any  time  anterior  to  the  first  January,  18  lt>. 
*lhe  balances  stated  will  have  reference  to  that  date,  and  will  not 
include  any  debits  or  credits  under  the  Law  of  180^  for  the  pe- 
riod^ subsequent  to  that  date. 

The  kind  of  vouchers,  which  will  be  satisfactory,  cannot  beac- 
curately  described.  The  regular  requisitions  and  receipts,  should 
however,  be  produced  in  all  cases  where  it  is  practicable  to  obtain 
them,  and  in  the  absence  of  these,  the  best  evidence  the  nature  of 
tho  case  will  admit  of,  should  be  nroduced,  and  if  satisfiictorv» 
will  be  admitted.

The  musktts  and  rifles,  mentioned  in  rwt  le«terofdie6tiief 
Aa^it  last,  may  be  returnetl  to  the  United  States,  upoa  their 
dehvenr  at  Uie  United  States  arsenaf,  the  state  vUl  receive  a 
credit  for  the  nnttiber  so  delivered.  This  arraa^ment,  if  it  b« 
made  at  all,  should  precede  the  general  statement*  and  should  b«, 
included  in  it. 

The  number  of  arms  which  maj  be  apportioned  to  Pennsylvania. , 
under  the  law  of  1808,  from  tne  year  I8l6  to  182 1  inclusive^ 
cannot  be  now  accurately  ascertained.  But  an  estimate^  foMnde4 
upon  such  militia  returns  as  have  been  received^  makes  die  num« 
ber  about  it, 800  stands,  of  which  th^  state  receivsd  in  iFebruai^ 
1820,  artillery  and  arms  e<|uivalent  to  3,484  stands*  leaving  yet 
due  to  the  state,  fm-  this  period,  about  8,300. 

It  is  desirable  that  these  accounts  should  be  settled  as  early  aa  . 
practicable;  and  this  department  will  aflford    every  facility  in  its  ^ 
power,  to  briDj;  them  to  an  immediate  and  final  close;  and  upon 
equitable  and  liberal  principles.

CrEirrtEMCN;  In  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  the  Senate,  passed 
on  the  29th  of  January,  1823,  "requiring  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth to  furnish  the  Senate  with  such  information  as  he  may 
\k  in  possession  of,  and  the  books,  records  and  minutes  of  his  office 
contain,  relative  to  the  appointment  of  the  officers  of  the  Land 
Office,. and  all  other  heads  of  departments;  also,  registers,  recorders, 
|>rothonotaries,  clerks  of  the  several  courts,  &««  under. tike  proprie* 
tary  government,  and  also  under  the  state  government,  previous 
to  the  passage  of  the  declaratOnr  act  of  ir85,  and  thence  to  the 
adoption  of  the  amendments  of  the  constitution  ot  1790,*'  I  have 
DOW  the  honor  of  submitting  the  following  statements,  extracted 
from  the  records  of  this  office,  and  so  far  as  they  relate  to  ap- 
pointments under  the  proprietary  government^  from  the  records 
ef  the  late  roU's  office,  now  lodgeUin  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Land  Office*  It  is  presumed  the  object  of  the  resolution  is 
not  to  obtain  a  list  of  all  appointments  to  office  during  the  diifecent 
l^riodf  to  which  it  refers,  but  to  ascertain  by  whom;  and  under 
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whatautiMrity  they  vereinade»  and  the  •on^fa  on  wUck  the 
tenure  of  their  regpectiYe  offices  was  auspended* 

By  the  charter  of  Kioff  Charlea  to  WilKam  Penn/'fal)  poiferaai 
Ettthority  was  given  to  Km,  Kia  hdra,  and  to  hia  and  their  deputipa 
and  lieutenants,  to  appoint  and  estaUish  anr  fadgeSf  juaticest. 
ma^iatratea  and  aiher  offU^rs  whatsoever ^^  ifnder  fhia  authority 
Mr.  Penn,  exercising  in  his  own  person  the  o%ce  of  Crovprnor  froni 
Ilia  arrival  in  the  province,  in  16B2»  until  his  departure  for  Eng* 
land,  in  i684y  appointed  all  officers  which  were  considered  neces- 
sary and  proper  for  the  a(lmim»tration  of  the  goyernipent.  By 
virtue  of  the  power  derived  to  him  from  the  ]charter,on  his  depar- 
ture for  England,  he  granted  a  commission  to  the  provincial  eouneiI» 
of  which  Thomas  Lloyd  was  president,  to  ac;t  in  hia  stead*  Dttriae 
the  whole  period,  am  through  all  the  changes  of  tha  proyinciju' 
administration*  tdl  ministerial  commissions,  whether  granted  by 
the  proprietor,  or  by  his  deputies,  aa  far  as  I  have  bien  able  to 
discover,  appear  to  tiave  been  made  revocable  at  Jfche  pleasure  of 
the  grantor* 

Thomas  Holme  was  appointed  Surveyor  General,  on  the  IRih 
sf  April*  1682;  andbj  his  C(»mmission,  waa  to  bold  his  oflice,  *'di|- 
ring  nis  naturiilUfe,  if  he  should  so  long  behave  himself  honestly 
atid  faithfully."  Edward  Pennington,  his  successor,  was  appoint- 
ed on  the  £5th  of  April,  169B;  his  commission  '«to  continue  in 
force  until  his,  the  Uovemor's,  farther  orden*'  Tliis  office  wail 
continued  by  a  regular  succession  of  appointments,  until  tb^  tw'> 
minatioa  of  the  provincial  or  proprietary  government.  At  that 
time  it  was  in  the  possession  of  John  Lukens,  who«  in  the  words  ot 
Kis  commission,  was  to  hold  it*  '*until  our  Corther  pleaaure  shall 
be  known  therein.'* 

On  the  Sdth  of  September*  16d9|  John  Blackwell  was  appointed 
Receiver  General,'  so  long  (as  it  is  expressed  in  the  commission) 
jsB  I  shall  see  convenient.''  It  appears  that  Mr.  Black welPs  com- 
mission was  not  limited  to  the  receiving  of  money  on  account  of 
land«  but  extended  to  all  moneys,  accruing  to  the  proprietary* 
arising  from  rents,  issues,  fines,  debts  and  au  his  other  sources  of 
revenue  whatsoever:  He  was  succeeded  by  James  Logan,  who 
was  commissioned  on  the  29th  of  October,  I7t)1;  ''commission  to 
continue  until  further  orders.*'    This  office  passed  through  a  re« 

Slar  snccesMon  of  incumbents,  until  its  duties  were  suspended  by 
e  commencement  of  the  revolutiooary  war.  The  comroissionB 
are  alt  expressed  in  neariy  the  same  terms  The  commtsaioa  of 
Edward  Pnysick,  who  was  the  last  incumbent  under  the  proprie^ 
tary  government*  was  '*to  continue  in  force  only  during  our  plea* 
sure,  and  until  the  same  be  farther  known  heretn.'' 

In  the  early  transactions  of  the  government,  in  felation  to  the 
management  of  its  land  concerns,  t  cant  discover  that  any  persou 
was  specially  designated  as  secretary  for  that  department.  It  ap* 
Jieara  that  William  Penn,  previous  to  his  depaiture  for  England^ 
m  1684*  granted  a  commission  to  Thomas  Lloyd,  James  Clay  pole 
and  Bobert  Turner,  by  which  they  were  empowered  to  sign  patents 
4nd  grant  warrants  for  land,**  ui  the  records,  this  is  called  a 
^  4S  . 
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MBfldtsim-df  pvi^nit»  and  appetrt  to  hftTe  •ariiraeed  what  wti 
^erwatda  made  dieaiatinctaatyof  the  Secretary  of  the  Lanl 
OflSice,  and  each  caaas  aa  were  auhae<|aently  made  cognizable  by 
Ike  biNird  of  property,  Tbia  commisaion  was  held»  on  the  28th  of 
•ctober  1701,  by  Bdward  8hip|^n,  Griffith  Owen,  Thomaa  Storr 
and  Jamea  Lmn*  ^*to  continue  in  force  nntil  hia  (the  Oorernov  'a) 
l^eaaure  shall  oe  known*''  Richard  Petera  appeara  to  be  the  firat 
whowaaainicly  and  specially  commiaaioned  aa  Se<^reiary  of  the 
Land  Office* '  Hia  commission  ia  dated  on  the  14th  of  April,  1 759. 
^to  be  in  force  during  oar  jperaonal  pleaaure,  and  until  our  per* 
aonal  pleaanre  aKall  m  farther  declared  herein."  He  was  succeed- 
a(d  by  William  Peters,  and  Jamea  Tilghman  became  his  successor, 
who  held  the  office  from  the  Tth  tf  April,  17S7,  until  its  duties 
were  auapended  by  the  war  of  the  revdutiQn.  The  pleasure  of 
the  gjrantor  is  made  the  condition  of  the  tenure  of  office  in  all  the 
i^i)ointmeota« 

Thomaa  Lloyd  was  appointed  maater  of  roUSf  on  the  24th  of 
Decembeft  i6&l*  **80  longaa  he  would  behaYo  himsejf  well." 

John  BltckwelU  was  appointed  Register  General,  on  the  25th  of 
September,  168%  to  hold  me  officOf  as  is  expressed  in  tlie  commia*- 
fion,  **ao  long  aa  I  ahall  aee  conTenient'* 

Thomaa  Story  waa  cemmiasioned  keeper  of  the  great  seal  and 
maater  of  rolla.  on  the  STth  of  October,  1701.  Commiasion  in  thf 
itaual  form. 

On  the  16tb  rf  February,  1685,  Samuel  Hersent  was  appointed 
to  prosecute  all  offendera  against  the  penal  laws  of  the  province. 
This  is  the  fint  appointment  I  have  diacovered  bearing^  any  affinity 
to  that  of  Attorney  General.  No  record  of  his  commtssion  can  b^ 
found  in  thia  office.  .  But  it  appears,  that  hia  commission  ceased 
•n  the  2Gih  of  October,  1686;  &r  on  that  day,  David  Lloyd  was 
voBuniaaioned  Attorney  Genenl.  There  is  reaaon  to  believe,  that 
in  the  distribution  of  the  books  belonging  to  the  roll's  office,  the 
ene  containing  the  record  of  these  commissions  waa  assigned  to 
the  recorder'a  office,  in  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia. 

The  ceuntiea  of  Philadelphia,  Cheater  and  Bucka.  were  oman- 
izedin  1682,  aeon  after  the  arrival  of  the  proprietary;  but  I  Eavt 
SM>t  diacovered  the  record  of  the  commissiona  ef  any  prothonetarica 
m  clerks  of  courts,  prior  to  that  of  Thomaa  Cookson.  who  waa 
eommisaioned  protbeaotary  of  Lancaster  eounty,  on  the  24th  of 
JlilT»t741«  By  the  terms  of  his  commission,  he  waa  tohold«ex« 
crciae  and  emoy  it,  "Uintii  the  ftrtherjpleasureof  the  Governor 
ahall  be  made  nowh  therein."  William  Parsons  waa  commission* 
ed  prothonotaty  and  recorder  of  Northampton  county,  on  the  Sik 
of  Hay,  i75S«  The  duration  of  both  commiasiona  as  is  thereia 
eipreaaed,  beiw  "Hmtil  our  farther  pleasure  ahaU  be  made  knoum 
tbereiiL'' 

By  the  Sd  punmrnph  of  the  8d  aection  of  the  charter  of  pnv% 
lieges,  granted  by  Williaiii  Penn,  to  the  inhabitanU  of  PennayU' 
vania  and  territories,  the  justtcea  of  the  peace  were  authorised  (0 
nominate  and  present  to  the  Governor,  three  persmia  tp  serve  faj^ 
derk  ^  tbe  peace  ^  ^t  respective  countiM*  om  of  which  ahoufll

It  18  proviiied  bj  the  15th  section  of  an  act  of  as8omMj»  Mised 
m  tile  iM  day  of  May,  ir^  nhat  there  shall  be  a£t  pertoB  wm^ 
inatod  by  the  judges  and  eommissioned  by  the  GoTomor,  lo  ho 
prothoBOtary  or  clerk  of  the  supreme  coart'' 

Bj  an  act  of  AssemblT,  passed  on  the  2tst  of  September,  1756, 
there  appears  a  partial  departure  from  the  general  power  of  ap| 
pointroent  to  office,  as  excised  by  the  proprietary  and  d^paties. 
Tie  ^Oth  section  of  that  act  provides  for  and  actually  appointa 
doUectors  of  excise  within  the  ci^  and  county  of  Phuadelphia* 
«nd  also  in  all  the  other  counties  of  the  state 

All  these  appointments  were  fernially  id>olished  by  an  act  of 
aiiembly,  passed  on  the  ^th'of  January,  1777,  doclannjt  that  all 
persons  wmi  had  been  appointed  to  any  public  office  or  offices,  on* 
der  the  proprietary  governineat,  should  no  longer  be  officers  in  tiie 
aeveral  and  respective  offices  to  which  they  had  been  appointed* 

By  the  9th  section  of  the  constitution  of  1776,  therassemUr 
sras  vested  with  power  to  choose  their  ^)eaker,  tiie  treuvrer  of 
the  state,  and  their  other  officers.  By  tneS4th  section  of  that  in* 
ftrument,  it  was  provided,  that  the  registers  for  the  probate  of 
wills  and  granting  letters  of  administration,  and  recorders  of 
deeds,  should  be  appointed  by  the^neral  assembly,  and  commiSi^ 
■ioned  by  the  president  and  council.  By  the  ^th  section  of  that 
constitution,  the  president,  and  in  his  aosenco,  the  vice  president 
and  council,  was  authorised  to  appoint  and  commissionate  judges, 
Baval  officers,  judges  of  adminuty,  and  all  other  officers  fcivil  and 
militjary)  except  such  as  are  chosen  by  the  general  a«3embiy  or  the 
people. 

.  The  assembly,  in  virtue  of  their  constitutional  power,  proceed- 
od  by  an  act  passed  on  the  14th  of  March,  1777,  to  appoint  ro|- 
isters  and  recorders  for  the  several  counties,  and  directed  the  om« 
cers  so  appointed  to  oe  commissioned  agreeably  to  the  proviuona 
of  the  constitntion.  This  office  does* not  furnish  any  record  of 
these  commissions;  bnton  examining  county  records,  as  far  as  I 
have  bad  an  opportnnity,  they  w«re  to  continue  ^until  li^ly  re« 
i^ed.'' 

On  tbe  Idth  of  March.  1777,  the  president  and  council  com- 
menced the  appointment  of  protbonotariest  elerks  of  the  sessiona 
ud  orphaiio'  ooorts,  and  proceeded  until  every  eounty  was  provided 
lor.  The  commissions  ot  theseoScers,  like  thoseoi  the  rogisteto 
and  rocoidors,  were  to  continne  "until  l^ally  revoked,'' 

Onthe Wlh of  July*  t77r, Jonathan  D.  Seneant  was appoiinted 
nfttumey  general,  by  the  eonncil;  and  on  the  1st  of  September 
A778,  Bdwaid  Bord  wasi  by  the  council,  apointed  prothonntary 
of  tho  supreme  court  There  is  no  recordf  in  thia  office  of  the 
commiMiona  granted  to  either  of  these  officers^  the  hook  in  which 
they  are  reconied,  it  is  presumed,  is  lodged  m  the  office  of  the 
iBcorder  in  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia.  So  fiur  as  reo- 
pects  these  appointments,  there  does  not  appear  to  have  been  any 
collision  between  the  council  and  a^mbly. 
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By  Aff  Ui  pifiel  M  the  irth  ef  March*  1777,  entitled  «'Ah 
Mti  tb  regttlate  the  militia  of  the  rommoiiwealth,*'  the  p<mer  tff 
fteminating  lievtenants  and  •ub^litttteaantsy  was  asaigned  te  th0 
ASgenibly* 

On  the  9th  ef  Apf il,  176t|  an  act  was  passed  %r  the  establish-' 
.  ttieat  ef  a  fand  oAce,  to  consifit  of  three  persons*  to  be  called  of 
kttown  by  the  names  of  the  sfcretarj  ef  the  land  off  ce,  receiver 
^neral  and  surveyor  general|  to  be  appointed  by  the  general  aa« 
iembly»aQdto  be  commissioned  by  the  president  in  council.  *Ho 
hold  their  offices  for  five  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  tho 
freemen  of  this  CointiM>nwealth,  in  general  assembly  met."  Ob 
thesameday  the  act  was  passed,  the  assembly  proceeded  to  elect 

Jersoas  to  fill  these  several  offices;  and  the  resultproved  that 
ohn  Lulcns,  was  elected  surveyor  general,  David  Kennedy,  se* 
cretary  of  the  land  office,  and  I'rancis  Johnston,  receiver  generaf. 

On  the  I4th  day  of  April,  I78£,  an  act  was  passed  by  the  as- 
nembly,  for  methodizing  the  department  ef  accounts,  in  the  com- 
monwealth; and  .that  the  person  appointed  to  execute  and  perform 
the  duties  of  the  office  should  be  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
^'comptroller  general."  By  the  same  act,  John  Nicholson  was 
appointed  to  be  comptroller  genetal  '*for  the  time  being.^ 

Other  cases  of  appointments  to  offices  by  the  assembly  miaht 
Be  referred  to,  but  those  that  are  stated  may  be  considered  suffi- 
cient to  shew  that  they  were  in  the  habit  of  eierciaing  that  power. 

The  council  of  censors,  at  their  second  session,  which  com- 
tUcnced  on  the  1st  day  of  June,  in   1784,  having  expressed  tiieir 

Siinieo  tihat  the  power  of  appointing  officers  net  expressly  as- 
gned  to  the  general  assembly,  or  to  the  people,  by  the  constitu-. 
^on,  and  which  had  been  ^ercised  by  the  general  assembly,  was 
a  deviation  from  the  constitatien,  recomn^ended  to  the  legislature 
of  the  commonwealth,  the  repeal  of  all  such  laws  or  parts  of  laws 
as  had  been  enacted  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  conatitution*  In 
pursusnce  of  this  recommendation,  the  act  of  1785,  commonly  cal- 
led the  declaratory  act,  was  passed.  By  the  Sd  section  of  diat 
act,  tiie  officers  to  be  appointed  by  the  assembly,  were  particu- 
larly designated;,  and  the  appointment  of  all  others  necessaiyfor 
thie  execution  of  the  laws,  was  declared  to  be  vested  in  the  su- 
preme exceptive  council,  with  the  exception  of  such  as  were  spe- 
cially reserved  to  the  neople,  or  plainly  directed  by  the  constitu- 
tion, to  be  otherwise  cnosen  or  appointed.  < 
In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  sunreme  exec- 
utive council,  on  the  llth  of  April,  1785,  proceedeo  to  make  a 
number  of  appointments  for  vanous  offices,  and  among  others, 
appoint  John  Nicholson  to  be  comptroller  general,  and  on  the  Sist 
of  the  same  month,  John  Lukens  was  re-appointed  surveyor  gen- 
eral, Francis  Johnston  receiver  general,  and  David  Kennedy  sec^ 
retary  of  the  land  orffice,  for  five  yean  tespectivelv,  if  not  sooner 
^moved,  agreeably  to  law. 

There  is  no  evidence  in  this  office,  of  any  interference  or  dadi- 
ing  of  the  power  of  appointment,  between  the  council  aiid  assem- 
bly^ from  that  period  nntil  the   adoption  of^the  constitution  of 
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If  90»  except  in  the  case  of  John  Donaldson,'  who  was  appointed 
renter  general,  bj  an  act  of  assembly,  pasaed  on*  ttte«dth  of 
March,  1789.  .

ate, the  reasons  which  have  impeUbe^them  to  the  adaption  of  this 
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course.  They  do  not  wish  in  be  understood  to  make  any  tbjec- 
tioQS  to  the  body  of  the  act  which  is  to  providi*  for  the  payment  of 
the  debts  due  by  tiie  commonwealth;  it  being  in  their  opinion  the 
duty  of  the  Legtslaturei  to  make  approprtationa  for  these  purposes, 
whenever  necessary;  and  without  which  appropriations,  no  money 
can  constitiHiooally  be  drawn  fnun  the  I  reasury.  Fhcir  objec^ 
tions  are  to  the  preamble  of  the  act,  which  is  always  considered 
as  a  key  to  open  the  intent  of  the  makers  of  the  act,  and 
the  miHchiefs  intended  to  be  prevented  or  remedied  thereby. 
And  believing  this  to  be  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  every  pre- 
anible,  they  ai^  unable  to  understand  the  application  of  this  pre- 
amble to  Iho  act^  unless  it  is  intended  by  it  to  express  the  intent  of 
the  makers  of  this  act,  that  the  Governor  has  neglected  to  execute 
the  provisions  of  a  law,  making  an  appropriation  for  the  pyment 
of  thc4oati9  provided  for  by  this  act,  and  which  St  wasjthedutyof 
the  Governor  to  execute  agreeably  to  a  practice  under  similar  laws. 
The  undersigned  believe  that  the  act  of  the  twenty- third  day  of 
March,  181 S,  under  the  authority  of  which  the  loans  -vere  con- 
tracted ,  makes  no  appropriation  tor  the  payment  of  those  loans,  nor 
gives  the  Governor  any  power  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  treaaurj 
for  their  payment  If,  therefore,  it  is  intended  by  this  preamble  tft 
declare  it  to  be  the  opinion  of  the  makers  of  this  act,  that  the 
-practice  of  any  Governor.to  pay  oft'  loans  under  sha- 

5ar  laws,  is,  or  ouglit  to  be  compulsory  on  the  present  Governor, 
they  dotnostsolemly  protest  asainst  any  such  doctrine,  as  des- 
tructive of  every  safeguard  of  the  ccm^^titution  of  the  state.  The 
tonstitution  declares  that  'no  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the 
treasury,  but  in  consequence  of  appropriations  made  by  law,"  a 
provision  which  ouglit  ever  to  be  regarded  as  a  necessary  and  saK 
utary  check,  placed  in  the  hands  of  tlie  representatives  of  the 
people^over  the  executi\e  officers  of  the  goverment,  to  prevent 
any  exercise  of  arbitrary  discretion  on  their  part,  and  any  impro- 
per application  ot  mone;r  in  the  treasury.  If  a  pi-actice  ofan 
executive  officer  of  tlie  government  is  to  be  made  psiramount  to 
an  express  declaration  of  the  constitution,  there  is  no  Security  in 
that  instrument  which  may  not  be  impaired  under  the  same  plea 
until  we  are  brought  under  a  government  ef  usage  ited  practice, 
to  the  exclusion  ot  the  conatitudon  itserf.  J  he  practice  of  paying 
off  loans  under  similar  laws  to  the  act  of  18(8,  did  not  exist  in  the 
administrations  of  Governors  Mifflin  and  M'Kean,  as  will  appear 
from  a  reference  to  the  several  laws  passed  during  their  admin-t 
istrations,  far  the  borrowing  and  payment  of  loans  It  is  admit- 
ted by  the  undersigned  that  the  practice  existed  during  the  admin- 
istration  of  Governor  8nydei*;  and  thai  it  wts  his  common  prac- 
tice to  pay  oft'  loans  under  ktws,  which,  in  the  opinioti  of  tlie  un- 
dersigned, made  no  constitutional  appropriation  for  the  paymeof^ 
as  wiU  appear  from  arelercnce  to  these  laws. 

By  the  act  of  ^e523d  A  arch,  1818,  the  Governor  was  attthori« 
ted  to  negociate  a  loan  or  loans,  not  exceeding  in  the  whol^,  the 
sum  of  R  150,000,  "and  the  faith  of  the  commonwealth  is  pledgefl 
&r  the  reimbursn^ent  of  the  said  loan  or  loans^  within  four  years.- 
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••d  7q  txKh  instalments  ss  maj  be  sgroed  on  b?  tkt  parties.'*    Vd* 
der  the  authority  of  this  act.  Governor  Findiaj  negoctated   twa 
•ereral  loans  widh  the  Bank  of  Philadelphia*  under  the  sixth  section 
•f  the  charter  of  said  bank,  at  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  amount- 
Sns:  togtnO.OOO,  and  a  loan  of  050,000  with  the  Bank  oF  Pennsvl- 
iFania,  at  six  per  cent,  which  said  loans  were  made  ''pavable  witinm 
ftiar  years  from  the  date  of  the  ioan%  in  such  instalments  as  the 
Anances  of  the  con^mon wealth  might  justify,"    The  undersigned 
cannot  discover  in  this  act  of  the  ^3d  March,  18I8«  anj  appro- 
priation made  bj  law  which  could  autliorize  the  Qoverner  to  draw 
moa^  from  the  treasury  to  pay  off  these  loans,  unless  a  novel 
and  dangerous  construction  should  be  adopted  by  the  Legislature, 
that  an  authoritjr  to  borrow,  implies  the  power  to  repay;  or  that  the 
Bledge  of  the  faith  of  the  commonwealtn  is  an  appropriation  by 
law,  agreeably  to,  the  provisions  o{  the  codstitution*    Thej  be* 
iieve  t£at  they  are  fortified  in  their  opinion  that  no  appropnation 
was  made,  nor  any  authority  vested  in  the  Oi^vernor  to  pay  the 
Joans  1^  the4u;t  of  the  25d  March,  1  Si  8,  by  subsequent  acts  of  the 
Ijegislaturc  giving  to  that  act  this  uniform  constmction.    By  the 
act  of  the  Sd  April,  \8'2\,  a  discretionary  power  is  vested  in  the 
Governor  to  pay  off  six  otr  cent,  loans  out  of  the  surplus  moneys 
in  thetreasui7  during  the  recess  of  the   Legidature^  after  the  ex- 
piration of  the  year  tSdiy  a  power  which  it  would  have  been  un- 
Becessary  to  have  given,  if  tne  Governor  had  been  authorised  to 
pay  the  loans  by  the  act  of  1 818.

delphia  is  stated  to  have  been  borrowed  under  the  siath  section  of  ' 
the  act  of  incorporation,  by  which  they  were  compelled  to  loan 
8iOO,00')  to  the  state  at  five  percent.  fi>r  ten  yeavsi  and   ia  the 
estimate  made  ia  a  subsequent  report  by  the  same  committee,  of 
the  expenites  of  governmctit.  including  interest  en  loans,  for  the 
ttfiauing  y^ar,  interesit  on  this  loan  of  £100,000  i^  expressly  pro* 
vided  &"*;  a  strong  manifestation  of  the  opinionof  the  houve,  that 
the  payment  of  this  loan  would  not»and  could  Dot»<  t>e  called  foi*, 
durittxthe  last  year.    That  the  president  and  diractora  of  the 
Bank  of  Philadelphia,  put  the  same  coustructioo  oSi  the  contract 
for  this  loan,  cannot  be  doubCed.    No  application  has  ever  beau 
made  for  the  payment  of  if;  and  it  appears-  from  tJYe  cuKres^^aa* 
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^^ence  of  tKe  cashier  of  that  bank  witli  the  State  Treastmer, 
that  ail  the  bank  requires  is  the  payment  of  the  interesi 

By  the  same  committee  of  ways  and  means,  a  bill  ^as  reported , 
\vhich  subsequently  passed  the  house,  <o  authorise  the  Auditor 
•fleneral.  and  State  Trea8urertoboiTOwg4oO.(»00,  which  wasappro- 
|»riated  and  directed  to  be  a()plied  to  the  payment  of  the  sfx  per 
cent  loans,  a  superfluous  act,  if  the  Governor  was  authorised  by 
ihe  laws  under  which  the  loans  were  negociated itb  repair  them  out 
of  the  surplus  money  in  the  treasury.  By  an  att  ot  tfie  Legisla- 
ture, passe^d  tde  2d  of  April,  1B22,  those  ofliccrs  were  atithorisci 
to  borrow  8400,000,  which  was  appropriated  and  directed  hj  the 
a^  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  oi  the  six  per  cent  loans. 

From  the  message  of  the  Governor,  communicated  to  the  Legist- 
lature,  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  session,  it  appeai% 
that  the  negociation  for  the  loan  failed;  andthe  Goveiiiorinthe 
same  message  states-  that  to  jifdgc  whether  the  situation  of  tlie 
treasury  would  justify,  to  any  extent,  the  exercise  of  the  pdwcr 
Tested  m  the  Governor  by  the  6th  section  of  the  act  of  the  2d 
.April,  182U  he  addressed  letters  to  the  officers  of  the,  treasury  de- 
partment, requiring  such  information  as  their  means  nikht  ena* 
Die  them  to  furnish;  and  that  from  their  representation  ofthe  mo- 
ney on  hand^and  the  amount  of  receipts  expected  in  the  course  of 
tlie  year,  and  the  demands  to  which  the  treasury  was  subject  oq 
account  of  appropriations  remaining  unpaid,  he  did  not  consider 
^himself  authorised  to  exercise  the  power  during  the  recess  ofthe 
Legislature. 

Prom  the  feregmfig  atatement,  the  undersigned  feel  themselves 
justified  in  expressing  the  opinion,  that  the  act  ofthe  2dd  March, 
1818  under  wnich  the  loans  wei^  borrowed,  made  no  appro{  na- 
tion or  their  payment;  that  by  the  act  of  the  2d  April.  I821»  the 
tiiscretioiiary  power  vested  in  the  Governor  was  not  to  be  exer« 
cisedttittil  after  the  expiration  of  the  year  1821,  and  during  the 
recess  ofthe  Legislature;  that  in  consequence  of  the  a^t  oT  the 
2d  April,  1822,  authorising  the  State  Tieasurcr  and  Auditor  Ge»* 
'<^al  to  borrow  g400.0<-0,  to  pay  off  the  ix  per  cent  loans,  it 
would  not  have  been  proper  in  tne  chief  maffistrate  to  have  exer- 
cised the  powers  vested  in  him  by  the  act  ofApril,  1S21.  until  it 
was  ascertained  tlut  the  loan  could  not  be  obtained;  and  that 
from  tt  6  statement  made  to  the  Governor  by  tiie  State  Treasurer* 
ot  the  probable  amount  of  money  that  wonld  be  on  hand  on  tlie  tst 
December,  it  wwkld  not  have  been  prudent  in  the  Governor  to 
have  applied  any  <|f  the  sut'plus  money  in  the  treasury  to  the  ex* 
tin^uishment  ofthe  six  per  cent,  loans;  and  that  there  never  wfs 
at  any  period,  any  appropriatkin  made  by  law,  for  the  payment 
ettheSlUO,(iOoSorioweafii>mthe  Bank  of  Philadelphia.  Thej 
cannot,  tlierefore,  subscribe  to  l^e  doctrine  inculcated  in  the  pre- 
"  amble,  that  the  practice  under  similar  laws,  ought  to  have  been 
•  followed  by  the  Governor.  They  believe  it  to  be  a  doctrine 
fraught  wjtti  danger,  ami  calcolaleid  to.  produce  a  looseness  in  the 
'maoageiuent  and  appltcatioh  of  the  tiaauces  ofthe  Oommouwealtht 
liV'bicb  hereafter  may  be  taken  advantage  of  to  the  prejudice  of  the 
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ftterests  of  die  state.  And  the  undersigned!  feel  the  more  conA] 
dent  in  the  expression  of  this  opinioii,  from  a  reference  to  an  offi- 
cial message  of  Mr.  Jefferson  to  both  houses  of  Consrress  of  the 
8th  Deceimierft  1801,  which  contains  the  following  sentiment; 

**in  oixr  care  too»  of  the  public  contributions  entrusted  to  our 
direction,  it  would  be  prudent  to  multiply  barriers  against  their 
dissipationt  by  appropnating  specific  sums  to  every  specific  pur- 
pose susceptible  .of  definition;  by  disallowtnt;  all  applications  of 
money  varying  from  the  appropriation  in  object,  or  tramscending 
it  in  amount;  by  reducing  the  undefined  field  of  contingenties, 
and  thereby  circumscribing  discretionary  powers  over  money;  and 
by  bnnging  back  to  a  single  department,  all  accountabilities  for 
money,  where  the  'examination  may  be  prompt,  efficacious  aiid 
Itoiiform.^'

prAbaHoa  and  signature,  he  presented  the  bill,  No.  I  f  1,  fron  tae 
Hou^  of  Representatives  entUled  **An  act  directing  the  pay- 
vient  of  certain  debts  therein  specified,"  toeeth-T  wiui  the  Gov- 
oner's  ofajeetioos  to  the  same;  and  that  the  House  of  Represcnta^ 
tiYes  had  re-cooHidered  the  said  bill,  and  bj  a  constitutional  ma* 
jority  passed  the  sa.ne. 

'rtie  Governor^  objections  were  read  as  follow,  viz:

Gentlemen:  Among  other  bills,  presented  on. the  14th  of  this 
Month*  for  my  approbation  and  sijvnature,  is  one  entitled  ''Annet 
directing  the  payment  of  certain  debts  therein  specified." 

.Whatevei  difterence  of  opinion  may  have  taken  place  between 
the  Governor  and  the  Legislature,  as  to  certain  facts  set  forth  is 
the  preamble,  and  however  much  they  have  disagreed  in  their 
construction  of  the  o  natitution  and  ^he  laws  relating  to  the  trans- 
action to  which  it  alludes,  it  was  not  expected  that  this  diSereoce 
^opinion  would  have  been  intn>duced  into  a  bill,  for  any  purpooe; 
and  much  less  for  a  purpose  which,  by  its  peculiar  phraseology^ 
it  is  apparently  calculated  to  effect.  Forcibly  impressed  wiu  a 
aenseof  the  unpleasant  an^!  evil  consequences  resulting  from  a 
want  of  mutual  respect  in  the  intercourse  between  different 
liranches  of  government,  I  have  scrupulously  avoided  interfering 
with  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Leeisfature;  and  therefore, 
aqpecled,  m  return,  that  my  conduct,  whilst  governed  by  the  con- 
ntitution  and  sanctioned  by  the  provisions  of  law,  would  not  have 
^rawn  forth  such  animadversicm  as  is  <'xpressed  in  the  piieankble. 
The  fiicts  it  assumes,  although  thev  warrant  a  construction  differ- 
ent from  that  entertained  by  the  legislature,  are  represented  in  4 
manner  so  much  at  variance  with  common  courtesy  and  the  gen- 
eral principles  and  rules  of  Legislation,  that  I  feel  myaelf  coa^ 
•trained,  in  si^nport  of  the  inirependence  of  the  oflice  of  Chief 
Magistrate  of  the  state,  to  enter  my  solemn  protest  against  it.  In 
4imesot  hiah  party  excitement,  the  only  safeguaid  to  a  Governor, 
is  a  strict  adherence  to  the  constitution  and  the  laws:  the  former  I 
have  sworn  to  support,  and  the  latter  to  execute  with  fidelity;  and 
nnder  this  solemn  injunction,  I  shall  continue  to  execute  the  im- 
(lortant  trust,  uninfluenced  by  any  other  consideration  than  tliose 
which  arise  from  an  imperious  sense  of  duty,  and  an  anxious  de- 
sire to  maintain  the  rii^ts  and  promote  tho  interest  of  our  fellow 
4»tizens. 

For  these  and  the  following  reasons,  I  cannot  approve  of  this 
bill,  and  have  directed  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  to  re- 
turn it  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  in  which  it  originated, 
with  my  objections. 

First  I  cannot  approve  this  bill,  because  it  tends  to  sanction  an 
infringement  of  that  part  of  the  constitution  which  enjoins,  tJiat 
**no  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury,  but  in  consequence 
^  appropri^itions  made  by  lawj"  and  justifies  an  illegal  mode  of 
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paying  Kmai  and  d>-awitit  mooej  Trom  the  tretsarjr,  on  the  0;ro«nd 
/of  ftualled$^  ttractice,  which  practice^if  it  did  exist.  W93  nopti- 
cable  oiilj  to  the  case  of  loans  paitf  ander  circumstances  different 
from  those  emb^ced  in  the  present  biH.     But  ibouffh  a  case  may 
have  occurred  in  the  time  of  a  former  Governor,  of  the  payment  of 
a  loan  made  oren  under  the  same  circumatances*    of  which  how- 
erer  I  have  not  y^ct  bienable  to  discover  any  evidence  of  anal  »fy) 
it  could  n»t  be  binrlinji;  on  his  successor,  or  furnish  an  eia  nple 
vhtcS  ou^lit  to  be  foUu^ed»  if  by  so  doing;  its  adoption  would  in* 
vo\ve  A  pmlpable  breach  of  the  constitution.    On  the  contrary^ 
should  I  give  my  aoprobation  to  this  bill,  in  its  present  ahape»  it 
would  have  the  effect^  as  tar  as  executive  assent  «^es  to  produce 
it»of  clothing  an  allege^i  practice,  unsanctioned  by  the  constitu- 
tiout  with  the  authority  ^^flaw,  in  opposition  to  one  of  the  plainest 
jirinciples  of  that  instrument,  and  establish,  thereby  a  precedent 
danijerous  in  its  consequences,  and  liable  to  be  abused  by  a  de- 
signing Gkivernor  and  a  subservient  Legislature. 

Second.  I  cannot  approve  this  bill,  because  the  preamble  con* 
tains  an  allegation  which  charges  the  Executive  with  impairing  the 
faith  of  tlie  commonwealth,  by  a  neglect  to  pay  the  loans  to  whick 
it  refers;  although  it  clearly  appears  from  the  different  laws  and 
circunstances  connected  with  the  transaction,  that  he  was  restric- 
ted from  exercising  such  authority,  not  only  by  the  act  of  Aprils 
1821;  but  by  the  proceedings  and  acts  of  the  Les!:islature  at  the 
last  ses^sion,  which  provided  for  the  continuance  of  the  five  per 
cent.  I(»an8,  and  the  discharge  of  those  bearing  an  interest  of  six 
per  cent,  by  a  ne%  arrangement  to  the  ciitrespondence  between, 
the  oiRcers  of  the  banks  from  which  the.^e  loans  were  obtai^ied  and 
the  State  Treasurer*  I  appeal,  with  confidence,  for  the  truth  of  tlie 
assertion,  that  the^ie  institutions  were  so  fully  satisfied  with  the 
fiiitli  of  the  commonwealth,  as  already  pledged  in  existing  laws, 
that  payment  of  the  principal  was  neither  demanded  nor  expected; 
and  that  it  was  the  interest  only  they  asked  tor,  or  expected  to 
receive,  until  payment  of  interest  wiis  refused,  and  the  cashier  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Bank  directed  to  call  on  the  Governor  for  the 
reimbursement  of  the  principal.    By  the  act  of  the  2d  of  April, 
182!2,  authorising  the  State   Treasurer  and   Auditor  General   to 
negociatea  loan  of  S400,000,  the  application  of  the  money  to  the 
reimbursement  of  the  sixpercent.loans,  was  vested  in  these  officers, 
beyond  the  control  of  the  Executive;  and  if  they  have  failed  ia 
obtaining  die  loan  by  a  departure  tro  n  the  manner  directed  by  the 
act,  they  alone  ai^  responsible  for  the  consequences*  and  nut  the 
Governor  to  whom  no  agency  had  been  assigned. 
i-   Third.  I  cannot  approve  this  bill,  in  its  present  form,  tnasmach 
as  if  tlie  situation  of  the  Treasury  admits  of  paTrtientof  any  mo- 
ney borrowed  of  banksfit  is  evidently  against  the  interesi  of  iJic 
state  to  discharge  loans  bearing  only  an  interest  of  five  per  cent. 
per  annum,  the  payment  of  which  is  not  de.nandable,  and  has  not 
been  required,  while,  tiie  state  is  indebted  to  banks  for  loans  bear  ^ 
inxan  interest  of  six  per  cent 
i?enrtlh  I  cannot  approve  tbis  bill,  beeause  it  proposes  to  with) 
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draw  from  6ic  treasury,  before  any  phtn  haa  been  dcniaed  or  Mig- 
geated  for  supplying  the  deficiency  it  must  necessardy  <Jf.^wj» 
the  means  now  on  hand  to  discharge  bank  loans,  for  Kvhich  the 
state  is  not  called  upon  for  payment,  while  appropriations  to  turn- 
pik  roads  and  otiier  public  improvements,  remain  unpaid  to  an 
amount  greatly  exceeding  the  sum  now  in  the  treasury,  or  whielx 
may  be  paid  in  during  the  current  year;  for  it  is  evident,  from  the 
spirit  and  activity  with  which  it  is  expected  public  improvements 
will  be  carried  on,  during  the  ensuing  season,  that  actual  demanaa 
on  the  treasury  will  take  place,  to  an  extent  that   must  produce  a 
deficit  and  impair  the  credit  of  the  state,  unless  provision  be  made 
by  the  Legislature,  (or  replacing  the  money  thus  withdrawn.

Sabsequently  to  the  close  of  the 
work  when  the  winter  commenced,  an  account  of  the  duiterisls 
on  hand,  together  with  the  amount  of  debts  doe,  and  the  balance- 
of  the  money  granted  bj  the  Legislature,  iwas  asoertaiiied  and 
transmitted  to  a  committee  of  the  ttouse  of  Representatiyes. 

To  these  documents  as  well  as  the  {>lans  and  estimates  now  at 
the  seat  of  ^emment,  the  commissioners  respectfully  refer  the 
Legislmtnre^tor'informati^n  concerning  the  actual  -state  of  thebu* 
ainess  entrusted  to  their  management. 

From  the  evidences  thus  furnished,  it  will  be  apparent  that  thf 
appropriation  of  money  heretofore  made  toward  this  important 
and  interesting  establishment,  will  be  insufficient  for  the  purpose, 
and  it  is  believed  that  but  litUe  if  any  aid  can  be.  derivea  from  a 
certain  description  of  city  lots,  which  the  act  of  assembly  author- 
ised the  commissioners  to  search  for  and  sell. 

Under  all  these  circumstances  tiie  commissioners  are  induced 
to  solicit  such  further  appropriations,  as  will  enable  them  to  finish 
the  penitentiary^  a  measure  which»  owing  to  the  number  and  char* 
acter  of  the  prisoners  now  in  confinement  here,  derived  from  aH^ 
parts  ^  the  state,  is  hourly  becoihing  more  ihanifest    The  erecti6it^ 
of  this  prison  and  that  near  Pittsburg,  are  the  great  means  which 
remain  to  complete  the  noble  and  efficient  penal  code,  which  it 
wHa  the  happineM  of  Pennsylvania  first  to  present  to  the  notice  of^ 
the  world,  and  for  the  perfection  of  whicn  she  seema  to  stanilt 
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pted^tl  by  every  obligation  which  her  benificenceand  her  reaowit 
can  impose.

I  i)rould«  therefore*  repeat,  that  you  may  lay  tnem 
before  the  board,  the  observations  I  made  to  you  tn  Leba- 
non. First'that^i he  engineer  should,  be  empowered  lo  make  all 
contracts  for  labor  or  matt-rialsy  necessary  for  carrying  on 
the  Works.'  Second,  to  employ  all  such  assistants  overseers 
or  laborers  as  may  be  wanted— and  tiurdfy,  tha^  he  should 
be  the  generab  agent  of  the  company*  so  Ur  as  regards  the 
prosecution  of  the  canal  and  works  connected  with  it.  The 
two  first,  I  consider  mdispensible  regulations;  and  the  last, 
as  an  explicit  authority,  where,  as  yoQ  observeil.  it  was  ex- 
pected he  should  necessarily  take  the  management.  As  o  the 
acconntst  the  less  the  engineer  has  to  do  with  them,  the  better;

*'Dkar  Sir:  I  have  seen  Mr.Oakes>and  he  has  promised,  if  hia 
health  will  permit,  and  the  board  consents,  that  he  will  attend  tiie 
proposed  examination.  Mr.  Baldwin  says  he  will  be  ready 
in  about  two  weeks.  I  would  advise  an  immediate  applicati'tR  to 
the  boaru  of  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company,  for  the  purpose  of 
obtainios  for  Mr.  (iakes>  formal  permission;  and  as  I  shall  be  with 
Mr.  B.  I  vrill  arrange  ^r  a  more  definite  time,  and  inform  the 
Ixiani,  Mr.  Oakes  seems  to  decline  any  compensation;  but  1  told 
him  the  board  would  act  towards  him  and  Mr.  Strickland  alike. 
We  are  just  starting  for  Lebanon.

''^RAR  Sir:  In  my  letter  of  the  17th,  I  stated  that  in  my  next 
I  expected  to  be  able  to  fix  some  time,  for  tho  propoied  new,  and 
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haying,  on  Sunday,  aeain  mentioned  the  subject  to  Mr.  Baldwin,  he 
replied,  that  he  coala  be  prepared  to  shew  the  j^ound  to  Messrs- 
Strickland  and  Oakes.in  the  course  of  the  ensuing:  week.  I  find, 
however,  by  a  conversation  whicl^  I  had  with  him  last  evening,  that 
he  does  not  appear  satisfied  with  the  measure  at  least,  until  he  has 
fullj  complied  with  the  last  resolves  of  the  board,  in  relation  to 
an  estimate,  &c.  And  he  is  further  dissatisfied  with  the  board'fi 
having  determined  to  ask  the  opinion  of  others,  without  having 
consulted  his  view  of  the  subject.  Tn  reply.  I  remarked,  that 
when  I  introduced  to  him  in  Philadelphia,  the  wish  of  the  board, 
he  simply  replied,  that  the  board  could  adopt  any  measures  they 
thought  proper;  thus  precluding  any  discussion;  and  that  both  be- 
fore and  after,  1  had  spoken  to  Mr.  Oakes,  in  Reading,  he  mention- 
ed about  two  weeks  as  the  time,  he  would  be  prepared  to  00  into 
the  proposed  examination,  and  that  the  same  opinion  had  been 
connrmed  in  our  conversation  of  Sunday;  that  1  did  not  believe 
the  board  were  desirous  of  urging  a  decision,  as  to  the  route,  soon- 
er than  the  nature  of  the  question  would  admit;  but  as  it  was 
all  important  to  the  interest  of  the  stockholders,  and  the  work 
itself,  that  every  possible  li^ht  should  be  sought  for,  and  as  his  re- 
port had  expressed  no  opinion,  which  would  guide  the  decision  of 
the  board,  tney  were  desirous  of  obtaining  that  of  the  above  named 
gentlemen.  That  on  two  occasions  in  Reading)  the  last  in  presence 
of  Mr.  Oakes,  1  had  submitted  to  him  the  time  when  the  parties 
should  meet,  and  that  without  stating  his  present  view,  ne  had 
named  two  weeks  from  that  time,  and  which  he  confirmed  on  Sun- 
day. 

A  great  deal  more  was  said  on  both  sides  by  way  of  illustrating 
our  respective  opinions,  when  we  separated.  This  mornings  prior 
to  his  departure  for  Womeisdorf,  I  again  requested  him  to  name 
a  period  when  he  could  be  ready,  and  he  replied  in  about  three 
weeks,  which  I  remarked  wouRi  be  about  the  lOth  September. 
This  period  he  proposed  to  fix,  saying  that  as  he  should  devote  all 
his  time  to  bring  the  matter  to  a  conclusion,  he  possibly  might  be 
ready  before,  or  if  from  any  unforeseen  circumstance  he  should  not 
be  ready,  he  could  advise  the  board.  Under  every  view  of  the 
subject,  I  am  decidedly  of  opinion,  that  we  had  better  wait  until 
that  period,  as  I  do  not  think  it  would  be  eorrect,  in  relation  to  any 
of  the  parties,  to  bring  Messrs.  Oakes  and  Strickland  on  the  around 
until  Mr.  Baldwin  is  prepared  to  give  them  full  information.  I1ie 
situation  would  be  embarrassing  to  himself  and  to  tlie  other  gen- 
tlemen, and  in  all  probability,  would  not  produce  what  the  board 
are  in  pursuit  of,  a  satisfactory  opinion  trom  any  of  the  parties. 

A  conversation  on  Sunday,  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Baldwin, 
stating,  that  after  much  reflection  he  had  determined,  if  it  met 
the  approbation  of  the  board,  to  remain  in  rheir  service  under 
the  existing  regulations,  or  any  other  which  might  hereafter 
be  established,  and  as  he  further  remarked,  that  after  all  which 
had  passed  upon  the  subject,  he  did  not  wish  to  make  any 
further  observation.  1  simply  replied  that  1  would  make  bis 
determination  known  to  the  board. 
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As  th«  period  for  the  proposed  view  will  in  all  probability  be 
now  delayed  longer  than  1  expectsM,  I  shall,  unless  otherwise 
directed,  return  to  the  city  by  the  latter  end  of  this  month, 
when  all  the  necessary  arrangements  can  be  made  for  my  join* 
ing  the  other  parties  by  the  loth  oC  September.

^Having  arriTed  at  Reading  on  the  evening  of  the  d4th,  Mr* 
Baldwin  presented  to  the  president  two  lette*  s  of  the  same  datcy 
one  addressed  to  Charles  Graff,  and  others,  stating  that  he  had 
performed  the  duty  assigned  to  him  by  the  resolves  of  the  ftth 
of  August.     And  the  oihcr  addressefl  to  the  president,  tender- 
ing his  resignation  within  two  months  from  that  date.     Both 
thi  se  letters  are  herewith  submitted.    In  the  verbal  ex:ilana« 
tion  which  Mr.  Baldwin  gave  of  his  motives  for  this  measiuret 
he  stated  that  the  appointment  of  engineer^  to  view  his   work 
should  not  have  been  made  whhout  a  previous,  consultation 
with  himself,  when,  if  it  had  been  determined  upon,  the  request 
for  their  attendance  should  have  gone    hrough  him,  that  *  be 
course  adopted  by  the  board  was  injuricus  to  his  personal  and 
professional  feelings,  inasmuch  as  it  evinced  a  want  of  confi- 
dence in  his  taleatfl,  and  that  under  such  impressiooB  he  felt  it 
his  duty  to  retire  from  the  service  of  the  company;  but  whicby 
however,  he  said  he  did  with  great  reluctance,  as  he  was  de- 
lighted with  the  work,  and  had  a  great  personal  regard  for  all 
the  members  of  the  board.    In  reply,  it  was  remarked  that  the 
measure  had  been  adopted,  as  his  report  of  the  %d  August  did 
Bot  contain  any  opinion  as  to  which  was  the  best  of  the  routes 
which  he  had  presented  to  the  board,  a&d  that  he  had^  when  in 
Philadelphia,  declined  deciding  that  point;  thus  leaving  the 
responsibility  entirely  with  the  board.    That  preceding  the^ 
presentation  of  his  report  he  had  notified  his  determination  to 
resign  his  station  as  engineer,  and  that  under  those  embai^ 
rassing  circumstances,  the  board  felt  it  their  duty  to  obtain 
every  possible   light  upon  the  important  point  as  to  which  is 
the  best  route  to  descend  to  the  ^chuylkil  ;.but  that  desire 
was  touUy  unconnected   srith  any  wish  to  wound  either  his 
personal  or  professional  feelings,  for  both  of  which  the  com- 
mittee assured  Mr.  Baldwin,  the  board  felt  the  highest  respect. 
That  as  to  the  mode  in  which  the  opinion  of  Messrs.  Oakei 
and  Strickland  was  to  be  obtained,  it  was  stated  that  the  wish 
of  the  board  had  been  communicated  to  him  in  Philadelphia 
by  the  president;  but  by  his  reply,  having  precluded  all  dis- 
cnssion  on  a  subject  which  the  board  thought  of  so  much  im- 
portance, it  was  impossible,  at  thattime*  to  enter  Into  those  ex- 
planatmns  which  would,  iti  ^11  probability,  have  prevented  the 
present  dUcttsaion.    That  the  subject  had  been  introduced  to 
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him  twice  in  Headings  ovce  in  presence  of  Mr.  Oakes,  when  » 
time  for  the  view  had  been  agreed  upon  without  any  objection-

,  In  your  letter  eommunicating  the  above,  you  say  they  are  pas- 
ted in  resolution  to  the  points,  to  which  the  board  wish  to  direct

In  your  letter  of  the  SOth  ultimo^  you  communicate  a  resolution 
{without  date)  in  which  I  am  directed  ^immediateljr  to  prepare 
the  canal  from  the  eastern  termination  of  the  summit,  to  naag's, 
to  be  let  out  upon  contract  and  to  extend  the  location  ot  the  canal 
down  the  creelc,  as  far  as  it  can  be  done  this  season,  in  order  that 
contrmcts  may  bo  entered  into,  for  the  execution  of  the  work  the 
ensuing  spring.*' 

Mr.  Nathans  delivered  yesterday  your  letter,  of  the  18th  instant, 
in  which  you  state  jon  are  «*directed  by  the  board  to  say  that  they 
are  desirous  of  receiving  your  plans  of  the  proposed  lucks,  in  order, 
that  arrtngements  may  im  made  to  get  the  stone  out  this  winter, 
and  for  the  commencement  of  their  execution  early  the  ensuing 
spring,** 

Under  these  different  resolutions  and  instructions,  I  feel 
much  embafraased  and  perplexed  how  to  proceed.  1  know 
full  well  the  necessity  of  due  attention  to  every  subject,  to 
which  the  board,  as  above,  have  directed  my  notice.  Indeed, 
1  know  of  no  oiber,  on  which  I  could  be  employed  in  the  ser- 
vice ;  and  without  attention  to  them,  I  must  have  been  totally 
idle.  I  have  reflected  a  good  deal  upon,  and  made  some  sketch 
es  and  designs,  which  yon  had  seen,  relative  to  the  locka,  and 
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had  actually  commenced  working  upon  the  feeders,  hefitfre  any 
of  the  iAbove  resolutions  were  passed*  These  several  subjects 
all  come  immediately  within  the  range  of  my  duty»  in  the  ser* 
Tice  of  the  board  ;  they  had  all  been  under  careful  examination 
and  reflectioni  and  if  the  board  had  passed  no  resolurion,  a^id 
gave  no  instmctions,  relative  to  them«  I  should  have  proceed* 
ed  with  my  utmost  ability  and  exertions,  to  have  them  properly 
arranged  and  undertaken,  in  the  order  their  relative  impor* 
tance  demanded,  and  according  to  the  method  and  system  I 
had  previously  fixed.  Any  such  instructions  from  the  board  I 
consider,  therefore,  as  wholly  unnecessary,  and  tending  only  to 
derange  any  plan  of  operation,  1  had  or  might  have  adopted  for 
their  due  execution;  and  serving  to  perplex  and  embarrass  me 
in  the  regular  progress  of  the  work.  But,  as  the  board  have 
given  directions  upon  the  works.  I  desire  them  to  state  expli-* 
citly,  the  order  in  which  they  wish  the  several  subjects  to  be 
attended  to  ;  for  I  cannot  attend  to  all  the  different  branches  of 
the  work,  at  once.  Shall  I  £rst  prepare  the  plans,  8cc.  of  the 
locks?  Or,  shall  I  first  proceed  upon  the  feeders  ?  Or,  lay 
out  tkie  canal,  down  the  Tnlpehocken  }  Had  the  board  given 
no  iu  struction,  and  left  me  free  to  follow  my  own  plan  accord- 
ing to  my  own  judgment  and  the  circumstances  of  affairs,  I 
ahould  have  had  no  difficulty  in  determining  what  course  the 
work  should  have  taken,  and  should  probably  have  had  each 
subject  disposed  of,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board.

<*hy  a  vote  of  the  board,  it  appears,  that  the  length,  breadtb 
and  lift  of  the  locks,  at  the  summit,  were  determined  in  the 
month  of  Drrembcr  last;  and  that  the  decision  of  the  Board  in 
these  respects,  was  approved  by  the  engineer,  immediately  af- 
terwards.  It  only  remaif»ed  for  Mr.  Baldwin  to  fix,  precis*  Ij, 
Che  plans  of  the  different  parts  of  a  lock,  of  these  dimensionst 
and  the  manner  of  execution.

inobUvion  tbe  several  unpteaaanl  ciraiunatanoas  whioh  have  here- 
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tofim  oecm«J«  ikt  eomttittee  can  find  m  «tMMe  far  the  tfyle  ia 
vhich  this  letter  is  writteat  aod  laok  apoa  k  as  evidence  of  • 
deaire  en  hia  part  to  rid  himaelf  of  that  atipulaiftiQ  in  his  cr>ntract» 
by  which  he  i^  bound  to  hol4  hinaelf  at  all  timesv  aiibject  tu  th^ 
control  of  the  board  of  managera:  lor  Mr.  Baldwin,  giy^s  it  to  be 
imderatood  in  terma  snfficientj  explicit,  that  anj  tnttnictiona  froaa 
the  bmurd  of  jaanaicera  to  him.  such  aa  are  contained  in  the  reao* 
Intiona  referred  to,  are  wholly  anneceaaanr,  and  aerre  only  to  per- 
plex and  embatiaaa.  The  wM>le  tenor  of  this  commttnication  in 
fact  appeara  moat  extraordinary,  when  it  ia  recollected  that  iko 
board  by  their  resolve  of  the  tat  inatant,  had  given  decided  proof 
of  theii:  wish  to  conciliate,  aof)  when  Mr.  Baldwin  had,  afhsr 
near  SO  days  consideration  expreaaed  hia  entire  aatisfactioii  witk- 
tiiat  resolve.

••Your  letters  of  tlie  5th  and  6th  have  been  laid  before  th^  board, 
and  I  am  directed  to  say*  that  the  board  having  preserved  a  pro- 
found silence  as  to  the  last  relations  between  themselves  and  their 
engineer,  no  attempt  was  made  to  supply  your  place,  until  after  the 
receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  21st  ultimo,  and  to  tliis  moment, 
as  they  are  entirely  unprovided  with  any  person  to  succeed  you, 
t'ley  are  desitMms  according  to  their  construction  of  the  contract, 
that  you  should  remain  on  the  works  for  the  two  month«,  imless  it 
is  hereafter  mutually  agreed  to  dissolve  the  contract  before  the 
expiration  of  that  period.

The  Speaker  also,  laid  before  the  Senate  a  communication  fiom 
the  Chesapeake  and  Dekware  ii^anal  Company,  which  was  read 
as  follows,  to  wit: 

On  the  2d  of  June,  I'^CM,  it  was  resolved  unanimously,  that  the 
route  of  the  canal  should  commence  at  Welch  Point,  on  Klk  river, 
and  extend  to  a  point  near  the  Bear  tavern.  It  was  also  re8olvet^ 
by  a  majority  of  six  to  four,  that  it  should  extend  from  that  point 
to  Mendenhall's,  on  Christianna  creek;  but  it  was  understood, 
tJiat  this  last  section  should  be  open  to  revision,  when  the  canal 
should  be  brought  to  the  Bear  tavern.  No  operations,  however, 
have  at  any  time  been  commenced  on  this  line,  and  the  present 
board  of  president  and  directors  have  decided  that  the  whole  sub- 
ject of  a  route  should  be  again  investigated,  and  have  not  fixed  on 
any  line  of  canal,  either  with  regard  to  its  course  across  the  Pen- 
insula, or  its  terminations  in  the  waters  of  the  Chesapeake  or  the 
Delaware. 

Several  engineers  and  surveyors  have  been  employed  by  the 
board  at  various  times.  Mr.  tiienjaniin  H.  Latrobe,  formerly  of 
tlie  city  of  Philadelphia,  Mr.  Cornelius  Howard,  of  Baltimore, 
Mr.  John  Thompson,  of  Springfield,  in  this  state,  and  Mr  Daniel 
Blaney  of  the  state  of  Delaware,  were  engaged  in  the  service-of 
the  company,  previous  to  the  suspension  of^  active  operations  in 
the  year  1806.  Since  the  election  of  the  present  board  mthe 
spiingof  1822,  a  committee  of  survey,  consisting  of  five  of  its 
meml^rs,  have  carefully  examined  the  ground  gv<^r  which  the  ca- 
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nal  mutt  oato*  Thej  have  also  employed  th%  talents  and  infor- 
roation  of  Mr.  William  Strickland  oi  this  city,  of  Mr  SiddalU  of 
the  county  of  Philadelphia,  and  of  Mr.  John  Randel,  jr.  of  the 
state  of  IJHew  York*  The  board  haye  also  been  peculiarly  fortu- 
nate in  having  obtained  the  promise  of  the  services  of  Mr.  Ben- 
jamin Wrijjht  of  the  statr  of  New  York,  the  chief  enaineerof  the 
Erie  Canal  and  a  gentleman  of  distinguised  practical  ability.  If 
the  board  are  able  to  commence  any  active  operations,  thej  ex- 
pect to  receive  immediate  assistance  from  Mr.  Wright. 

A  copy  of  Mr.  Strickland's  report  and  estimate  is  annexed 
hereto. 

The  length  of  six  different  lines,  with  estimates  of  their  respect- 
ive cost,  as  returned  to  the  tioard  by  the  engineer,  will  be  found  in 
page  30  of  the  appendix  to  Mr.  Gilpin's  Memoir.  That  of  Mr. 
StncklandisM  miles,  and  the  expense  is  estimated  by  him  at 
2702,000.  Mr.  Randel  has  not  yet  returned  his  reports  and  es- 
tiutates;  but  it  isnot  supposed  tney  will  be  of  less  amount  ^an 
these. 

The  depth  of  water  in  the  canal  is  to  be  eight  feet,  but  the  banks 
of  sufficient  height  to  raise  it  to  nine  feet,  if  necessary. 

The  breadth  of  the  canal  is  to  be  sixty  feet  on  the  water  line, 
at  least. 

The  number  of  locks  on  the  different  routes  surveyed  and  lo- 
cated by  Mr.  Latrobe  is  i8.  by  Mr.  Strickland  16.  Their  length 
eighty  feet,  and  their  breadth,  twenty  feet,  with  lifts  not  exceed- 
ing eiaht  feet 

A  lull  account  of  the  state  of  subscriptions,  and  the  number  of 
stockholders  up  to  December,  1821,  will  be  found  in  pages  4o,  and 
44,  of  the  memoir  above  referred  to.  An  effort  was  made  in  July 
last,  to  obtain  new  subscripcions,  but  from  the  want  of  that  encour- 
agement which  legislative  aid  alone  can  give,  it  proved  abortive. 

'Ihe  practicability  of  a  tl>orough-cut  has  been  carefully  exam- 
ined by  Mr.  Latrobe  and  Mr.  Strickland.  The  opinion  of  the 
jformer  will  be  found  in  his  report  to  the  board  of  ^clst  October, 
ISOd,  (appendix  to  Mr.  GilpinS  memoir,  page  20,)  and  that  of 
the  latter  gentleman,  in  a  report  of  which  a  copy  is  hereto  annex- 
ed. Mr.  Randel  has.  also,  very  fully  examined  the  nature  of 
such  a  pUnf  but  the  board  have  not  yet  received  his  report  rela- 
tive to  it.  The  other  professional  gentlemen  who  have  been  em- 
ployed by  the  board,  do  not  appear  to  have  made  it  the  subject  of 
investigation. 

The 'general  proceedings  of  the  company,  and  extracts  of  the 
most  important  documents  from  its  organization,  up  to  the  year 
18  1,  will  be  found  in  great  detail  in  the  memoir  before  alluded 
to,  a  copy  of  nhich  was  sent  to  the  Legislature,  by  the  board, 
some  time  during  its  last  session. 

The  large  draft  accompanying  these  papers,  gives  a  general 
view  of  all  the  routes  surveyed  for  this  canal  Those  marked 
^ith  a  dark  blue  line  have  been  regularly  surveyed  and  located 
fay  the  engineers  in  the  service  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Delaware 
Canal  Company,  before  mentioned;|thiie  desif^aated  by  the/mil 
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blue  lines  are  laid  down  from  snnreys  made  by  indiiridaals  be- 
fore the  incorporatioii  of  that  company*  The  scale  of  the  chart 
is  two  miles  to  an  inch. 

It  should  also  be  added,  that  of  all  the  professional  gentlemen 
emi>lojred  in  the  investigation  of  a  plan  for  this  work,  the  opinion 
has  been  unanimous,  that  it  may  be  executed  with  very  remai  ka* 
ble  facilities,  and  at  a  very  moderate  expense,  when  its  large  size 
is  taken  into  view.  As  it  is  contemplated  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  craft  navigating  the  bays  of  Chesapeake  imd  Delaware,  its 
dimensions  are  much  larger  than  those  of  any  similar  work  in  this 
country*

REPORT  OF  MR.  STRICKLAND, 

Jh  the  Ptesideni  and  dvrectcm  df  the  Chesapeake  aud  Belawart 
Canal  Cktmpany. 

Gxntlkmbk:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  considera* 
tiooi  a  survey  of  a  route  for  a  canal  from  Newbold*s  landing} 
opposite  the  Pea  Patch  Fort,  to  Back  creek. 

In  exploring  this  route,  I  have  been  governed  entirely  with 
the  hope  of  locating  a  line  of  canal  which  should  at  once 
present  the  shortest  distance  between  the  navigable  waters  of 
the  two  bays. 

The  ground  embraced  by  the  survey  lies  on  a  ridge  between 
the  St.  George *s  and  Dragon  creeks,  commonly  called  Coxe's 
Neck;  extending  from  Dragon  Neck  up  to  the  state  road  which 
leads  from  St.  George's  to  Newcastle  and  Wilmington;  thence, 
crossing  said  road,  and  passing  the  meeting  house,  to  the  Buck 
and  Red  Lion  road,  in  nearly  a  straight  direction  to  Jones' 
Saw-mill  dAm,  which  is  at  the  head  of  the  northern  branch  of 
St.  George's,  passing  the  Buck  and  Aikentown  road;  thence, 
crossing  the  dividing  ridge  and  proceeding  down  between  the 
waters  of  Long  and  Broad  creeks,  to  Ford's  landing,  on  Back 
creek* 

Along  this  line  the  ground  is  very  regular  and  welt  adapted 
ior  a  canal,  being  principally  composed  of  clay,  alternating 
with  loam  and  gravel.  The  greatest  elevation  of  the  ground 
is  about  70  feet  above  a  mean  high  water  mark  of  the  river 
Delaware,  presenting  a  gentlv  deciinittg  surface  of  country 
toward  the  east  and  west*  Y^u  will  perceive  by  the  accompa- 
nying survey  and  section,  thai  the  route  is  tolerably  straight; 
the  whole  distance  across,  being  but  14  miles,  affording  no 
visible  difficulties  to  the  formation  oi  a  good  and  permanent 
work,  and  requiring  eight  locks,  of  eight  feet  lift  on  each  end, 
making  a  summit  level  of  64  feet  elevation,  and  five  miles  in 
extent. 
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'  The  difTerence  belwet^n  the  mean  high  tides  o(  the  Delaware 
fiver  and  Back  creek«  is  one  foot  nine  inches;  that  of  Back 
creek  being  the  lowest. 

In  exploring  the  ground,  I  have  endeavored  as  far  aa  practi- 
cable  to  keep  down  the  summit  level  of  the  canal,  by  cutting; 
deeply  through  the  ridge»  iu  order  to  reduce  Che  lockage,  and 
affod  greater  facilities  in  feeding  the  canal. 

The  ground  will  not  admit  of  a  lower  summit  level  than  6 
feet,  as  it  ascends  gradually  from  the  two  shores  until  it  reaches 
the  heighth  of  about  60  or  70  feet,  and  continuing  this  height 
ovet  the  middle  ground,  consequently,  the  whole  depth  of  cut« 
ting  will  not  at  any  one  point  exceed  twent>  feet. 

In  Older  to  test  the  practicability  of  forming  a  canal  along 
the  marshes  of  St  George's  and  the  Dragon,  a  line  of  levels 
wa8  made  up  the  fast  land  to  the  mill-pond  at  the  town  of  St. 
George,  and  another  up  the  Dragon  marsh — these  routes  were 
found  to  present  abrupt  knolls  or  spurs, intersected  with  gullies 
and  mirey  marsh.  It  would  be  impracticable  to  make  a  safe 
canal  along  either  of  these  marshes  in  consequence  of  the  in* 
iirm  texture  of  the  soil,  together  with  the  exposure  of  its 
banks  to  the  marsh  from  the  sides  of  the  gullies,  which  ex- 
tend nearly  to  the  summit  of  the  middle  ground  between  them. 

Although  these  marshes,  running;  as  they  do  from  four  to  five 
miles  in  a  diiection  across  the  peninsula,  being  nearly  on  a 
level,  and  more  than  four  feet  below  high  water,  appear  to  a 
casual  oi'Server  as  being  well  calculated  to  favor  the  idea  of 
a  thorough  cut,  yet,  after  a  proper  examination  of  their  nature 
and  situation,  I  am  well  convinxied  they  will  be  entirely  unfit 
for  such  a  project,  even  supposing  it  lo  be  otherwise  practi- 
cable. 

On  the  contrary,  by  following  the  ridge  or  table  land,  gi*eat 
expense  will  be  saved  by  a  lock  navigation;  as  the  ground 
for  the  whole  distance  is  very  favorable,  affording  good  lock- 
age, with  easy  cutting  and  draining. 

It  is  proposed  to  form  a  basin  or  dock  harbor  at  Newbold's 
landing,  extending  about  350  feet  into  the  bold  water  of  the 
river;  also  a  dam  across  Back  creek,  above  the  mouth  of 
Long  creek,  for  a  similar  purpose. 

It  is  here  proper  to  remark,  that  the  route  recommended, 
passes  the  dividing  lid^e  within  three  miles  of  the  Elk  Forge 
Feeder  at  its  present  termination,  and  if  it  should  meet  your 
approbation  it  would  be  necessary  to  extend  it;  and  also,  to 
form  a  feeder  from  Whiteclay  creek,  which,  together  with 
that  already  made,  will  produce  a  sufficient  supply  of  water 
for  this  highly  useful  and  important  work.

Mr.  Conjngharo,  from  the  committee  to  whom  had  been  refer^ 
red,  a  resolution  on  the  subject,  made  the  following  report,  to  wit: 

ffkereae,  an  application  has  been  made  from  a  number  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  state  of  New  York,  to  the  Legislature  thereof, 
for  a  road  from  Geneva  in  the  eounty  of  Ontario,  to  Glean  Point». 
intersecting  the  road  from  Olesn.to  Kittanning. 

*ind  whereas^  an  application  has  been  made  to  the  Legislature 
of  New  York,  for  the  enactment  of  a  law,  directing  the  making 
and  opening  of  a  road  leading  from  Hamilton  through  Olelm; 
thence  to  unite  with  the  road  to  Kittanning  and  Pittsbui^. 

The  distance  from  Hamilton,  by  the  way  of  Erie,  from  Pitts- 
burg, being  upwards  of  two  hundred  miles,  and  by  the  Kittanning 
road,  one  hundred  and  fifty -sii;,  and  as  the  road  mm  Hamilton  t^ 
Kittanning,  will  strike  the  waters  of  the  Allegheny  about  fifty  five

And  as  the  states  of  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  are  intimate- 
ly conuectedj  by  strong  ties  of  mutual  interest  and  as  a  reciproca 
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tion  tf  benkfito  ous^  to  be  maiiitune^  tndfiroRwted,  and  m  tiie 
goverameDt  oi  Peansylvania*  hare  in  the  spirit  o^  Tinproveinent» 
caused  tiie  road  from  Rittanniiig  to  CNeani  and  the  road  from 
Coudersport  to  Ceres,  to  be  opened  and  made,  and  as  it  is 
desirable  tiiat  the  Lc^slatare  of  New  York,  with  their  a€» 
enstomed  liberality  and  sound  policy,  shouTd  direct  by  ]aw» 
Aat  the  roads  leading  from  Geneva  to  Glean,  from  thence 
to  strike  the  Kittanning  road^  at  the  state  line,  and  from  Hamil*

Mr.  Dickerson,  from  the  committee  on  claims,  to  whom  were 
referred  the  petition  and  documents  of  William  Holdgate,  who 
states  he  was  a  soldier  in  the  revolutionary  war,  made  report: 

That  the  petitioner  states  he  joined  ^^  American  army,  in  the 
year  1776;  that  he  was  under  General  Mifflin;  that  he  was  in  bat- 
tie  with  Cornwallis,  at  Princeton,  in  the  year  1777;  and,  that  he 
volunteered  in  the  standing  army,  under  General  Sullivan;  and, 
that  he  was  at  the  battle  of  Germantown,  in  the  year  1778. 

The  petitioner  also  states,  he  was  appointed  Bri^e  Major,  un- 
der Col.  Daniel  Uiester;  and  that  he  remained  in  that  o^ce  until  the 
end  of  the  war,  under  (governor  Mifflin.  And  the  petitioner  fur- 
ther states,  that,  during  the  late  war,  he  raised  a  volunteer  com- 
pany, composed  of  sixty -seven  men,  and  marched  to  Marcus  Hook» 
under  the  command  of  General  Henry  Sheets;  and  continued 
there,  until  discharged. 

Your  committee  would  observe,  that  it  appears,  the  petitibner 
never  was  a  re^lar  enlisted  soldier;  but,  that  the  whole  of  his 
services  were  either  in  the  militia,  or  as  a  volunteer  militiaman^ 
and  not  in  the  regular  service;  and  were  such  services,  as  every 
good  patriotic  citizen  was  bound  to  render  his  country,  at  ail  times, 
when  invaded  by  a  savage  or  desperate  foe.     Yet  however  good 
the  policy  may  be,  to  extend  the  charity  of  the  state,  to  the  old, 
indigent,  regular  soldier,  your  committee  can  see  no  good  reason, 
why  that  same  charity  should  be  extended  to  every  person,  who 
rendered  ssrvice  in  the  militia*  or  as  a  volunteer: 
Therefore, 
Resolved,  That  the  committee  be  discharged  from  any  further 
consideration  of  the  subject

to  return  td  the  holders  of  unsatisfied  land  warrants,  the  money 
paid  by  them,  or  a;  J  part  thereof.  Your  committee  do  not  consider 
that  the  circumstance  of  the  state  having  become  possessed    of 
tiie  Dickinson  College  lands,  ^ves  to  the  petitioner  ant  adctitional 
claims,  since  the  state  was  &  porch/tser  o4  these  lanoii  for  a  talu- 
able  consideration,  and  has  already  made  provisions  by  law   for 
their  disposal     No  documents  have  accompanied  the  petftiea, 
which  would  enable  your  committee   tu  ascertain  whether  anj 
circumstances  exist  in  relation  to  the  claim  of  the  petitioner,  to 
distinguish  it  from  the  common  case  of  ao  unsatisfiea  land  war- 
rant; but  as  the  inter'ereuce  of  the  petitioner's  survey  with  the 
elder  surrey  of  the  Dickinson  College  lands  amounts  to  an  una- 
aual  large  quantity  of  land;  and  pernps  circumstances  may  exist 
to  distinguish  this  claim  from  the  cases  already  settled,  which  the 
shortness  of  the  session  will  prevent  your  couimittte  from  ascer* 
taining.

•'*The  general  dissemination  of  practical  f:ovenimental  knowledges 
and  infonnation,  as  well  as  the  inouicatioa  o '  political  sciencep 
generally,  m  an  infant  and  growing  republic^is  of  the  highest  in- 
terest not  only  to  those  who  are  intrustod  with  the  diroctum  o£ 
the  political  concerns  and  municipal  resulaiions  of  a  state  oi*  na«. 
tion,  but  also  to  all  who  feel  a  concern  for  the  immediate  welfare^ 
the  general  prosperity  and  the  lasting  and  perroaoent  happiness  and 
in<lependence  ttiereof.    The  fact  that  there  are  twenty -odd  state» 
in  this  Union,  and  that  no  two  of  those  states  are  governed  by 
constitut'ons  or  laws  which  are  alike  in  their  provisions;  that  the 
legislative  bodies  of  the  different  states  are  differently  organized., 
and  are  vested  with  different  powers,  th«)  members  thereof  are 
elected  for  different  terms  of  service,  and  by  citizens  differently 
qualified;  that  theexecoiive  power  is  exercised  by  an  individual* 
in  some  states,  and  in  others,  by  a  plurality^  tliat,  in  some  states,, 
the  executive  is  elected  by  the  citizens,  and  in  others  appointed 
bj  the  members  of  the  Lenslature;  that  in  some  states  the  execu- 
tive is  elected  or  appointed  for  one  year  only,  and  in  others,  for 
several  years;  that  in  some  states^  the  executive  exercises  a  leg- 
islative veto,  and  in  others,  no  such  power  is  attached  to  tliat  of 
the  execaave;  that  in  some  states,  the  power  of  appointing  to  office. ' 
is  verjr  extensively  exercised  by  the  executive,  and  in  other  spates, 
the  executive  ap|»ointinKjpower  is  quite  limited;  that  the  judiciarjr 
in  the  several  states  it  difierently  organized,  and  vested  with  dif- 
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fipretit  powers;  fhaf  the  judicial  officers  in  diflerent  states,  are 
af>pointed  by  different  authorities,  and  commission^^d  for  difierent 
tei  ms  of  service;  that  the  administration  of  law,  in  simitar  caaev, 
in  different  states,  is  different  in  manj  important  particulars;  that 
the  different  state  tnasuries  are HUjplied  from Tarious  and  verj 
different  sources;  that  thedihsimilanty  in  the  organization  of  the 
State  government,  and  in  the  administration  oi  the  laws^  is  so 
^at,  as  t4i  render  it  almost  certain,  that  valuable  in  pr>  tements 
m  our  system  of  state  government  could  be  made,  were  it  under- 
taken bj  persons  property  informed  and  really .  disposed  to  im- 
prove the  practical  operations  of  a  republican  government.  In 
order  to  obtain,  if  practicable,  a  correct  official  data,  to  aid  those 
who  maj  be  desirous  to  perform  a  labor  of  such  high  importance 
to  the  citixens  of  this  Union:  therefore^

has  received  all  the  deliberarion  in  my  power  to  hebiow  on  it.  Aa 
fiir  Hs  (  have  been  able  to  examine  the  subject,  and  judge  of  the 
consequenceii  likely  to  flow  from  the  various  provisions  of  the  bill, 
viewed  in  connection  with  the  relative  situation  of  the  parties  ta 
be  aflected  by  its  operations,  it  appears  to  be  one  ol  no  commoa 
importance,  not  only  as  resfjecta  constitutional  principles,  aa^t 
char  ered  rights,  but  also  as  it  concerns  the  interest,  the  peace 
and  fellowship  of  a  relie;ious  society,  among  whose  m^nhers  aa 
unhappy  dispute  has  existed  for  aome  time,  and  between  whom  Ur 
cotitroversy  arising  oiit  of  this  dispute  is  stiU  pending  befoit^  a. 
judicial  tribunal 

\V  hen  a  cliarter  or  act  of  incorporation  has  been  ^n^^ted  by  the^ 
le&i»lature,  coiiterring  certain  poviers,  lights  and  privilegea-on  the 
individuals  composing  the  body  so  incorporated,  it  becouiea  the 
Aulj  oft  those  whom  the  constitntion  has  invested  with  legialative 
fuQcdons,  te  pause  and  d»  liberate  before  nay  innovation  be  raMie 
which  .  ay  either  transcend  constitutional  limits,  or  even  tend.  in« 
ditectiv,  to  impair  righta  secured  by  a  compact,  created  and  eata^ 
lifiihed  by  the  solemn  Minction  of  law.  These  consideratioiia  ao« 
«oireaddiiaonal  force  froja  die  ciromnstniioey  Ihni  k  iapropooed 
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to  make  an  altwatton  in  the  charter  of  a  relinoat  community,  in-' 
corporated  so  early  as  the  year  one  thousann  seven  hundr^Ml  and 
eighty-eisjht,  without  the  full  consent  of  the  consrt's;ation9  and  at 
a  time  of  ^*^t  excitement  produced  by  existing  disnutes,  which 
embrace  not  only  differences  respecting  the  management  of  th<i 
temporal  corcerns  of  the  society,  but,  operating  in  their  conse-* 
quences,  to  subvert  or  disturb  lundatneotai  articles  of  faith,  in 
contravention  of  the  pious  intentions  of  the  founders  of  the  church* 
It  is  even  doubtful,  on  considerations  of  expediencfj  whether  any 
chan^j^e^  however  unessential,  should  be  made  in  a  charter  where 
parties  are  circumstanced  like  the  present,  until  peace  be  restored 
to  the  society,  and  tliie  diaorders  which  now  prevail  cease  to  exist, 
unless  the  alterati  >n  be  asked  for  by  the  societv  in  a  spirit  of  con- 
ciliation and  brotherlv  love,  or,  at  least,  shall  not  be  remonstrated 
against  by  a  considerable  portion  of  the  members. 

Without  enlarging  more  in  detail  uptm  the  several  objections  to 
the  bill,  I  will  only  farther  observe,  that  it  appears  to  me  to 
iiti|)air  the  charter*  by  changing  the  qualifications  of  voters, 
abridging  the  elective  franchise,  and  exacting  a  compliance  with 
conditions  not  contained  in  any  of  its  provisions;  that  k  is  letros- 
pective  in  its  operations,  so  far  as  respects^  the  first  election  pro- 
posed to  be  held  in  May  next,  and  that  it  introduces  a  new  prin- 
ciple by  vesting;  the  trustees  with  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  in 
their  board,  without  reference  to  the  distinction  between  the  two 
orders  or   classes  of  trustees   as  recognized  in  the  charter. 

It  is  always  a  source  of  very  great  regret  to  me,  when  any  dif- 
ference takes  place  between  the  executive  and  legislative  br&nches 
of  the  government,  in  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties; 
bnt,  entertaining  the  opinion  which!  dn  of  the  inviolable  charac- 
ter of  charters  or  private  acts  of  incorporation,  and  believing  that 
the  present  bill  will  change,  in  the  several  important  points  I  bava 
mentioned,  the  charter  already  gran  ed  by  the  Leji^islature  to  the 
Society  uf  Roman  Catholics,  worshipping  at  St.  Mary's  Church,  in 
Piuladelphia,  and  increase,  instead  of  allay,  the  unfortunate  divi- 
eiens  which  now  subsist  between  the  petitioners  and  remonstrants^ 
I  am  unwilling  to  join  in  any  legislative  act,  which  may  eithec 
violate  the  constitution,  impair  the  rights  of  individuals,  as  granted 
them  by  the  charter,  or  tend,  in  the  smallest  degree,  to  interfere 
with  the  liberty  of  worship  and  the  rights  of  conscience,  secured 
to  the  people  of  this  country  of  every  religious  denomination,  as 
well  by  the  constitution  of  this  sUte  as  by  that  of  the  United 
States. 

As  therefore  I  cannot  approve  of  the  bill,  I  have  directed  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  to  return  it  to  the  Senate,  i^ 
which  it  oriirinated,  with  these  my  objections.

It  fehail  have  originated,  ^'icAo  sAaU  enter  the  objectiom  at  large^ 
Mfon  their  joumai,  and  proceed  to  reconMerit'^  by  the  adop- 
tion df  ttie  resolution,  the  order  prescribed  by  the  con»titutioa 
is  changed,  and  the  bill  returned  by  thtr  Governor,  is  directed  to 
be  entered  at  full  length  on  the  jouinals^  immediately  before  tha* 
o&try  oi  the  objectioiui.. 
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However  demroira  the  undersigned  may  be,  that  the  f>e«i|ile 
ahotilH  at  all  times  have  access  to  every  source  of  in^rmation 
which  wonld  enable  them  to  form  a  correct  jvHfcment  of  the  con- 
duct of  their  servant^,  in  the  execution  of  the  important  duty  of 
mahine  laws  by  which  their  civil  and  reliftoas  rights  may  bf>  af- 
fected, they  cannot  acquiesce  in  the  course  preycrib^d  by  the 
adoption  of  the  preamble  and  resolution*  which  in  their  opinion, 
is  higMy  irregular,  unconstitutional,  unprecedented  in  the  annab 
of  learisfation,  and  danf^erous  in  its  consequences 

The  preamble  contains  bo  information,  nor  refers  to  any  facts; 
nor  is  it  accompanied  with  any  reasoning  or  arguments  against  the 
Governor's  objections  to  the  bill :  but,  in  the  opinion  of  the  un« 
dersigned^it  casts  an  unmerited  reflection  on  the  conduct  of  the 
c!iermagistrate»  in  the  performance  of  an  imiKM-tant  and  delicate 
tr  ii9t»  and  can  be  consiaered  in  no  other  light  than  a  legislative 
censure  on  him,  in  the  exercise  of  a  most  valuable  prerogative. 

Thejr  have  ever  been  taught  to  regard  the  qualified  negative, 
vested  in  the  executive  branch  of  the  government,  by  the  conati- 
tntion,  as  a  highly  useful  and  necessary  safe^ard ;  a  prerogative 
which  must  ever  be  exercised  under  a  responsibility,  w  htch  secures 
it  from  every  temptation  to  the  abuse,  of  it,  and  which  when  exer-> 
cized  is  entitled  to  the  most  serious i.lid  respectful  consideration. 
It  is  represented  by  one  of  our  most  enlightened  statesmen,  to 
be  a  power  which  not  only  serves  as  a  shield  to  the  executive^  but 
whicn  furnishes  an  additional  security  against  flie  enaction  of  im- 
proper laws.  ''It  establishes  a  salutary  check  upon  the  legislative 
bod^,  calculated  to  guard  the  community  against  the  effects  of 
faction,  precipitency,  or  of  any  impulse  unfriendly  to  the  public 
mod*  which  may  happen  to  influence  a  majority  of  that  body."— 
The  experience  of  thirtv-thrpe  years,  under  the  present  consti- 
tntion » furnishes  irrefragable  evidence  of  its  benificial  tendency;  and 
in  the  numerous  cases  in  which  this  power  has  been  exercized  by 
different  executives,  no  departure  from  tne  course  prescribed.by  the 
constitution,  can  be  traced  on  the  journals  of  either  branch  of  the 
Legislature.  The  undersigned  are,  therefore,  at  a  loss  to  understand 
the  reasons  which  have  operated  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  pre-* 
amble  and  resolution.  After  a  critical  exi^mioation  of  the  Governor's 
message,  they  cannot  discover  any  thing  in  its  language,  wanting  in 
tliat  courtesy  and  respect  which  onghtever  to  characterize  oflicial 
communications  bettveen  the  co-ordinate  branches  of  the  govern- 
ment; and  the  best  commentary  that  can  bo  furnished  on  the 
force  and  validity  of  the  objections,  is  the  vote  of  the  Senate  on 
the  reconsideration  of  the  bill,  it  being  negatived  by  a  majority 
of  votes. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  there  is  nothing  in  the  ob« 
jections  to  the  bill,  wi  ich  can  justify  the  opinion  expressed  on  the 
preamble,  that  the  message  of  the  Cjrovemor  mav  create  an  error 
neons  tmnressinn,  that  the  two  branches  ot  the  Legislature  have 
interfered  with  the  religious  rights  of  Roman  Catholics,  and  violated 
their  chartered  privileges,  and  thereby  oiislead  aud  deceive  the 
public;  injustice  to  the  character  oi  the  oluef  magistrate  of  the 
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state*  fhns  charged  with  an  unworthy  motive,  in  the  exercise  of  a 
iwinfut  duty  devolved  oa  him  by  the  constitution^  the  undersienied 
avail  themselves  of  the  occasion  to  record  theirf testimony  in  favor 
of  the  manly  and  independent  tone,  in  which  he  has  expressed 
his  objections  to  the  provisions  of  the  bill,  which  tliey  believe  are 
an  infrinf^ment  of  the  chartered  rights  of  the  members  of  St. 
Mary's  church,  and  which,  in  the  present  state  of  the  congreji;?- 
tion,*  and  under  existing  circumstances,  may  operate  to  deprive 
alaree  |)ortion  of  the  members  of  St.  Mary's,  of  the  right  of 
worshipping  according  to  the  dictates  ol  conscience,  in  the  church 
consecrated  by  its  pious  founders,  to  the  religion  of  the  Catholic 
faith,  aacf  secured  to  the  members  in  unity  with  the  Catholic  church, 
by  the  charter  of  one  thousand*  seven  hundred  and  eighty-eight. 
Under  a  sense  of  imperious  duty,  they  owe  to  themselves  and 
their  constituents,  they  enter  on  the  journals  their  solemn  protest 
a^nst  the  preamble  and  resolution  adopted  by  the  Senate,  for  the 
following  reasons: 

First.  The  resolution  directs  that  the  bill  returned  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, shall  be  entered  at  full  length  on  the  jouroal,  immediately 
before  the  entry  of  the  objections,  when  the  constit'ition  requires 
that  t^e  objections  shall  be  entered  at  length  on  the  journal,  and 
the  house  shall  proceed  to  reconsider  tlie  bill.  It  is  a  departure 
from  the  course  prescribed  by  the  constitution,  and  the  uniform 
practice  of  the  legislature,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  under** 
signed  is  to  be  deprecated,  and  which  may  lead  to  dangerous  in- 
novations, afiecting  the  exercise  of  a  most  valuable  executive  pre- 
rogative. 

Second.  The  |ireamble  contains  an  impeachment  of  the  motives 
of  the  chief  magistrate,  by  an  alienation  that  t)>e  objections  may 
create  an  erroneous  impression,  and  mislead  and  deceive  the  pub- 
lic, as  to  the  nature  of  the  provisions  of  the  bill;  an  allegation 
which  the  undersij^ned  believe  to  be  wholly  unwarranted  by  the 
tenor  of  the  ol^ections,  and  an  unjustifiable  crimination  by  the 
Senate. 

Third.  The  adoption  of  the  preamble  and  resolution,  by  the 
Senate,  previous  to  proceeding  to  reconsider  the  bill,  the  under- 
signed  believe,  was  calculated  to  forestai  the  opinions  of  the 
members  of  the  Senate,  by  an  indirect  vote,  and  to  influence  their 
final  vote  on  tlie  reconsideration;  a  resort  to  such  a  course  of 
legislation,  in  times  of  great  excitement,  must  necessarily  kindle 
feelings  in  the  minds  of  the  members,  UEfrieadly  to  a  fair,  impar- 
tial aiKi  deliberate  reconsideration  of  a  bill  returned  with  objec- 
tions. 

Fourth.  The  exereise  of  the  qualified  negative  by  the  executive, 
is  necessarily  a  painfbl  and  delicate  duty,  recjuiriug  in  many  cases 
a  more  than  ordinary  share  of  firmness  and  independence.  Any 
measure,  which  may  have  a  tendency  to  restrain  or  control  the 
exercise  of  this  wholesome  power,  in  the  opinion  of  the  under* 
signed,  is  hostile  to  the  spirit  of  the  constitution,  and  to  the  ge- 
uious  of  the  government;  and  however  inoperative,  the  course 
pursued,  in  the  adoption  by  the  Senate,  of  the  preamble  and  re* 
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vvtvtioiiy  may  be  o»  the  futare  c^mdnct  of  «  chief  megietnle . 
Arm  of  purpi^ae,  the  underaii^ned  oan  rei^ilj  cenceive  it  €ale%> 
feted  to  prediiee  a  balelal  influenca  oe  the  niiad  of  a  timid  execu- 
tive, nawiUiitt  to  rea  the  hexard  ot  iei^ative  ceaaure  io  thf 
performaece  ot  imperioas  duty,  or  who  froia  cenaideratioaa  of  a 
time  aervins  polioy»  might  not  hediapeaed  to  eacouater  the  frowns 
of  a  fiHerelepialatiire,  which  peradveature,  might  coaceive  ilaelf 
to  be  the  depoaiterjr  of  aa  abeolate  aacoatroled  aad  deaj)oti^ 
power.

WHcaEJis,  the  fundameatal  republican  maxim  is  **fhat  all  powe^ 
is  inheraot  ia  the  people,^'  and  it  is  equally  republican  orthodoxy 
that  the  voice  of  the  majority  ought  to  be  the  supreme  law  of  th^ 
land.    Aqd  whereas,  agreeably  to  the  principles  of  representa* 
tion,  the  immediate  agents  and  representatives  of  the  people,  ai'e 
the  only  legitimate  constitutional   or^ns  throufrh,  ana  by  whooi 
tiie  voice  of  the  people  is,  and  of  r^ht  can,  be   uttered.    And 
whereas,  it  is  repugnant  to  every  principle  of  free  goverament, 
that  the  voice  ot  the  few  should  control  the   will   of  the  matiy. 
And  whereas,  the  assumption  by  the  United  States'  court  of  the 
power  of  placing  its  veto  upon  the  deliberate  acta  of  the  le§fisla« 
turesof  the  several  states,  is  a  dangerous  usurpation  of  a  negative 
legislative  power,  calculated  to  destroy  the  best  iaterest  of  the 
country,  and  to  annihilate  every  thing  like  state  sovereignty.    To 
avert  such  an  alarming  evil,  the  following  amendment    icpropo* 
sed  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  Slates  of  America,  which, 
when  ratified  agreeably  to  the  said  constitution,  shall  be  a  part
